riage of the Ambaſſador Brugman , his treacherous detigns; and un. 
fortunate end : But 1 cannot forbear giving ſome account of the I- 
luſtrious Fobn Albert de Mandel io the Heroe, of the Fravels it intorhe 
Eaft-Indics, which title 1 give him, in regard there are in his Travels 
ſome miraculous adyenturecs. 

MANDELSL ©, a Gentleman well born, had his Education at 
the Duke of Holftein s Court, to whom he had been a Page. Hearin 
of an Embaſſy intended for Muſeovy and Perfis, he would needs be 
oneinit,;andas if he were that Vertzous Man, who looks upon the 
whole World as his Country, he would not depart, erc he had ob. 
tain'd his Prince's leave, to ſee the other parts of Aſia. _ his. 
aboad at Iſpaban, he got acquainted with ſome Exgliſh Mcrchants, 
who, ſpeaking to him of the Indies, rais'd in him a deſire to go thi. 
cher, The King of Perfia, to engage his ſtay at his Court, profters 
him a Penſion of ten thouſand Crowns ; ; he ſlights the favour of ſo 

reat a Prince, gets on horſe. back, with no great Sums about him, 
and ſets forward on his Journey, with a retinue of three German 
Servants, and one Perfian, who was to be his Guide and Interpreter, 
but forſook him, when he ſtood in moſt need of his ſervice and af. 
fiſtance, It was alſo a very ſtrange Adventure, which made him 
find civil entertainment and hoſpitality at Surat ; made him ſubfiſt 
at the charge of others; conducted him by Land to the Great Ma- 
gal's Court 3 brought him latcly back again to Surat z pretery'd the 
ſhip

ſhip he was in after ſo many tempeſts neer the Cape of Good-Hope; 
and miraculouſly deliver'd him at his firſt arrival into England, when 
he was given over for irrecoverably loſt in the very haven, as may 
be ſeen ncer the end of his Travels. 

To theſe Mandelſlo had a particular inclination, and knew fo well 
how to make his advantages thereof, that Olearius himſelf makes no 
difficulty to confels , that he met with, in his Notes, many things, 
which might have been added to his Relation, and have found a kind 
reception even among the more Curious, had he been as forward 
to have his Travels publiſh'd , as he had been to proſecute them, 
Put Mandelſlo,ioſtead of giving the world that ſatisfaction, and con: 
tinuing with his Friend, who might have turther'd him in his defign, 
left the Court of Holſtein, where he ſound nog employment propor- 
tionable to his merit,and betaking himſelf to another Profeſſion, he 
pot into a Regiment of horſe, commanded by a Germen, who, purely 
- by his Military accompliſhments, had rais'd himſelf to one ofthe 
preateſt dignitics of France. He had therein the Command of a 
Troop , and, being a perſon of much courage, and endu'd with all 
the qualities requifire to the making up ofa great man, was likely 
to have rais'd himſclf to a more than ordinary fortune, when coming 
to Paris, to pals away the Winter, he there died, of the ſmall Pox. 
| Being at Surat,in December 1638;he made a kind of J/ill,concern. 
ing his Papers, which he put before the beginning of his Relation, 
wherein he defir'd hisFriend Olearizs,not to ſuffer it to be publith'd, 
in tegard he had not had the leafure co digeſt it into order, or if he 
did, that he would rather regard therein his reputation aſter his 
death, than the friendihip they had mutually promis'd one another, 
and faithfully improv'd, during the four years of their joint. Travels. 

Meandelſlo was no great Scholar, but could make a ſhift to under. 
ſtand a Latin Author, which help'd him much in the attaining of the 
Txrk;ſb Language , wherein he came to a conſiderable perteCtion, 
His Friend taught him alſo the uſe of the Aftrolabe, fo that he was 
able to take the Longitudes and Latitudes, that are in feveral places 
of his Book;and without which it had been impoſſible for him, to be 
much skill'd in Geography , which makes the moft confiderable 
part of this kind of Relations, 

Olearins bath indeed been very much his Friend, not only in re- 
forming and refining his Style, which could not be very elegant in a 


perſon of his Profeflion, but alſo in making ſeveral obteryations and 
additions

additions thereto, printing it in Felzo, in a very fair character, and 
adorning it with ſeveral pieces of Sculpture, | 

Olearixs's kindnels to his Friend, in enriching his Relation, with 
many excellent remarks, taken but of Emanuel Oforio, Maffeus, and 
the chief Voyages of the Dutch,gave the French Tranſlator thereof, 
A. de Wacquetort, occaſion to augment the ſaid Book with whatever 
he found excellent in all thoſe, who have given the beſt accompt of 
the Eaft-Indies. So that it 15 to im we are oblig'd for the exatt de. 
ſcription of the Province of Guzuratta, the Kingdoms of Pegu,and 
Siam, &c, the ſtate of the attairs of Zezlon, Sumatra, Jawa, the Mo- 
Incca's, and Fapan, as allo tor theReligions of thele peoples. So that 
there is, in this Edition of ours, eſpecially as to the Travels of Max- 
delſlo , a third part moxe than there is in the largeſt of the Ga man 
Editions. | 

The Reader will find therein many things, which will haply ſeem 
incredible to him ; as, among others, he may haply be aſtoniſh'd at 
the wealth of a Governour of Amadabath, and at that of a King 
of Indofthan, as alſo at the vaſt revenues of the Provinces and Lords 
of Chinz and Japan ; but, beſides that there 1s nothing of Romance 
in all this, and that there is no compariſon to be made between the 
wealch of Exrope and that of Aſza, there are many perſons, in France 
and England, that will juſtity our Relation, though it ſaid much 
more than it does.

ot waitipg-maid, who was extremely deformed, the more to ſer off the bea 
of the Ladies , who indeed needed nor that foil. They drank each of them 
a Cup of Aquavitz , and preſented each of them as much to. the Ambaſ- 
ſadors. This is the greateſt honouf the Muſcovites think they can do Riran- 
gers; uoleſſe it be, thar, ro make it a cranſcendent civility , they alſo ſafer 
them to be kiſs'd, This civility Count Alexaider Slakon did me, when the 
Duke my Maſter ſent me fince into Aſuſcory, in the year 1643. in acknow- 
ledgement of the honour he had receiv'd in our Court, during his Exile. 
This Bojar's name was IV. Baſilovits. He was a very handſome perſon, and of 
an excellent good humour. He told us he had been in the Wars of Germany ; 
that in the year 1631. he was at the batrel of Leip/fg, and ſhew'd us the ſcars 
of the vvounds he had receiv'd there, |

6 The wind being with us, it was chongh tic'we ſhonld make uſe of onr fails, 
1034 _ but, the Meſcovites being nor the moſt expert Mariners, one of the Ro 
broke, and the fail falling on one of our Musketteers , ſtruck him down ſo as 
char we gave him over for dead, bur coming to himſelf again within an honr 
afrer , and having taken a conſiderable dram of rhe Aquavitz bottle, he was as 
well as eyer. 

The #lpda is as broad as Elbe,bnt runs much more flowly.lr riſes neer great 
Novorogod , out of the Lake called the Lake of 7/mer, and falls into that of 
Ladoga, Sevens werſtes ( whereof five make # Germay League) from Ladoga, 
A dangerous ſal there is a ſtrange fall of Water in that River , and abour a league andahalf 
of water, thence, another, where the water falls with ſuch violence, that ir runs like 

a ſhaft, amidſt the many Rocks ſcatrer'd up and down neer thore places : in 
ſo much that ro draw the loaden Boats up the River, there needs above a 
hundred men. We got aſhore art the former , and ſaw ont Boats paſs ſafely , 
all ſave the laſt, in which we had left Simon Friſiuzs, a Merchant's Son of Ham- 
borough , who being extremely ſick was forc'd ro ftay inir, This Boar being 
drawn upto the higheſt pitch of the water , the rope broke, ſo thar rhe warer 
forc'd it back with ſuch violencegthat it wonld have ſplic agaivit the Rocks, if, 
by an unexpeRed good hap , one end of the rope, which was falten'd cothe 
maſt , had nor rwin'd it ſelf about one of the Rocks, by which means the 
Boar was ftayd , till we had the convenience to diſengage it. There we were 
told , that a certain Biſhop , coming that way in a Boat loaden with Fiſh , 
had been caſt away ſome fewWyes before. The other fall we paſs'd withour 
any danger , and came thar night ro a Convent, called Nicola —_—_—_ , 
where we took np our quarters, and ſtayd the next day , expeRing the Boats

About 2. afternoon , we ſer off , made four leagues thar day , and came ar 
night to a Village called Corodizg : bur finding it more pleaſatr to be by the, Corodiza, 
warer fide , than in the Village , we caus'd our meat tobe dreſs'd there, and 
ſupp'd, while the Mariners, who made accomprt to go thence that night , rook 
ſome hours reſt. 

We ſlept nor , but made ſport with a young Bear, the Pritaf had broughe 
u , which could ſhew a thouſand cricks. Afrer midnight we fer forward, _ 
and gor four leagues to the Village Soliza ; where the Priſtaf , who had Rai'd Soliza, 
ar Corodiz,a, overtook us, bringing along with him his Hoſt, who was 4 Krez, 
or Muſcovite Prince , named Roman Jovantiits, He had treated him ſo well, 
chat both were got drunk : howeggr, ſeeing rhey were till defirous ro drink, 
we ſupply*'d chem ſo well with Aquavitz and Sack, whereof we had good ſtore, 
thamye laid them aſleep. 

We gor that day fix leagues to a Village called Gruzz.4, which the Connery Grunza, 
people had alſo abſolurely forſaken, which oblig*d us ro rake up onr Lodging 
in the fields, in a Meadow neea great Pool, where we made three great fires : 
and 1n regard we had ſlept almo(t all day in the Boat , we ſpent ſome pare of 
the nigh in telling of ſtories , and diverting our ſelves with the Bear, The 
Munsketteers, who had been ſomewhat buſy with the Aquavitz, entertain'd ns 
with ſome feats of rheir a&iviry. Here we ſaw abundance of Craves, and 
counted, upon tbe Pool, above zoo, of them, 

The next day, Jl. 26, about three in the morning we proſecuted our _ 
Voyage , and before noon gor four leagues , to the Village of #/5ſoke. The Wiloko, 
Priſtaf , whom we had invited to dinner, hearing the name of Jeſ* pro- 
nounc'd , made the fign of the Croſs ſeveral times upon his breaſt , and des 
fir'd to have onr prayer in writing, and liked ic ſo well , that heſaid , he 
could nor have beliey'd , that the Germans were (o good Chriſtians, and ſo 
jaſt men, :

with a lictle Boy who carried a Book after him. Then came the Conntry peo- 
ple with their Wives and Children, choſe who were of age carrying a wax 
Candle. Afcer all came one who ſeem'd ro be the Clark of the Pariſh, having 
ren Tapers faftened together , all lighted, - The Pric& being come tothe River 
fide , ſpent half an hour or berter1n ſinging and readivg: Then he took the 
wax Candles from the Clark, andextipguiſh'd them in the Water , in imira» 
tion of whom the people did the like with theirs. Then the Prieſt dipp'd his 
Croſs three ſeveral times in the Warer , when he took ir out letting ic drop 
into a Baſin deſtin'd for the preſeryation of that Warer , which they eſteem®d 
moi ſacred, - This Ceremony over, the Women pur their Children , great 
and ſmall, into rhe Warer, ſome with their ſhirts on , others naked. Thoſe 
who needed not the aſſiſtance of others leap'd. in themſelves, Nay ſome 
broughc their Horſes trodrink, that they gaight alſo parricipare of the vertne 
of that Holy Water, This done, ths whole Proceſſion rerurn'd ro the Church, 
where the Prieſt , having given the people his benediRion , diſmiſs'd

Abour 4. afrernoon , we got on Horſe-back, after we had diſpos'd our Bag- 
gage into 50, Wagons , and rtravell'd thas day ve leagues, ro a Village nam'd

The 3* we came to Jazelbirza, a lictle Village which the gy 6,7 no 
had forſaken, There we mer with this misfortune, that our Cook being 
ove two leagues further to provide our Supper , we could not come up to 
pim , by reaſon of the badneſs of the way , ſo that we had a ſleepleſs night of 
it. - We mer that day with ſeveral Officers , who, upon the Peace concluded 
berween the Polarders and Muſcovites at Smolensks , had defir'd leave togoro 
their own Habirations, The 4. we met at S;mmnogora, where are freſh Horſes 
to be takenup , with Colonel Fxchs ; and the 6, at #/ſolk, with Colonel 
Charles. They both honont'd our Ambaſſadors with their vifits , which oc- 
calioning eptertainments, begat alſo thoſe exceſſes and diſorders which or- 
dinarily attend them in Germazy ; in one whereof our Trumpetter mortal- 
ly wounded one 'of our Musketteers , withonr any injury donehim by che 
other. We left the wounded perſon behind, and gave money to thoſe who 
were ro look to him, The Trumpetter was kill'd afrerwatds, after he had been 
enrertain'd into rhe Great Dukes ſervice, at our return from Perſia. , 
The 5. we paſs'd throngha Village, which the Inhabicancs had forſaken, to 
avoid quartering the German Souldicrs, who had been disbanded peer Moſes, 
We lodyg'd at night in the Village Co/nmma. In thoſe parts , we found many 
great blue tones, which the Tyrant , John Baſilomits, had caus'd ro be taken 
out- of the Sepulchres , when he took the Ciry of Kexe/,having defign'd them

Theſe two places have each 
of them their Yeywode , or Governour, The latter hath irs name from the Ri- 
vet Tere, which paſſes by ic, as well as the #o/ga, which continuing irs courſe 
from this Cirie, throngh Muſcovy and T artary, diſembogues ic ſelf above 600 
German Leagues thence (which make above 1500 French) in the Caſpian Sea. 
Ic is already ſo broad in thoſe quarters , that we were forc'd ro make uſe of a 
Ferry-boart to crofſe it. We were lodg'd the other fide of the Citie, in the 
Suburbs, This was our lalt (tage for freſh Horſes , till we came to Mof- 
C08, 
Auguſt 13, We came to a Village called N:chola Nachinsk;, two Leagnes 
from Moſcou, whence our Priſtaf diſpatch'd an Expreſle to give notice of onr 
arrival, 

The 14. The Priſtaf, atrended by his Interpreter and Secretary, came to 
Complement the Ambaſſadors, giving them thanks for the kind crearment he 
had receiy'd from them, and making an Apology for the ill chey might have 
receiv'd from him, 'We preſented him with a Vermilion Gile-Cup , and gave 
ſome ren or twelve Crowns among the reſt. The (ame day, the Meſſenger ſent 
by the Pri/taf rerurn'd from Moſcon,and oblig'd us to prepare for our Encrance, 
which we made the ſame day in the order following,

11, A Coach with four grey Horſes. 

12. The Maſter of the Waggons, with eight others, three in a rank. 

13. The Preſents deſign'd for the great Duke , carry'd in five Licters, co-

15, Forty fix Waggons loaden with baggage.

Having march'd in this. order , very lowly , till we came within half a 
League of the Citie , we met ten Courriers ( or Meſſergers) who came one 


after another_withfull ſpeed rowards us, ro acquaint the Priffof with the 
place, where they were whoſe Office ic was to receive us; with order, one 


while, to march on yery flowly, another, to make more haſte, tg the _ n 
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The reception of 


ſhould be much abour rhe ſame rime with rhem ar the = appointed for our 
reception, We ſaw alſo ſeveral Anſcovites , very well mounred and richly 
clad, who onely rid ar ſome diſtance from us, and retarn'd having taken a 
view of vs. Wirhin a quarter of a League of the Cirie, we paſs'd rhrongh a 
Body of above 4000 Muſcovitesall excellently well mounred and ſumpruonſ- 
ly clad. Moſt of the Swediſh Ambaſſadors retinne came alſo ro meet us , bur 
were not permitted to come neer us, ſo that we could onely ſalute rhem ar a 
diflance. 

Within a Piſtol ſhor rhence we ſaw coming towards ns two gg clad in 
Coats of Purfled Satin , mounted on two gallant whice Horſes, Intiead of 
Bridles, they had Chains of ſilver , whereof rhe links were rwo inches broad, 
bur no thicker than the back of a knife , and of ſuch a compaſſe as that a man 
mighr throft iy his-fifl inro them, which made a firange noiſe as the Horſes 
went along. The Great Dake's Malter of the Horſe followed them , with 
rwenty led Horſes all white, and was accompany'd by a great number of per- 
ſons both afoor and a-Horſ-back; When the Ambaſsadors and Priftafs were 
alighted , rhe anrienrer of the two uncover'd himſelf, and ſaid ; The Grand 
Seroneur ,Czaar, ard Great Duke, Michael Federovirs , corſervator of all the 
KR x xa Prince of V Igdim:r, Moſco, Nowogorod, Czaar of Caſſan, Cz.aar of Aſtra 
chan, Cz.aar of Siberia, Lord of Pleſcon, Great Duke of Fneriky, Juger ik , Prem:(- 
ky,W:d ky, Bolgarshy,&c, Lord and Great Duke of Nowogorod in the Low Conn- 
tries, Commander of Roſansky, Roſtof ky, Geraſtafk v, Beſolersk.y, dorski, Obdorsks, 
Cordincki, and of all the North, Lord of the Countries of Iveria, Cz.aar of Kartalm- 


ki ard Trguſinsks, Prince of the Countries of Kabardinsks, Cyrcasks, and lorksky, 


Lord and Soveraign of many other Seignenries, receives you , as great Ambaſl. 
ſadors from rhe Duke of S/eſwick,, Holſtein, Stormarie and Ditmars, Count of 
Oldentourg and Delmenhorſt. He grants you and the Gentlemen of your reri- 
vue the favour to make your entrance upon his own Horſes , and hath ap- 
pointed us Priſtafs ro havea care of you, and ſo to furniſh you with all things 
neceſsary,during your aboad at Moſco, To which Complement when the Am- 
baſsadot Cru//u had Trade anſwer, there were brought two very fately whire 
Horſes, with Sadles afrer the German faſhion, Embroider'd with Gold and Sil- 
ver, with Footh-cloaths and Harneſs ſuirable. - 
As ſoon as the Ambaſsadors were mounted, the Priftaf and Musketeers, 
who had conducted us from the Frontiers, were drawn off. There were 
brovght alſo ten other white Horſes for the chiefe& of our retinue, with Sad- 
dles after the Mmnſcovianfaſhion , of Cloath of Gold and Parfled Satin. The 
Priſtafs took the Ambaſſadors between them, rhough in M4»ſcovy,he is thought 
to have the more honourable place, who hath the right hand tree. After rhena 
march'd rhe Mxſcovian G:ooms of the ſtable, who had the coverings of their 
Saddles of LEopard-skins, Cloath of Gold, and Scarler. The Cavalry we had 
ſeen in the ficlds, and the other Mnuſcovites came powring into the Cirtie with 
the Ambaſſadors, and accompany'd them to their Lodgings, within the whire 
vvall, in that quarter-which is called Czarskigored, that 1s ro ſay, the Citie of 
the Cz.aar. We hadafſign*d us ws. Chiincns hovikes built of yvood,the Pri/taf 
making this excuſe, in the name of the Great Duke, that a fire having not one- 
ly conſum'd the ordinary houſe for the entertainment of Ambaſſadors, bur 
alſo another great houſe appointed for onr Lodgings, we could not poſſibly 
be berrer accommodated for the preſent ; And* indeed, at our entrance into 
the Citie, we had obſerv'd whole ſtreets burnt down, the fire having been ſo 
violent ,, that ir had reduc'd ro aſhes above five ' thouſand honfes : inſo- 
Icy, that moſt of the Inhabirants were forc'd to lodge in Tenrs and 
uts. we LF" 
| Ere we had taken a view of our 'Lodging , the preſents from the Great 
Dake*s Kitchin and Cellar were broughr us ; +1z.. eight Sheep, thirty Capons 
and Pallets,great tore of white and btown bread, and 22 ſorts of drinks, 
| Wine, 
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Wine, Beer, Hydromel and Aquavitz, all brought in by 32 4»ſcovnres , who 
marching all in afile made the ſhew ſo mnch the greater, This done, the doors 


of our Lodging were lock'd upon ns, and a Guard of gwelve Musketeers ſer, They are under 4 
ro prevent all communication between us and the Inbabicancs till after rhe $**4 


firſt Andience. The Poe in the mean time fail'd nor ro vie us every day, 
to aſſare ng of their readineſſe ro ſerve us. They had alſo left wich us av Iorer- F 
prerer, to facilirare the ſervice which the Muskereers were odlig'd co do us in| 
the buying of our Proviſions and orher things, This Interpreter was a Aſuſco- 
ite boy, and had been raken priſoner by the Polenders ; by which means 
he fell into the hands of Prince ſar Radzivil, who brought him to Leipfg, 
where he had learnt the German Tongue. 

Amwg.15.The Muſcovites celebrated the Feaſt of our B. Lady's aſcenſion,and 
the ſame day ended a Faſt they had begun the firſt of thac monerh, The 17. 
was defign'd for our firſt Audience ; but the Grear Duke being gone our of 
the Citie ro do his Devotions, we ſpent the day in giving God our humble 
rhavks for his happy conduct of us to the place for which our Embaily was 
delign'd. We caas'd Te Dexm to be ſang, with Muſick, and our Miniſter to 
make a Sermon, at which, as alſo at the | which follow'd it, was pre- 
ſenr, by permiſhon of rhe Great Duke, M. Baithaz.ar Moxcheron,who manag'd 
the Aﬀairs of the Duke of Holſtern at Moſer, in rhe quality of Commiſlary. 
He told ns,that the Aſuſcomrtes thought onr entrance very handſome,and wor- 
dred mnch that Germany ſhould have Princes able to ſend ſo conſiderable an 
Embaſly. They give all firavge Princes the quality of XK »ez,, though their 
K nez, are Properly no more than whar Gentlemen are with ns, and, thoſe ex- 
cepted who have publick employmenrs relatirg ro the State, che reſt have no 
great Eſtates , it may be, about 8009, or 1000 per ann. _ | 

The 18. The two Priſtafs came to acquaint us that the Great Duke would 
give us publick audience the next day. They defir'd alſo, in the Chancellor's 
name; a Caralogue of the preſents we were ro make his Majefty.

ſix Leagues and a half, The 3. toOr/in, fix Leagues; the 4. ro Sariza, 8, Leagues; Mokriza, 
and the night following we made four Leagues , to L:/iexhagen, belonging ro uw 
Dame Mary Stop, the Reli& of John Muller, who living, had been Agent from $,.;.. 
Snrden,in Muſcovy, We were very well treated there ;and the next day we got Lilienhagen, 
feven Leagues, and came to Narva. Narvs. 

" The6, We ſent away our baggage. The Ambaſſadors follow'd the next day, _ 
and three dayes after, viz. the 10, we came to Rexe/, whence we ſtirr'd nor for Reuel. 
the ſpace of three weeks. But conſidering at laſt , that the Balrick, Sea was not 
Navigable that time of the year, and ___ withall unwilling to Ray there the 

reſt of th: Winter, we conceiv'd it would be our beſt courſe ro be gone thence 

with the ſooneſt, and to proſecute our journey by Land, throngh Pruſsia,Pome- 

rama, and Mecklenbourg. 

The Ambaſſadors lett Rx#/ Jar. 30. having tabled moſt of their retinne with 
M". Henry Koſen , and with a retinue of ten perſons, crook their way to &7g4. 

The two firſt nights we paſs'd over at Kegel , a houſe belonging ro Jo Muller, 
Conn'ellour of the Citie of Rewe/, my Facher-in-law ; where we were very well 
enterrain'd. | | 

Felriary 2. We came to Parnaz, at which place God was pleaſed to favour FEBRUARY, 
me with a great deliverance , which was thus; diſcharging their Canon at our 
entrance, rhe Tampion, which they had forgotren ro rake our of one of rhe pie- 
ces, paſs'd very neer me, and fivock againſt the Wall of the Citie Gare , where 
ir broke, the ſplinters of it flying about my head with ſuc h violence, thar, being 
flunn'd thereby, it was half an hour ere I recover'd my ſelf. 

The Cirie of Parnas is but a ſmall ene, bur hath a good Calile, built of wood, The deſcription 
and afrer the Muſcovian fortification ; to which the Houſes, the Gates, and the of Parnau, 
Churches are ſuitable. Ir is ſeared upon the lirtle River of Parnas or Parnon, 
which gives- it the name, and which riſing out of the grear Foreſt neer the lictle 
' River Beca and the Caſtle of Werſſenſtein, and receiving in its paſſage the waters 
of the Rivers Fe/a & Pernkeia, diſembogues it ſelf inro che Baltick.Sea, neer this 
Citiez which is divided inco two parts, the Old and the New. *Tis numbred a- 
mong the Hanſeatick Towns, though it hath not in a manner any other Com- 
merce than that of Wheat. Eric, K. of Seder, rook it from rhe Poles, 1n* the 
year 1562. bur they recovered ir again, by ratageme, in the year t36s: The 
Muſcovites became Matters of it Tmly 9.157 5. but it was re-upited to rhe Crown 
of Poland, with the reft of Livoma, by the Treaty of Peace made berween than 
Crown and the Great Duke. In the year 1617, the Swedes took it, and have 
kepr it ever fince. 

We met there with the Countefle Dowager La Towr, named Magdalene, of the 
honſe of Hardeh, in Auſtria. The Ambaſſadors ſent me, with two more of our 
retinne, to Complement her , and ro make profers of ſervice to her in cheir 
Bames, She cook ir fo kindly, that nor content -7 make us dripk his " 
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healrh three times over, ſhe forc*d us to rake the bowls out of ber own hands, 
and in the mean time enter:ain'd us with much excelledt diſcontſe, in com- 
mendation of his Highnefſe and that Embaſſy ; as alſo concerning the manvers 
aid Religion of the Muſcovites, with a ſweerneſſe and gravity which cannot 
well be expreſs'd. She would needs have the young Connts, Chriſtian, and Hen» 
r7, her ſons, go to the Inn where the Ambaſſadors were Lodg'd, ro Complemenc 
them ; which the young Lotds petform'd handſomly ; and ro heighten their ci- 
nc alſo ftay'd Supper wirh them. | | 

The next day, the Counteſſe ſent us all manner of Provilions,and Letters, for 
Count Mathew Hemry de la Togr, her fathet-in-law. She ſenc allo to defire the 
Ambaſſadors to recommend her ſons to his Highneſſe, and to aſſure him of their 
ſervices, when they ſhould be of an age, and in a capacity do him any, As we 
were getting on horſ{-back, our Hoſt ſhew'd himſelf an hoveſt man, and refus'd 
to take our money, telling us, the Connteſſe had ſent in mott of the Proviſions 
for the Ambaſſadors Supper, and that the reſt was not worth the reckoning : ſo 
that co requite his Gncerity we gave him twenty Crowns. But we were pot 


| got a League off the Citie, ere we were overtaken by a man he had ſenr, ro return 


us our money, and to tell us the Preſent was tov ſmall,in tequiral of the crouble 
we had given him. We ſent back our Harbinger, wich the Meſſenger, who gave 
the Hoſt twelve Crowns more, wherewith he ſeem'd to be ſatisfy'd. [4 

The 6. Weenter'd Riga. The nexr day , the Governour viſited the Ambaſla- 
dors; and the 10. he made a great Feaſt for themgro which he invited the chiefeſt 
of the Cirie. Some dayes following were alſo ſpent ip Feaſting, among ſome 
or othet of our friends. 

Febr. 13. The Ambaſſadors left Riga, having in their Company a certain Am- 
baſſador of France, who was called Charles de T allerand, and aflury'd the quality of 
Marqueſlſe of Ex:dwe:/, Prince of Chalais, Count of Grignol, Baron of Marvel 
ard Boiſville, Lewis xiii. King of France and Navarre, had ſent him with James 
Rouſſel wþon an Embaſſy into Twrkey and Aſuſcovy. Bur Roxſſel, his Collegue, 
had done him ſach i11 Offices with the Parriarch, rhat the Great Duke ſent him 
ro Siberia, where he continn'd three years a-priſoner ; till ſuch rime,as, the ma-« 
lice and artifices of Rouſſe/, who endeavour'd nothing ſo much as ro inflame the 
differences between the Princes , being diſcover'd, he was ſer ar liberty, after the 
Patriarch's death. During his reſtraint, his diverſion had been to learn by bear 
the four firſt books of Yirgi/'s Aneids, which he had, as they ſay , ad »nguem. 
He was a perſon of an excellent good hamour, aged abour 36. years. 

We took our way through Comrland, and came the 4. about noon to Mirras, 
This liccle Cirie is fituated in that part of Courlard, which is called Semgalles, 
fix leagues from Kiga, and it 1s the place where the Dake ordinarily retides. 
The Dutchy of Cour/a:d was ſome time part of Livonia, from which ir is divided 
by the River De : bat all this Province having been miſerably ruin'd by the 
Swedes and Muſcovites, and the Archbiſhop of K:g4 and the Maſter of the T exto- 
—_— having ſubmirred to the Crown of Poland , with all chey were ill 
poſleſs'd of there,S1giſmond Auguſtims,K.of Polard,rais'd Conrland toa Duchy, and 
gave itto Godard Ketler,of Neſſelrot,laſt Maſter of the Textonick Order in Livonia, 
ro be held immediately from the Crown of Poland, Godard dies, May 19.1587. 
leaving, by Azze, the Daughter of A/ber: Duke of Meklcnbourg, two ſons, Fre- 
derick,, w 0 died withour iſſue, and 1am, who ſucceeded his brother in the 
Ducchy of Courland. This Wilan baving been diſpoſſeſs'd by Sigi/mend ITT. 
and the States of Poland, was forc'd to liye io Exile, till that, upon the media- 
tion of ſeveral ranger Princes, he was re-efabliſh'd in the year 1619. During 
the firſt War berween Poland and Sneden, the Citic of Mirtras was taker by the 
Szedes, who fortifi'd it , andreſtor'd it not to the Duke of Conrl ord, till oblig'd 
therero by a Ceſſation agreed on between thoſe rwo Crowns, it the year 1629. 
{nu ibasY ſon) who now hath che Dutchy, and afſumes che quality of 

uke of Conrland, Livonia and Semgalles, is married to Loiiſe-Charlotte , Daugh-+ 
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ter to George-Wiliam, Eletor of Brandenboxrg , and Elizaberh-Charlette , " "oh 


Baviere,. It is not longe fince, that this Duke of Conrland , having diſparch'd 
a Gentleman for Moſcow, to ſome affairs there , rhe #eywode of 7 leſlau 
would not give him paſſage , and ſent him word , that Cowr/and being dependence 
on the Crown of Poland, could not have particulat Ayents and Miniſters, bue 
Was to iare his Aﬀairs by means of rhe Ambaſixdor, which the King his 
Maſter had at Muſcovy. But this Prince hath been fo fortunate, as, ſince this 
laſt War, to obtain che neurralicy of all che neighbouring Princes, fo thar irc 
is very likely , the Treaty co be agreed on berween them will be ſuch, as that he 
ſhall have no dependence ov any of them. 

Ar night we came toa Village , called Doblen, three leagues from Mittaw: 
The Inn-keeper , who took us for Souldiers or Gyphes that were in diftreſs 
for Lodging, made ſome difficulcy ro let ns into his houſe: but at laſt he was per» 
ſwaded, and lodg*d us, All we had co ſupper, was , hard Cheeſe , very brown 
Bread, and ſour Beer. 

The 15. we travell'd 7. leagnes and came to Bader, in Poland,where an antient 
Gentleman,who had ſomerime been a Captain of horſe, named John Anzbod,lodg'd 
us, and treaced us extremely well , Gy with all ſorts ot drinks, as Lirhu- 
aman Hydromel , excellent Sack, andy Beer , which made us ſpend ſome 
patt ofthe night in carowſing ; the Wine having che yercue of contraſting a 
great friendſhip berween the Ambaſſadors and him, The next day he gave us a 
very ſumprnous entertainment, and che divertiſement of Timbrells ; avd, rhar 
all might be complear , in the rrearmenrt , he would needs bring in his rwo 
Danghrers , whom we had vor ſeen the night before. He alſo preſenred the 
Ambaſſadors, one with a Fire-lock, rhe other with a Sword: and the Ambaſſs- 
dors gaye hitr: each of rhem a fair Watch. This breakfat, which laſted ill che 
afternoon , hindred us ſo , that we could get bur four leagues thar day, co Haſ- 
hoff, whete we went to bed ſupperleſs. The 18. we travell'd fix leagues, toa 
Village called Val/zas.

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The 19. we came to Meme! , fix lergues from Walzav, 'Tis a pleaſant little Meme! 


Town, at the entrance of the Gulf called rhe Conr:ſhaf, or Lake of Conrland. 
The Courlanders, in their Jatgon , call this Town Clenpeda, and Cromerrns, in 
his Hiſtory of Poland, calls it Troipes, The Catile belongiog to ir is pleaſant , 
and well fortify'd, and irs Haven yery commodious. The Rivet Tange com- 
paſſes it round , avd not far thence falls into the Galf, Ir was built in the year 
1250. and was ar that time patr of the revenne of Z:vonia, *The Friers of rhe 


Order of Livonia, in the year 1328. ſold this City to the Matter of the Order - 


of Praſiia, and it is with that Dutchy that 1s come to the Elefor of Branden- 
burg, who hath been poſſeſs'd of ir, ever fince the Szedes reftor'd it , by ver- 
rue of a ceſſation of 26. years , Which Fraxce got concluded, in the year 1635. 
berween the Crowns of Poland and Snedey, The 20. we got npon the Haf, or 
Gulf of Czy/ard , and din'd that day ar Szexze/, three leagues from Meme!, and 
as at Bulcapen five leagues from the ſaid Meme!. q 
he 21, we travell'd $, leagnes, and came ro Kemmngsberg , where, the ſnow 
beginning to fail ns, we were forc'd ro quit our Sledges. This City, called by 
the Polanders Krolefshi, is ſeated upon the River Prege/, the chiefeſt of that 
parr of Prufia, which is called the Duca! , becauſe ir hath irs Dake + or parti- 
cular Ptince, under che Soveraignry of the Crown of Poland, "Tis a ptodu- 
Aion of the thitteenth age, in which the Knighrs of the Textomek Ocder buile 
it , and named it Coningsberg, ot Rojal-mount , itt honout of Primmſlas-Ottocarne, 
Kivg of Bohemia, and in acknow! ofthe affiſtance he had them 
ainſt che Heathens in thoſe parts. It is now mach bigger chan it ws then, in- 
much as, beſides che ſubards , which are pu: thete was addedin the 
year 130d. rhar part of the City which is called cht , and in the year 1380. 
char which cheir ſeveral Magiſtrares , both as ro oy 
rede= 
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rick, of Brandenburgh, Dake of Pruſ#:a, who bailc it , about the later end of the 
laſt age. . Among other remarkable things, there is a Hall, that hath no pillars,and 
yer is 274. Geometrical feer in lepgth , and 59, in breadch ; and a fair Library, 
well furniſh'd with abundance of excellent Books; among which,in drawers full 
of B »oks adorn'd with Silvers is to be ſeen, that which Albert of Brandenbourg , 
firſt Dake of Pruſ6:a , made and wrir with his own hand , for the inſtruRtion of 
his Son, and government of the Country, after his death. - The Univerſity was 
fonnded by.che ſame Prince , who made ic his buſineſs ro render-this City one 


ofthe molt conſiderable of all the North, The River Pregel, or Chronws, which 


riſes in Lichnania, and falls into the Gulf, called the Frihaf , a league below the 
City, contributes yery much to th: improvement of its commerce; and the 
City is ſo populous , that mary times there ate ſeyen or eight families in a 
houſe, They generally ſpeak the Germas language , though there are few Inha- 
bicancs , bur have alſo thz Poliſh, with thoſe of Lithuania and Comrland, There 
are b:ought thither , from Poland and Lithuania , Oak for Joyner's work, Soap- 
alhes, Wax, Honey, Hydromel, Leather , Fucts, Wheat , Rye, Flax, and 
Hemp; and the Swediſh, Dutch, and Engliſh ſhips , bring Iron, Lead, Tinn, 
Cloath , Wine, Salt, Butter, Cheeſe, &c. We ſay nothing here of Pr#ſ12, 
our. of a.fear of making too great a digreſſion, and medling wich ought relating 
to the Hiftory of Germany , Which hath nothing common with our Travells ; 
bur only , that the Crown of Po/ard bath quirred all pretenſion of Soveraignty 
over the Dutcby of Pr#ſ#a, by the laſt creaty it made with his EleQoral High- 
neſs of Brandenbonrg. 

We left Commgsberg , Feb. 24. and came the next day to E/bing, a City ſeared 
upon a River ot che ſame name, berweep the Lake of Draxſer, and the Friſhaf, 
in the Royal , or Poliſh Pr#ſ#:4. lt is not very big, bur its litreers are ſtreighr 
and ſpacious ; andirs fortifications , made by Fay 5h King of Szeder , durin 
the lait War of Poland , before his entrance into Germary, are very regular. If 
he who is Maſter of it, werealſo Commander of the Fort of P:/aw , which the 
EleRor of Brandenburg is poſleſs'd of, at the entrance ofthe Friſhaf, it might 
be made a very conliderable place for Commerce. . | 

The 29. we came to Darntſig , where we ſtaid 16, or 17. dayes, during which 
time, the Magiſtrates created us with the ordinary Preſents of refreſhments, 
andrhe principal Inhabicancs gave us ſeveral noble entertainments. The Polarders 
Call this place Gdanks, whence comes the modern Latine word Gedanwm, Ir is 
not very antient ,.and yet it cannot be certainly affirm'd whether ir was built 
by the Dakes of Pomerania, or by the Dares , ſince it ſeems ro have irs name 
from the later, It was a lovgtime poſſeſs'd by the Dukes of Pomerama, and 
afterwards by the Kings of Poland, and by the Maſters of the Texromck, Order in 
Pruſiia, Inthe year 1454- it redeem'd it ſelf our of ſubjeRion ro the Order , 


and made a voluntary rendicjon of ir ſelf ro Caſimir , King of Poland. Ir is fi- 


ruated in Caſſuba, upon the Viſtula, and Redauna, Which they ſay is the Er;- 
dans of the Antients ( becauſe in that place there is found much yellow amber) 
and neer the Alone » Which falls into the Y;fula, a quarter of a leagne below 
rhe Ciry. But the River is ſo ſhallow there, chat grear Ships cannor come up 
tothe Ciry, Towards the Welt, ic hath ſeveral mounts of ſand, which they 
were forc'd to bripg within the fortifications , becauſe rhey commanded che 
City : . though Canon cannor be diſcharg'd ro any great purpoſe, when they 
ſhoor poinr-blank downwards, and that there wonld nor have been ſpace e- 
nough between the mount and the ditch , ro put forces in order , and to givean 
aſlaulr. Towards the South and North, ic Fach a pleaſanc Plain, and on the 
Eaſt, the River. Ir is well built , but che ſtreets nor over-cleav, The publick 
Structures are magnificenc, and thoſe of private perſons very commodious, and 
handſome. On the other fide of the Moſlava , lies part of the Snburbs, called 
Schotland, or Scotland , as large as a pretty lirtle City , bur ic depends nor on 
the City of Dantſig, but onthe Biſhop of C#javia. Ir hath irs ſeat. and ſuf-

For though 
ic hach ſaffer'd much by the Maſcovites, yer is it now more and more reduc'd 
ro tillage, by ſetting the Forelts afire, and ſowing in the aſhes of the burnc 
Wood and Turf, which for three or four years produce excellenr good Whear, 
and with great increaſe, withour avy Dung, Which is the more to be admit'd, 
in that 'tis known there remains no generative quality in che aſhes : So thar irc 
is to be conceiy'd, that the Sulphur and Salrperer, which remain with che Cin- 
ders upon the earth, leave behind them a heat and fatneſſe able to produce, as 
well as dung. Which conceic is nor difſonant from what Srrabo ſayes, at the 
end of his fifrh book, where he ſpeaks "of the ferciticy of che Lands neer the 
Mountain Yeſwvixs and Mont-gibel , in Sicily, There is alſo abundance of Car-

ported ; ſo that they had bur four perſons , one Man, rwo Women, and 4 
Girl. The trouble they were iv to be among people they knew nor , was ex- 
rraordinary ; bur ar laſt , the kindneſs and good cheer wherewich chey were en- 
rerrain'd won their hearts, togerher with the hope they were pat into, that 
within a ſhort time , they ſhould be brought back again into their Country : ſo 
that when they came to Bergnesin Norway , their afMiition ſeem'd to be quits 
over, vay, the Nan thonght the Women of the Country ſo handſome, and was 
gor into ſo good a humour, that, a Lady of quality being come our of curioſity 
to ſee theſe Savages , he profer'd to try what ſhe had under her aprov. This 
man dy'd in the Ship before we came to Denmark, His Daughter ſeeing him in 
the agony of death, bound up his head in his Caſaque, and ſo ler him dy, His 
name was 7hiob, aged about 45. years. The older of the ewo women, aged abour

The Groenlanders Call thoſe of their Countrey ſng»in, and ſtrangers K ablungs 
ſoxin, and Cloath chemſelves with the skins of Sea-dogs, and Sea-calves , and 
Renes, much like the Sawvjedes. They wear under their Cloaths Waſtcoats, of 
the skins of birds, as Swans, Geeſe, wild Ducks, and Tealsy turning the feathers 
either inward or outward according to the ſeaſons. The difference of Sex i 
not eaſily diſcover'd, uvleſſe it be that the women are known by a piece of skay 
that hangs down before and behind to the half-leg, and yh capuche of rhe 
Waſicoats, which is' made like that of the Recolletts, and large enough to hid 
their hair, whereas that of the men is narrower, and cur like that of rhe Franci/+ 
cans, The mens breeches come down to their knees , and ſometimes lower ; but 
thoſe of the women are ſhorter, and hardly cover half the Thigh. 

They live by hunting and 6ſhing , and make uſe in theſe two exerciſes , onely 
of Bows and Arrows, which are the onely Arms they have, They have alſo « 
kind of hook , which they call Xarl»{x, made of the tooth of rhe fiſh Towak, 
which ſome would have thought the Unicorn's horn. Of this-bone they make 
alſo the inſtrynienc they uſe 10 Whale-fiſhing , at which they are expert, 
raking that Creature much after another manner than is done by the Biſcazan, 
and others who drive that trade. To that end, they have a very longe » Cut 
out of a Whale's skin, and faſten to one end of it the ſaid inſtrument, which they 
caſt ar the Whale, and at the other rhe skin of a Sea-Calf or Dog Jon 
which floating upon thewater, diſcovers the track of the wounded e, 
ſhe be not mortally wounded , they purſue her, and Dart two or rhree rimes 
more at her, with the ſame kind of ipftrumeor, till ſach cime as blond and 
ſtrength failing her, they come up, kill her, bring her aſhore , and divide her, 
The Whales far is one of their greateſt daivties, bur eſpecially che Oyl, which is 
their beſt ſawce, and the drink they beſt love. Their ordinary drink is onely wir 
ter;the Women I have ſeen, would never drink any Wine, nor eax of our bread, 
or ſawces: for having no Salt, <pice, Sugar nor Vinegar in their Connerey , isis

and Calves, Renes, Foxes, Houſ-Dogs, and Fiſh. When they eat , with ae

freight. And indeed, our Groen/and women preſently knew 1t, and Called ir 
Nalm-qui-ſang. *Twas very roughly made, of a piece of Wood a foot and a half 
long, cover'd with Feathers and a hairyskin, having about the n2ck Sea-dogs 
Teeth. The women would make me underſtand, that the Children were won 
to dance abont thoſe Idols; and onr Greenland women were ſeen in fair morn- 
ings to proſtrate themſelves and weep, at ſuv-rifing ; whence it is to be inferr'd, 
that eHoſe people adore the Sun.

The Erhiopians ate but of a duskiſh co- 
lour,and the Malabares ang Inhabirants of the Ile of Cedon, who are equally dis 
Rant from the Line,areblack.In like manner,all over Americathere are noBlacks, 
but only at Qz«reca, though that vaſt parr of the Univerſe reaches from one Cit- 
cle to the other, through all the Climares of che World, *Tis no more than 
conjeAure co ſay, that this diverſity of colours proceeds from cerrain qualities 
ofthe Country and Air , whereof che cauſes are not known, Nor is there any 
more cereainfy to affirm, rhar rhart colour inthe sþip proceeds from the conſti- 
cation of the body , ſince that iv any Climate whatſoever, the conjunRion of 
a Black Man-and Whire Woman ſhall produce a ſwarthy Child, or of ſuch a cos 
lour as the Spamrds call Mmlatas ; which is ſo much the more probable, in that 
the Sup does not alwayes blackey, bur onthe contrary , whitens ſome things, 
as Wax and Linnen: it being alſo known , that the Sun makes a piture look 
more lightſome , and that the Porruguez expoſe their haigthereto, to rake off 
ſomewhat of theirdy. Bur to give a more Chriſtian accompr thereof, it may 
be ſaid, with the Learned M'. Bochart , in his incomparable Phaleg ; Thar the 
black colour is a mark of rhe curſein the poſterity of Cham, which ſpreadir ſelf

Married Women put up their hair within their Caps or Coifs , bur the Thcir Habit,

ve their hair cc, all except rwo muſtaches which are left over the temples ; ſo 
thar chere being no difference in their habics , thac of their Sex is diſcovered only 
by the braſs or filvex Rings , which the Girls wear io their ears. 

Their habir is ſomewhac like that of the antiene Greeks, Their ſhirts are 
broad, bur ſo ſhort that they.bardly cover the chighs:They are not garher'd at the 
neck, bur lin'd with a triapgular piece from the ſhoulders to the reins, which 
piece is ſow'd down with Crimſon (ilk. Some have ander the Armpirs , and in 
the ſeams, afrindge of Glk of che ſame colour. The more rich hayethe neck- 
piece , which wan inch broad or better , 'the end of the ſleeves , andthe breat, 
embroider'd with filk of ſeveral colours, and ſomerimes' Gold and precioys

fore, may be ſeen. Their Breeches are large, and gather'd rowards the waſte, ſo 
that they may be made larger or ftreighrned, as our Drawers. Upon theſe they 
wear a kind of Waſtcoar, which they call X aftan, reaching to che knees, with the 
ſleeves ſo long ,. that they cannot thruſt their hands through without making 
many folds upon che arm, The Collar of this Waſtcoar is above half a quarter 
both in heighe and breadth, ſo thar ic covers the head behind. And becauſe thar is 
very much ſcen, the berter ſort face it with Pluſh or Satin. Upon the Kafrar 
they wear a cloſe Coar, which falls down ro the mid-leg, and is called Feres, 


Theſe are adorn'd with corton ; and indeed, both rhe K aft as and Feres are made , 


of Corron, Taffera, Damask, or Satin,according to their guality who wear them. 
When they go abroad. they put on a Garment that reaches down to their heels , 
made of a violet colour , or darkgreen cloath , with burtons behind, down to 
the boctom. Thoſe of the X'»ez, and Bojares are made of Damask, Satin, or other 
rich tuff, Of this laſt kind-are all che cloaths taken our of the Great Duke's 
Wardrobe, for thoſe perſons, by whom he is attended at publick ceremonies, 

Their Feres, or Hongrelines, or cloſe Coars, have a very broad Collar , falling 
downr upon their ſhoulders 4 With loop-burrons of Gold and Silver , nay ſome 
With embroidery at the open-places before, and the fides. The ſleeves are. as log 
as the Coar itſelf ; bur narrow,ſo that when ir is on, they hang down, and have 
this convenience char they ſerve to hide a cndgel , or flones , wherewith they 
many rimes ſurpriſe and kill thoſe, whom they inrend to rob.

Tis truc, the Muſcovites do not want ingenuity, bur they employ «beir wit 
fo ill, that not any of their ations 45 direted ro vertue and rhe glory+which 
ever attends it. The Daniſh Gentleman, who pabliſh'd rhe Embaſly he was ſent 
upon, into Msſcovy , from Frederick I 1, gives the Muſcovites a very true Cha. 
racer, in two Lines, when he (ayes, That they are ſubrile, over- reaching, bumgs 
rous, ſelf-will*d, obitinace, inſolenc, and impudent , that chey regulate their reg» 
ſon according to their power, and thar rhey bare ſhaken hands with all verrues, 
to run themſelves into all manner of vice. 

Their induftry and ſubtilty'is chiefly ſeen in their Trafhck, in which there is 
no craft or cheat but they make uſe of , rather ro circumvent others, than to 
prevent being deceiv'd themſelves, 1 wondet'd to ſee them fell Cloath ar chree 
Crowns anda half the Ell , which chey had bought of the Ergl:/h ar four , and 
yet 1 was told they made a good profit thereby ; for buying the Cloath art a 12, 
monerh's time for payment, and ſelling ic for ready money, though ar a lower 
rate, they made uſe of the money,and employ'd it in other things which brought 
in more profit, than they woutd have made” by ſelling the Cloarh upon rime, 
chovgh they ſold much dearer than ir coſt them, They make a conſcience to re- 
rain whac is paid them more than their due, and are ſo honeſt as to rerurn what 
they have receiv'd by miſtake: bur chey chipk ic no fin, in rheir dealings , ro 
ſurpriſe thoſe who-Trade with them, giving this teaſon, that rhe Merchany is to 
make his advantage of the wit and induſtry God hatch beftow'd on him, or never. 
meddle with Traffick. According to this principle, a certain Dar6þ Merchant 
having notoriouſly over-reach'd ſeveral Muſcovites, theſe Gentlemen were ſo 
far from being tronbled at it, that they ſpake of him, as of an excellent inge- 
nious man, and defir'd they might go partners with him, our of a hope they con- 
ceiv'd, that he would diſcover ſome great ſecrer tothem. 

And whereas cheating cannot be exerciſed withour creachery, lying, and di- 
firalt , which are irs conſtant artendants ,'they are marvellouſly well vers'din 
theſe qualicies, as alſo in the LeQnres of Calumny, whigh they commonly make 
uſe of ayainſt rhoſe on whom they wonld be revenged for theft , which 
them is the moſt enormous of all Crimes, and the moſt ſeverely puniſh'd. To 
this epd, they are ſocunding, as to pawn at, or get ſecretly convey'd into their 
Lodgings , whom they would accuſe , choſe rhings which chey would have be- 
lieved were follen from them, or they chraſt chem into their Enemies Boots; 
for 'in them the 4ſ»ſcovires commonly carry their money and Letters, To 
make ſome proviſion againſt theſe abuſes, the Great Duke an EdiQ in the 
year 1634. enjoyning that for the future, all Promiſes or Obligations, whes 
ther for borrowipg of money or pawning , though ir were berween Father and 
Son, ſhould be ſer down in writivg, and fign'd by both parries, elfe the debr to 
be loſt. Hererofore, eſpecially inthe Reign of the Tyrane John Baſilomits , therd 
needed no more to procure a man's death or baniſhmene, ro accuſe him of 
a=. St , withour bY Pages —_—_— or Defence allow'd , all rhit 
were C __ uniſh'd, without any diſtinRion of Sex, Age, or Qualicy. 
Calumnies, and falſe fo eſtions were ſo - Fn under that Lek , thac ms 
” ſtravgers, even publick perſons, many times fell into thoſe misfortunes, che 

yrant never regarding their Charater as Ambaſſadors, nor that of che Princes 
by whom. they were ſenc.” He baniſh'd; inro Sibews, rhe Emperour's Ambaſſs 
dovr; and caus'd*him ro be fo ill-rreated, tharthe poor man reſoly'd ar = 
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change his Religion, hoping by his Apoltacy to alleviate his miſery. The Grear 
Dnke Michael! Federonits, (hew*'d no more reſpet for the late King of France, 
when he ſent the Marqueſle of Exid*e:// into Sibersa, where, by the Arrtifices of 
his Collegue, James Rouſſel, he was a Priſoner 3 years,as we have mentioned elſcs 
where. 

To this ol pe Martin Baar, Paſtor of Narva, who liv'd at Moſcon under 
the reign of t 
being tronbled with che Gont caus d to be Proclaim'd, thar whoever could give 
him any eaſe ſhould have very great rewards, The wife of a certain Bojare, 
exaſperated by the ill uſage ſhe had receiv'd from her hasband, wept and in- 
form'd that the Bojare had an excellent remedy for the Gont ; but rhat he had 
ſo little affe&ion for his Majeky , that he wonld not commanicate it. The 
ſenr for the man, who was not a little aſtoniſh'd when he anderftood the caufe 
of his diſgrace ; but what excuſes ſoever he made, all was artribtited ro his 
malice.. He was whipp'd, even to blond, and caft in Priſob, where he conld 
not forbear breaking our into paſhon, and ſaying, that he ſaw well enough ir 
was his wife had that trick upon him, and rhat he would be xr 4 on 
ber. The Grear Diks imagining theſe menaces proceeded from rhe trouble ir 
was to him that his wife had revealed what he would have kept ſecret , ordered 
him to be wipp'd more cruelly than the time before, and ſent one to tell him, 
that if he did not apply his remedy , he ſhould prepare himſelf for preſenc 
deaih, The poor fellow perceivi tis deſftru&ion unavoidable » faid ar laft, 
that he knew indeed a remedy, but on of its certainty, he durſt nor try ir 
on his Majeſty ; yer if they would allow him fifteen dayes ro prepare it, he 
would apply it. Having that cime granted him, he ſent to Czirback, rwo 
dayes journey from Mo a rhe River Occ, whence he had brought him 
a Wagon full of all ſores of Herbs , good apd bad , and therewith prepar'd 
Bach for the Great Duke, who thereupon grew ſomewhat berter. For wherher 
it were that the Diſeaſe was declining , or that among ſo many Herbs of all 
ſorrgg there were ſome good for his Diſeaſe, he had ſome caſe. Then were they 
cofrm'd in rhe opinion rhey had before, that the Bojare's denyal to apply his 
remedy proceeded from his malice , whereupon he had a more crnel whippi 
than The rwo former times, and there was given him a preſent of four doodhek, 
Crowns , together wirh eighteen Peaſants to be his ſlaves ; wich a fri charge, 
not ro entertain any — agaipft his wife, who made this adyantage 
thereby, that, ever afrer, they liv'd very lovingly rogether, 

But now they proceed with more caution, and no man is condemn'd withont 
an exaR informarion of rhe Crime laid ro his charge. And for the ntrer raking 
away of all calumny, the Accuſer muſt be concene to endure rhe Torture firſt ; 
and if, while he is in the Tormenn, he perſiſt in his accuſarion, the accuſed per. 
ſon i8 alſo yout 'ro it , nay, many times he 1s condemn'd without ſo mnch as 
being heard. We ſaw an example of this in the wife of one of the Grear 
Dake's Farriers, who defirous to be rid of her husband , charg'd him char he 
would have ip 9s the Horſes, and had he the opportunity, even the Grear 
Duke himſelf.

We were ſhew'd the woman, who 
was ſtill paid the one half of her hasband's Penſion, From this kind of demea- 
nour among the Anſcovites, and rheir infideliry one to another , ir may be 
judg'd,whar rangers are roexpeR from them, and how far they are to decruth. 
They never proffer their friendſhip, nor contra any with orhers, but for their 
own intereſt and advantage. The ill education they have when young , never 
learning any thing beyond reading and writing , and certain ynlgar prayers, 
makes them blindly follow that which in Beaſts is called Inflintt ; ph 6h Ne 
ture being in them depraved and corrupted, their whole life maſt needs. be a 
conſtant courſe of vicionſneſſe. Thence ir comes, they are bruriſh, doing all

They ſorriſhly and inſotently command Ambaiſz 
dors to be uncover'd firlt , and by force rake. all advantages over them , imagj. 
ning ic were, a great injury to themſelves. and their Prince , to trear Stran 
with any civility, Privare perſons write and ſpeak in uphandſome terms , Yor 
ſach as give the leſs offence , in that they bear with the ſame treatment from 
others, 'Tis true, they b:gin to learn a little civility , fince rhey became ſen. 
ſible of the advantages arifivg ro them from the Commerce they have with 
Strangers , andthere are ſome uſe them with diſcretion: but. of theſe there are 
yery few , and, excepting Nikita , whom we have ſpoken of, and rwo or three 
more, it wonld be hard to find as many others that deſeryz this commends

poſſible co put thoſe prohibitions in execution, So thar, for the vindication of 
perſons of quality an order was made, that hewho affronts any ſuch, _ 
of the Great Duke's Officers , either by word or deed , ſhouid be fined , whic 
fine they call B:ſceſtia, and ſomerimes amounts to 2000. Crowns, accordi 
co the quality, of the Perſon injur'd. Ifan Officer of the Great Duke's makes 
his complaipr of injury done him , his reparation will be accordipg to his re- 
lation tothe Court, Toa Lady , cis doubled, to a Son, 'tis augmented by a 


, third part; roa Daughter, there is an abatement of a third part :: and che pe- 


nalty is paid as many times as there are pzrſons injured, .though they were dead 
many years before. If che Offender hath not to pay , he is pur into his Adyer- 
ſaries' hands , who diſpoſes of him ſoas ro make him his Slave , or cauſe bim 
ro be whipt by the common Executioner.

There is nothing polite 1n their cogverſatior ; on the contrary , they are 
not aſham'd ro yawn, betch and (tretch themſelves, whereever they are, their 
belching being the more offenſive, by reaſon of the abundance of Onions and 
Garlick they uſc in all cheic mear, which make rheir breaths ttrong enough, with- 
out thoſe exalations, This they are ſo accuſtom'd ro, that they Rick nor to do it

They do not apply themſelves to the Rudy of any Arr or Science, nor inquire 
into the affairs of aches Countries, and conſequently never diicourſe of any 
ſuch thing : bur it were well on the other ſide, if they could forbear talking 
of their uncleanneſſes and brucalicies , ,which they maketheir divertiſement in 
their debanches. I ſpeak not of the Entertaiments of Great Lords , bur of the 
ordinary company keeying of the Mnſcovites , where all their diſcourſe is of 
the abhominationvs which they themſelves have done, or ſeen commirted by

There's no plage in the World where drunkenneſs is more common thanin 
Mauſcovy, All, of all conditions, Ecclefiafticks and Laicks , Men and Women, 
Ol nd Young, will dripk trovg-warer at anytime, before, ar, andafrerthei 
meals. They call it Tzarkowimo , and fail not to offer of it to thoſe who viſit 
them. The loweſt ſort of people, Peaſants and Slaves,refuſe nor the Cups which 
are given them by ſome perſon of quality, bur will drink of it cill chey ly down, 
and many times dy in the place.Nay their Grear ones are not free from chis vice, 
as for example, the Muſcovian Ambaſlador, ſent ro Charles King of S«:den, in the 

r 160$. who, forgetring his qualiey and the affairs his Matter had entruſted 
him with, rook ſo much ftrong-water the night before he was to have audience, 
thar rhe nexc day being found dead in his bed , rhey were forc'd co carry him to 
his Grave, inſtead of conduRting him co Andience. 

The meaner ſort of people think it not enongh to Ray 1n the bs rn Joe 
till rhey have not a Copec left in rheir purſes, bur many times pawn their cloaths 
there eyentorheir ſhimns, which is no more than whar was ſeen daily durivg out 
aboad at Aſoſcon, Being lodg'd xt L»beck-bouſe, as I went ro Nowogorod, in my 
Voyage to Aſsſcovyin 1643, I ſaw coming ont of ani Ale-bouſe nor far thence, 
ſeveral of thoſe Dravkards, ſome without Caps, orhers wichour Shoes or Stot-

bur the women chonghc ir nor yer time to draw off, though invited cherero by 
a good number of boxes o' th' ear, and got their husbands to fit down again, and 
to drink roundly as before, rill ſach time as that thg ment being fall'n down a- 
ſleep upon the ground, the women ſate upon them, as upon benches ; 'and drunk

James de Cologne , at whoſe honſe 1 lodg'd at Narva, told me he had ſeen 
ſuch another Comedy at his Wedding ; at which, the Mſcovites having given 
their Wives a good barging , ſate down and drunk with them, till chat being 
lay'd on the ground the Women ſare-upon them, and grew ſo drunk; cill ar laſt

obacco was heretofore ſo common there , thar it was generally taken, both Tobacco forbid- 


in ſmoak and powder. To prevent the miſchiefs occafion'd by-the uſe of it, 
which were nor onely, that the poorer ſort of people ruin'd themſelves thereby, 
in as much as if rhey had but a peny , they would rather beſtow ir in Tobacco 
than bread, bur alſo becauſe many rimes it ſer houſes on fire,and choſe chat took 
it prefented themſelves with their Rinking and infeRious breaths before their 
Images , the Great Dake andthe Patriarch thought fir in the year 1634. abſo- 
lately to forbid the ſale and uſe of ir. Thoſe who are convicted of haviog either 
taken or ſold any, are very rigorouſly pupiſh'd. They have their Noftrils {lir, 
or are whipp'd , as we haye often ſeen done; of the manner of which puniſhmenc 
we ſhall ſpeak when we come to treat of the admidtiſtration of Juſtice in ' rhar 
Countrey. | 

The pervetſe diſpoftion of the Mmnſcovites, the baſeneſſe of their education, 
and the ſlavery they ſeem born co, canſe them to be treared like beaſts, rather 
than people endued with reaſon. They ate naturally ſo much inclin'd co idle- 
neſs,that 1t were impoſhble co bring them to rake any pains,but by the Whip and 
the Cudgel , which yet they are not- much trondled ar,as being hardened ro 
blows, by the cuſtom which the younger ſort have to meer on Holy-dayes ;' and 
ro divert themſelves by cufling or Febring with Raves, never being angry at 
what happens. Thoſe who arefree-born , but poor, do fo lictle value that ad- 
vantage, that they ſell themſelves with their family for a ſmall marter ; nay,the 
are ſo mindleſle of their liberty, that they will ſell rhemſelves a ſecond time,

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trearment. For what kindneſfſe {oever he may have for them, it requires fg 
ſmall a matter to deſerve the Whip, that there is hardly any can brag he hath ng 
had ir, Heretofore, there were none more ſubje&ro che Laſh than the Phyſi. 
cians, it being the perſwaſion of the Mwſcovites, that that Art was infallible, and 
that che ſacceſſe of ir depended op their wills who profeſs'd the curing of dif. 
caſes. Hence was ir, that ip the year 2602, John, Duke of Holſtein , brother ty 
Cinfoen the fourth Kingof Denmark, who had married che Great Dake Boyiy 
Gudenos's daughter, falling fick, the Cz.aar ſent word to the Phyſicians , thae if 
they recovered him nor, their lives ſhould anſwer for the Prince's: ſo rhar x 
ſeeing the remedies apply'd,were fruiclefle, and thar it was impoſſible to ſave rhe 
the Prince, kept out of the way, and durſt nor come into the Great Duke's pre. 
ſence, till he himſelf was troubled with the Gowe, and ſent for them. Amo 
the relt, there was one, a German, who having practiſed Phyſick ſome time in 
Aſuſcovy, had ſome thoughts of returving inco Germany ro take the Degree of 
DoRour, Bur the Great Duke defirous to know the occahon upon which he de- 
ſir'd leave togo, underſtanding that he went thicher to be examin'd, and fo 
take his D:zgree, which the Faculty gives and confirms by its Lecrers Patents, 
he told him, that, having bzen ofcenr eas'd of his pain by his remedies , he was 
ſarisfy'd of his ſufficiency ; and, as to Letters , if there were any need of them, 
he would give him ſuch as ſhould be as authentick as any he could ger from rhe 
Univerſities of Germary, and ſo he needed nor pur himſelf ro the trouble and ex. 
nce of that journey. 

This Phyfician was one of thoſe who kept out of the way upon the Duke 
of Hol/tein's death, and imagining the Great Duke would ſend for him in order 
to his execution, he put on a tatrer'd Garment , and having his hair negligent- 
ly hanging down over his eyes and face, he came in thar poſture ro the Great 
Dake's Chamber-door, into which he went, creeping on all four , and comi 
to his bed-fide, told him, that he was not worthy to live , much lefle be admie- 
red into his Majeſties preſence, fince he was ſo unfortnnate as to be out- of 
his favour. Upon which ove of the Kvez,, who were about the Dake, thinking 
to make his Prince ſome ſport, treated him as a Sabak,, or Dog, kick'd him in 
the head, and drew bloud of him. The Phyſician , perceiving the Great Dake 
look'd favourably on him, thoughe fir ro make his advantage of it, and with 4 
& certain confidence ſaid to him, * Great Prince, I know 1 am your+Slave, 
< bur be pleas'd ro give me leaye to tell you , that I am onely yours. I know 
& I have deſery'd death, and ſhould chink my ſelt happy to receive ic from yout 
« hands ; but it croubles me ro be affronted by this Kez., who is but yout 
« Slave as well as my ſelf, and I thiok it is not your defire thar any other ſhould 
© have power over me, Theſe words, and the need the Great Duke Rood in of 
this Phyfician, procur'd him a preſent of a thouſand Crowns , his Fellow-Phyfi- 
cians were pardoned, and the Bojar had a good Cudgelling. 

As for ſlaves , their number is nor regulated, ſome Lords have above a bnn- 
dred of them in their Countrey-honſes and Farms, Thoſe they entertain fot 
their ſervice in the Citie,do not diet in their houſes, but have board-wages, their 
allowance ſo ſmall, chat ir is as much as they can do to live upon it. And this 
1s one of the chiefeſt cauſes of the many diſorders and miſchiefs done art Aſoſcon, 
there paſſing hardly a night bur violences and murthers are commirred; ' Great 
Loxds and rich Merchancs have a Guard in their Conrts, who watch all night, 
and are oblig'd co expreſſe their vigilance , by the noiſe they make _ boards 
with a tick, mach afrer the manner of playing upon the Timbrels, which done; . 
they give as many knocks 2s the Clock hath firnck hours. - Burt theſe Guards 
owcking mapy times more for the advantage of houſe-breakers,rhan thar of cheir 
Meat, thereas tione nſed now, and no ſervant is taken inco a houſe, bur upon 
good Cirysſecurity for his truth, 'M ; 

- This great namber of ſlaves make ic unſafe to walk the fireers of Moſcow 1D 
the night time nnarm'd avd without Company. We had the experience of ic 
in 
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in ſome of our ſervants, upon leveral occations, 'Our Matter-uook, who had 
mY employ'd ar a perſon's of quelity where the Ambaſſadors had Dined, was 
kill'd as he came home in the nighe; which misforcune happen'd alſo to the 
Steward belonging to the Swediſh Ambaſſador, Spir:yg. The Lieutenant , who 
had commanded our German and Scorch Muſquerreer:, 10 our Voyage into Per. 
fa, was in like manner kill'd ip the vighe , having been with ſome ot at the 
Wedding of a German Merchants danghter. And as. there paſſed no nigh al- 
moſt wichour murther, ſo theſe diſorders increas'd rowards great Feſtivals, eſpe» 
cially on fleſh dayes, which they call Mafiomirzo. On S', Martin's Eve, we 
counted fifreen dead bodies in the Court of Semkyy, a place where they are ex- 

$'d, that their kinred and friends may know them, and take order for their 

rial, If no body owns them, they are dragg'd thence like Carrion,and thrown 
into 2 Ditch, without any Ceremony. 

The inſolence of theſe, Villains is ſo great that they fuck not to ſer upon 
the Great Dake's principal Phyſician, in the day time, They Ropp'd him in 
the freer as he was going home, ſtruck him off his horſe, and would have cut 
off his finger, on which he had a Gold Seal-ring, had he nor been reliey'd by 
ſome ſent to his reſcue, by a Knez, of his acquaintance, who living neer there- 
abours had ſeen him ſer upon. The miſery is , thar no Citizen will ſo much 
as look out at his window , much lefſe come ont of his honſe, to relieve thoſe 
that are affronted , ſo much are they afraid ro come inco the ſame misfortune 
they ſee others engag'd in. Since our being there, ſome courſe hath- been ra- 
ken herein, Warches being ſer, who ftop thoſe whogo in the vighe withour 
Torch or Lantern, and carry them to the Strelitſe priſcas, where they are puniſh'd 
the next day. x 

At Ha mching rime, the road between Moſcon and T were is very dangerons 
to travel, by reaſon of the great number of ſlaves employ'd in that work , making 
their advantage of a Mountain whence they diſcover thoſe that paſſe, whom they 
rob and kill, without any reparation to be expeRed from their Maſters , who, 
nor allowing their ſlaves what to ſabfiſt upon , are forc'd to connive at their 
Crimes. 

Maſters diſpoſe of their (laves, as they do of any other moveable ; nay, a fa- 
ther may fell his ſon, and alienate him, for his own adyantage. Bur <4 Muſ- 
covites have this piece of vain-glory, that pot onely they ſeldom come to thoſe 
extremities, bur alſo had rather ſee their Children Rarve at home, than ſaffer 
them togo our any where to ſervice. *Tis onely debt char ſomerimes engages 
them to make over their Children co their Credicors, the Boyes at ten, the 
Girls, at eight Crowns, a year, the Children being no lefſe oblig'd to ſatisfie the 
debr, than their fathers, as alſo co endure, thar crnel crearment , which deſpe- 
rate debtors are to expe, or to ſell themſelves to cheir Credicors.

under ſtrange Comma For though the Military Diſcipline of the Romans 
allow'd nottbelifting of ſlaves in their Legions, yer does ir not follow , bur 
that: the ſ#ſcovites, whoare all ſachz may be advantageouſly employ'd in War, 
this being cetraid of chem, , char they are excellenr good in a beficg'd place, 
and will maintain it to the utmoſt extremity, Of rhis we haye an example ac

Bur certain it is wirhall , that theſe misforrunes happy 
rothem through the want, of experience and condudt in their Generals, rathe: 
than of courage in their Soldiers. _- 
For as tothe diſgrace the Muſcovites receiv'd atthe fiege of Smolensks, in the 
year 1633, it isto beaſctibed ro the. General's perfidiouſneſs , who paid his 
Maſter for his imprudence in putting the command of his Army into the hang 
of a / Stranger, He was a Polander, named Herman Schein, who to cu 
favour with the Duke , had been ſo low-ſpirited as to receive re-baptization, 
The Army he commanded , confiſted of above a hundred rhonſand men, 
among whom were above 6000. Germans, and ſeveral Muſcowan Regiments, 
exerciſed according to the German diſcipline , and commanded by range Offi 
cers, French , Germans , gnd Scots , three hundred pieces of Cannon, and all 
other things requiſite to carry on the ſiege againſt rhar plate , which the Pol 
had raken ſome time before from the Mnſcovites, The reduRtion of it had been 
ſo much rhe eafier, in that the Ciry is compaſs'd bnt with one ſimple wall; 
without ditch, or any kind of fortification, Whence ir came , that the Ge- 
mans, Who had made a reſonable breach in it , propos'd to have it carriedat 
the firſt affault; Bur the General oppos'd it, ſaying, That he would never 
ſuffer, ic ſhould be reproach'd to the Prince his Maſter , that he had rais'd {6 
vat an Army to beſfiege aplace , which a handful 'of Germans would have raken 
in ſo few dayes, and then preſently ro disband ic. The Colonels that were 
Stravgers, on the other fide, conſidering that the Grear Dukes reputation 
would ſuffer by that fiege , and the Army it ſelf be deſiroy*d if it rrere not 
employ'd, reſoly'd to give the aflanlt , and were in a manner Maſters of che 
breach, when the General commanding the grear Guns to be diſcharg'd at them, 
they were forc*d to retreat, They cmpltia'd of that procedare, ſo far as to 
make ſome diſcoveries of their diſtraſt of his fidelity ; bur he ſent them word; 
thar-if they Kepr not within the reſpe& due to rheir General , he ſhould finds 
way to chaſtiſe them, and that he wonld treat chem as Muſcovites, So that not 
daring to make any further attempr,the Army continn'd there ſome time withour 
doing any thing , and gave the King of Poland time enough to ger togethera 
fall body of 5000. men, who poſſeſs'd rhemſelyes of all che avennes , by 
which the Muſcovites receiv'd their provifions , ſo as that within a'few days 
th:ic Army was more ftraightly beſieg'd than the City it ſelf. had been eaſy 
for the Maſcovian General to prevent rhe Poles from taking up thoſe poſts , but 
he gave them the leaſnre ſo to fortify themſelves in them , rhat ic had been im» 
potſible for him to force them in their quarters , even if he had attempred it,

Some have _ 
cer , bur yery few, and unleſs ic be ſome few drinking cups, and gobelers, 
there is not any of ilver., They know not whar ſcowring means, in ſo mach 
that the Great Duke's place looks lirtle better chan'the Tavern-pors , which 
are made clean but once a year- The berrer ſort hang their rooms but with mar; 
and roſer them our yer a litcle berrer , they have only cwo or three Images 
wretchedly painted, They have few feather-beds, bur are content with mar+ 
trefſes, nay with chaff or ſtraw , and if not thar tobe had , rheyly upon theic 
cloaths , which in Summer they laywpon a bench , or cable ; in the Winter, 
upon their ftoves, which are flar , as in LZ:ivome. In this Councry it is thar 
Maſter and Miſtreſs , Men and Maids are ſhufflzd all cogerher into the ſame 
room; nay ip ſome places in the Country, I have ſeen the Poulcry , and the 
Pigs , had ordinarily the ſame Lodgings with che Maſters of che houſe, 

They are nor acquainted with our delicate mears and ſawces, Their ordipary 
food is coarſe Meal , Turneps , 'Coleworts, and Cowcumbers , both freſh and 
pickled.

Sometimes he would 
be chovghc a Polaxder , and would confidently maintain thar he could make ir 
as clear as the Sup at noon, that he was no Aſuſcovite » and that there was no 
any arp his perſon, languages or manner of life which might perſwade the

he died ſome. few years before the execution of 7imorks. *Tis true there wa 
another Lord of rhe ſame Family , bur he had lefe only one'Son, named Michel 
Baſilonits Zuks Scapin, who died withour iſſue, when the S#edes took the City 
of Novogored, in the year 1616. : 

While he endured the torture, they brought his Mother to him, who exhog. 
ed him to acknowledge his crime. - He ſeem'd ro be moved at her preſence , bat 
perſiſted in affirming be knew her not , no more than he did Jar Perkow, with 
whom he had left his Son, when he lefr Meuſcovy. This man repreſented ro him 
how much he was to blame,. tor behaving himſelf ſo in che condition he was it; 
andtold him , that he muſt ar laſt pull off the vizard, he had made nſe of forſy 
many years, to cheat the World , and difturb his Country, conjuring him t 
own this Son, and rely no longer on elafions and impoſtures , which would 

ravare his miſery , and brivg a greater weight of God's yengeance upon him, 
- —_ ſo moy'd herear, that he would nor ſpeak one word afrerwards , thow 
there were divers perſons brought before him , who had known him while 
was employ'd at the Tayern-Oftice. He was felt, and found to be Circumdagl 
The next day they put him again co the torture, but he would not ſpeak ar all: 
ſo that he was immediately carried to the great Market-place , where his ſen.

rd he had been unfaithful towards his Prince, he was ſentenc'd to loſe rhree 
ngersof his right hand. The Patriarch got that puniſhment to be moderated 
upon this 'accompt, that the Religion of the Ataſ ove obliging them ro make 
the fign of the Croſs with the right hand, which ought nor robe maimed , he t6 
ceiv'd his puniſhment in the lefr, and was ſent into Siberia , where proviſion 
was made for his ſubſiſtence during life. About this time there came a Pohſh 
Envoy to Aoſcown. They gave him audience the ſame day that Timorke was 
ro deaths, and bronghr him through the Market-place juſt at the execution, bo 
he might bean eie-witneſs of it, and give an accompr, in Poland, of the Tragedy 
of that Impoſtor, who had been there look'd upon as ſon torhe Great Dal, 
B afli Fuanoxits Zuks. 

We ſaid before, that the Great Duke Michael Federowits died Jul. 1 2. 1646, 
The very next day, the K ez and Bojares would needs crown his Son, Alex 
Michaelowmts, who was not full fixrteen years of age.

The (eremonies They ſurnmon ro Moſcow, notonlyall the Metropolitans, Archbiſhops , BY 
=_ zaar's ſhops, Knez, and Bojares,' bur alſo the Principal Merchants, of all che m_ 
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the Kingdom. The day appointed for che Coromrion, the Patriarch » atrendded 
by che Metropolirans, conduct the new Grear Duke to the Charch within the 
Caſtle, where a Scaffold'is creed three ſteps high, cover'd with rich Perfi.o: 
Tepiiry; on which are: fet chree Purfled-ſarin Chairs, ar' an equal diſtance one 
from rhe other. One is for the Great Duke, anotherfor the Pacriarch, and upon 
the third are ſer rhe Dacal Cap and Robe, The Cap is embroider'd with Pearts 
znd Diamonds, having upon the Erown a Tafſel, op which hangs a lietle Crown, 
ſer as thick as may be with Diamonds.: and the Robe is of a rich Purfledsſatin, 


Hned with the beſt kind of Sables. They ſay the Great Duke Demerr; Monowach 


found ir, at the taking of Kaffa, in Tarterie, and that he immediarely dehgn'd ir 
for the Coronation of the Princes his Succeflors. | 
As ſoon us the Czar is come within the Church, the Clergy begin to ſing 
their Hymns, which ended, the Patrtatch prayes tro God, ro S', Nicholas, and the 
other Saints, deſiring their preſence ar thar day's Solemnity, The prayer ended, 
the Chief Counſellogr of Stare, raking the Great Duke by the hand , prefenes 
him -ro the Patriarch, and ſayes ro him Since the Knez and Bojaves acknow- 
ledge rhe Prince here preſent ro be rhe next of Kin ro the late Great Dake , and 
lawtull Heir ro the Crown, they deſire, that, as ſuch , you immediately Crown 
him, Wherenpon the Patriarch leads rhe Prince up tothe Scaffold, aad ny 
ſeared him ip one of the three Chairs, he puts ro bis forchead, a lictle Crofle 
of Diamonds, and bleſſes him. Then one of the Merropolicans reads the fol- 
lowing prayer. © O Lord our God, Kivg of Kings, who didft chooſe thy ſervane 
ce David, by thy Prophet Samwel, and who did(t cauſe him robe anointed King 
6* over thy people /ſrael, hearken ro our prayers, which, thongh nnworrehy, we

« ro be King over thy people , whom thon hat redeemed by the blood of thy

Which 
prayer the Patriarch concludes with theſe words , For thine is the Kingdom, the

The prayer ended, the Patriarch commands two Metropolirans to take the 
Ca wed Robe, and haying cauſed ſome of che Bojares to come upon the Scaf- 
, he commands them to put them on the Great Duke, whom he bleſſerh a 
ſecond rime , by ronching his forehead with the lirtle Crofſe of Diamonds. 
Then he canſes ro be giver} ro them the Dacal Cap, to be ſer upon his head, 
while he ſayes, In the name of the Father, che Son , avd the Holy Ghoſt, and 
then bleſſes him the third crime. Thar done, the Patriarch cauſes all the Pre- 
lates to approach, who give rhe BenediQion ro the Grear Duke, bur ir is © 
wich their hands, That Ceremony ended, the Great Dake and rhe Parriarch fit 
down, but they immediarely riſeagain, to give order for the ſinging of the Le- 
rany, whereof every verſe ends with-Goſpods pomity, Lord, have mercy upon us, 
purting in'ever- and anon the Great Duke's name. Afcer the Letany they fir 
down again, and one of the Merropolicans comes up ro the Altar and ſayes 
ſinging, God eſerve our Caaar and Great Duke of all the Ruſſes, whons God hath ont 
of” hu Pe beſton's on Ks, 1 good health, and grant him « long and 4 happy life. All 
that are preſent, as well Ecclefiaſticks as Laicks repeat the ſane words, yer 
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make che Church echo again wich the grearveſſe of cheirjoy. Then the Bojares 


come upto the Great Duke, ſmice their foreheads in his preſence , and ki 
' hand, That dove, the Patriach comes up alone before the Great Duke,and tells 


hjm ; © That,ſince ,rhrough the Providence of God, all che Eſtares of che Ki 

« dom , as well Ecclefiaftical as Temporal, have eftabliſh'd avd Crowned him 
« Great Dake over all the R#ſes, and have entrutted him with a Governmeng

ſame Licanies ; which is done afterwards in that alſo of S'. N:cho/as, where t 

conclude the Ceremonies, and Dine in thegreat Hall of the Duke's Palace. | 

After the Coronation, Alexei Michaelowits Moroſou chang'd the quality of 
Governovr into that of Favorite and Chief Miniſter, and had the ſame power 
in Aﬀairs, as he had over che Prince's perſon during his farber's life. He began 
his eſtabliſhment-with the great Employments which he beſtow'd on the Kinred 
of the Great Dutcheſſe-Morher, for whom the Prince had a great Veneration: 
but upder that prerence he kept them at a diſtance from Court, which, as alſo 
the chiefeſt places of publick truſt, he in the mean time fill'd with his own Kin- 
red and Creatures , who wholly depended on his fortune. He permitred not 
any other to come neer the Prince's perſon, whom he would often ger our of 
the Capital Citie, under prerence of Hynrivg or ſome other divertiſement z ſoro 
beger in him an ayerſion ro buſineſſe, that he might have che management of all 
things. He thought the onely way to make ſure' of him, would be to ger, him 
a Wife, and to that end, he brought him acquainted with a Gentleman's _ 
rer, who was an extraordinary Beanty, bur of mean extration. "Twas his | 
ſign to marry. her ſiſter, by that means co intereſſe the great Nuke more neer] 
in-his preſervation. Theſe Gentlewomen's Father,was one {a Danlomits Myr 
loſlanskge, very much look'd upon by the Favorite, not onely upon the accompr 
of his two fais Daughters, but alſo in regard of his conſtant atrendance on him. 
So that upon the confidence he had of his affe&ion and fidelity, he one day took 
oCcafion to ſpeak to the Great Duke of him, and thence, to celebrate ſo highly 
the beauty of thoſe Gentlewomen, that, it rais'd in him a defire ro ſee them, 
The Great Duke ſent for them, under pretence of a Viſit to the Princeſſes his 
ſiſters, and having ſeen them, he was ſo taken with the beauty of the Elder, that 
he immediately ſent one to tell M/oſlawkie , that he would honour him with 
Alliance , and marry one of his Davghters. The Gentleman receiv'd the mef- 
ſage with much reſpe&, and return'd his humble thanks to the Grear Duke fot 
the favour he was pleas'd ro do him. Soon after, they carried rich Preſents to 
tbe incended Bride, and a good ſum of money to the Father, who, with others of 
the Kinred , could not, without that ſupply, have appear'd at the Marriage of 
his Daughter, They were married on Shrove-<unday, in the year 1647. but withs, 
out any noyſe, leſt the conſequences of that Solemniry might be fruſtrared by 
Charms. Eight dayes after, Aforoſon was married ro XMiloſlanskze's ſecond 
Daughter,and ſo became Brother-in-Law to the Great Duke. 

Ilia Damlomits Mileſlauskie was no ſooner advanc'd to this new-greatneſſe, bnt 
he would haveall che World take notice of ir. He pull'd down a Wooden houſe 
that bad been given him in the Caſtle neer the Great Duke's Palace, and buik « 
Sumptuous one of one in it's place. He caſt off, by degrees, the old Officers of 
the houſe, ard brought in his own Kinted and Creatures ; who being no lefſe 
necefſicous than the chief of their family, ler ſlip no opportunity of edraprain 
themſelves. . Among others , he made one Leponts St wits Pleſſcou Chief 
Judge of the.Cirie of Moſcos, in that Juriſdi&ion which they call Semckos Dwor. 

o.Concuſſion, no Extortion, but this man wonld undertake, He rhought it 
not enoughro receive Preſents, but would reduce both parties tothe urmoR ex- 
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en, He ſubotn'd falſe Witneſſes , whoſe employmenc was to bring in 


sgzinit rhoſe , who were rich enough to redeem themſelves our of 
his perſecutions , impriſoning, and oppoating them cill they purchas'd their 
Libetcies with che ruio of cheir Eſtaces ; and of theſe inftrumencs of his Ty. 
ranny ,, 6ne was called Peter Tichonuits Trochamoton , his Brother-in-law; 
This Peter was one of thoſe, whom, in Mnſcovy, they call Oco/nirs,onmt of which 
pamber are choſen the Bojares, and he had the managemenr of the Purkarſe Pri- 
cas; thar is to ſay, was Overſeer of the Armourers, Canoniers, and all che Me- 
chanicks belonging co the Arſenal, who were very much oppreſs'd by him. For, 
inſtead of paying them monethly, as they are wont ro doin Moſcovy , Where all 
that art in the Great Duke's ſervice, are ſo purRtaally pay'd, that if they come 
pot the firſt day of the moneth for their money, it is ſent home ro cher ; he, on 
rhe contrary, kept them ſeveral moneths withourit, forc'd them to compound, 
and togive acquittatices for the whole ſum, though they received bat ſome part. 
Beſides, Trading was obſtrued, Monopolies granted,and no Employment could 
be had, bur by dearly purchaſing the Fayorire Aoroſon's good pleaſure. One gor 
a Patenr, prohibiting che further uſe of the ordinary EV: purpoſely to oblige 
the people ro buy Iron ones with rhe Great Dukes mark upon them : bur in- 
ftead of ſelling them at $. or 10%. a piece, as they were worth, they could not be 
had under a Crown ; by which means was rais'd a vattfum of money, by reaſon 
of the neceffiry there was of haying them all oyer the Kingdom. Another found 
our the invencion of raiſing the Poxde ( thar is 40. pound ) of Salt, to thirty 
pence, which before coſt bur twenty. inſtead of making advantage of ir, 
they found at the year's etid, thar rhe dearnefſe of the Salc had ſo hindred the 
ſale of it , that the Great Dukes revenne was not onely very much diminiſh'd, 
but abnndance of fiſh was loft for wane of ſufficient ſalting ; ſo that had ic noe 
been their deſign rather to opprefſe the people than to promote the Great Duke's 
ſervice, they would ſoon have pur down rhar new impoſition. The Inhabirancs 
of Moſcon, who had liv'd very quietly under che late Great Duke's reign contd 
nor but diſcover their reſenrmenr of theſe preſſures; They had their aſſemblies 


about the Churches, at rhe tours when their Devotions brought them chither, - 


and refoly*d ar laſt ro/Perition the Great Duke. And in Ho one perſon 
eirter would or durſt tindertake the dehivery of a Petition ro him, they appointed 
a day ro give ir him themſelves, as heſhovld come our of the Cafite, ro go rohis 
deyotions of divertiſemems, Their main ſpleen was againſt Leports Steppanomrs 
Pleskan, todefire thar his: ptace might be ſfpply*'d by ſome perſon of Honour, of 
whom they might expe& more faſtice. They had rheir Perition ready , and 
ſought rwo or three times an opportunity ro preſent it to the Prince ; bur rhe 
Bojares, who attend hin in thoſe Ceremonies, took ir from them , 'and making 
onely # reporr of ir, as they had been/infiructed by Aforofon, rhe Perition was 
nor anſwered, nor the people reliev'd. This happen'd fo ofren, rhar the people 
at laſt reſoly*d ro rake ſome other courſe, and to make their complaints by word 
of mouthgupon the firſt opperruniry that ſhould offer ir ſelf. The 6, of Fab 
1648; they took their advantage of a Proceffion, wich rhe Great Dake made ro 
a Motiery-ir the Citie called Srerrenckie. The e were got together in 
the Market-place beforeche Caſtte,/to fee him paſſe by,as they were wont ; bur ac 
his rernen, rhey broke chrough choſe rhar accendedrheGrear Duke, came up to 
him, aid"bol8 of his bridle, fay'd him, and enrreaced him hintro hear the com 
Plaints they; had eo make © him, concerning the injuſtices and violences:com-

The pwopte defir'd ver more, and were going away well ſatisfy'd wich that aw- 
Fd ar: 4 ſome Bo jars), friends of PEfere wonld' needs give the people aba- 
fire lavgnage, thruſt ſome off their horſes, and firack others with their þ 

reat 


kept kisconnrenance; and ſeem'd 
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were forc'd to make all ſpeed they could to the Cattle , whicher the people pur. 
ſued them ſo vigorouſly, thatall rhe Guard could do was only toſtop x wal. 
the others were gotten into the Great Duke's Chamber. This refittance of the 
Strelits, rather inflamed, than abated, the people's fury , who threatned to force 
the Prince's Lodgings, and rake away all they foundchere , if Pleſſeow were noe 
immediately put 1ntotheir hands. Aforoſox came our into a Balcony, and endey- 
voured to ax peaſe the people, exhorting them, in the pame of his Czaarick Ma 
jeſty, to goall ro their homes, and make no further tumulc. But they cold him, 
that they had as mach to ſay to him as to the orher, Accordingly , ſome wene 
immediately ro his Palace, which was forc'd, ranſack'd, and demoliſh'd in a mo. 
ment , having calt out at a window one of his Servants , who would haye mad 
ſome oppoſition. Their animoſity was ſuch, as that they, ſpar'd not eventhe 
images of their Sainrs,for which they are wont to haye a great venerat1on, Yer did 
they ſhew ſome reſpeCt to Mor:ſox's Wife , and thought it enough to rake away 
Perls and Jewels, which they call 17'o che (tceer , andco frighten her alicrle, by 
relling her , that had they not look'd upon her as Sifter-law to the Great Dake, 
they would have cur her to pieces, Among others things , they 'broke his rich 
Coach, which, beſides the expence iv other things abour it , hadall 6lver cyeg 
abour the wheels. Some got into the Cellar, and knock'd out rhe heads of the 
Strong-water Barrels, which taking fire conſumed all choſe who had made them. 
ſelves drank, This was the Prologue to the ranſacking of ſeveral other houſes 
afterwards, as thoſe of Pleſſeon, and Tixxhbonownts, the Chancellor's , and all thu 
had any relation to, or depandence on the Favorite , which afforded them ſuch; 
booty, as that they ſold Perls by handſulls, and ſo cheap , that for thirty Crow 
a man might- have bought a hat-ful; a black-Fox-skin, or a pair. of Sables far 
2 5. 64. and ſinffs of Gold, Silver, and Silk, in a manner for nothing. 

Nazari Tuanouits Tziſtou, Chancellor of Aſuſcovy, had farm'd the impoſition 
vpon the Salr, and lay fickin his bed , by reaſon of an accident had happened 
ro him threedayes before, which was , that, meeting with a mad Ox, his Horſe 
ſtartled and'threw bim, ſo violently, that he was in ſome danger of his life. But 
hearing that Afordſox's honſe bad been ranſack'd, and not doubting bur they 
would come to his, he hid himſelf under a heap of Birch, which they at a certain 
time make proviſion of , to ſerve the Stoves z and to take off all ſuſpicion, he 
caus'd himſelf ro be cover'd with ſome Flitches of Bacon: ſo thar he had cer- 
rainly ſaved his life , had he not beerfberray'd by one of his Servants , who ms- 
king his adyantage of his Maſter's misfortune, rooka good ſum of mony , and 
went, N:ſenovegored, The enrag'd multitude rook him out by the heels, and 
drage'd him down-fiairs into the Court , where they cudgell'd him ro death, 
The body was thrown upon the dung-hill, and the honfe ſo pillag'd, that there 
was not anything lefr. While theſe diſorders were committed in the Cit y, they 
hadtherime to barricado themſelves in the Catile, againſt the inſolences of the 
people, who continued all night berween the 6. and 7, of July, in army, inſuchs 
poſture , as ſhew'd they onlyexpeRed day-light to begin again. Whereupon, 
Orders'were ſent ro the German Officers and Soldiers , ro meet at ſeyeral rende- 
vouzes, intheCiry , and ro come in fo the Great Duke's relief at the Cafile, 
They march'd with Drums beating , and. Colours flying , and the 2wmſcounes, 
inſtead of oppoſing chem, gave them way , and cold them, that chey bad no 
= againfrrhem,and knew them to be perſons of honour who approved not 
the miſcarriages of the Governmevor. Being got into the Cafſtle,they rook up cheit 
poſts of their Guards, and che Great-Duke. ene out. Knez Nikita wanomti 
Komanou , whom'he knew the people much > , toendeayonr the. break: 
ivg ape rhe Aﬀembly. 'He'came to the people , cap in band, and told them, 
char he conceiv'd they -onghc iro be ſatisfy'd with the aſſurance ,, which the 
Great Dake-had made them: che day before, that be would remedy the diſor- 
ders of which they complained. Thar bis Majeſty had commanded: him co 


whereat being incens'd, they {o pelred cheir Lordſhips with ones, that hey 
till 
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rellchemas much, andto adviſe them ro goevery, man to. his bome, char. be 
mighr che berter perform what bg rhem; This. 1 was well, 
recciv'd , and che people made anſwer,, thar they were nor. gisfarisfy'd with 
the Great Duke , but thoſe who , under his name,, .abuſed his authority , and 
that they would nor fiir, till they had deliver'd up.co them, . Boris Tuanonigs, 
Mereſon , Leponts Steppanewits Pleſſeow,, anid Peter T ichonaw:t 5 Tracbamſtow , thas 
they mighe revenge , ov their heads, ' rhe miſchief they had done! the whole 
Kingdom. KFomanou gave rbem thanks for che kind anſwer they had made to his 
propotition , and cold rhem he would acquaint the Great Duke, wich che zeal 
and affeftion which they expreſs'd rowards him.; chat he doubred nox., bug, 
Order wonld be taken for the execution of thoſe three Lords + burihar he co 
ffely rake his oath, that Aſoroſon, and Trachaniſtox. had made their eſcape;, 
and , for the rhird , he ſhovld be immediately pntco death. Accordingly, Ro- 
manou nas no ſooner rerurn'd to the Great Dake , but word was (cnt to the peo- 
ple , thar Pleſſcon was coming to be ſacrific'd, and rbat rhe other rwo ſhould 
come to the ſame end» as ſoon as rhey were found , and chat rhey ſhould ſend 
for the Execntioner to do his office. He was ſoon found , being a: the Cattle- 
e with his ſervants , whence be came abour a quarrer of an hoar afrer, lead- 


ing Pleſſeox to the Marker-place, to cut off his head, Bur che pzople ſpar'd bim p to 
the crouble , falling dos bi with cudgels , ſo. outrageouſly , rhat rhey dif- yp af 


patch'd him ina moment, They dragg'd the body through che dirt , accom- 
fying it wich all the curſes imaginable ; ill ar lat a Monk, whom the deceas'd 
ad ordered to be cudgell'd , cur off his head. Meoreſou had indeed made hig eſ- 
cape; bur meering with Waggoners and ſome of rhe people ſearching afrec him, 
he was ſo forruvate as ro avoid rhem,, and by ſecrer wayes to ger into the Caltle, 
And that it might nor be thought , the Great Duke had conſenred to rheeſca 
of che others, rhere were ſome ſent afrer Trachenifow, who was taken neer th 
Monaftery of Trojtz.a, twelve leagues from Moſcow. He was bronghr, the 8. to 
the Senrkoy Dwor, that is, the place where his Maſter had fare as Judge , which 
the Great Duke hearing of, he commanded his head ro be cur off, This execa- 
tion wrought ſo mnch npon the p:ople, that being informed,, how Aforoſon 
had beep mer in the Countty, and nope knew what was become of him, they 
forbore further preſſing the Great Duke to give them what he bad not, and, 
abovr 11.in the morving , went every man to his home. In the afternoon ſe- 
veral houſes in the quartersof Mano and T werky, were ſer afire; whicher 
the people, which had por yer clear'd the treer, ran, nor ſo much to ch che 
fire, as ro Real, Ir made ſuch havnck in a ſhorr time, that it conſum'd the whole 
er of Zaargorod, reducing to aſhes all the honſes within the Fhure-Fah, to 
the River Neglina, abd getting over the River, into rhe Great Dake's Taverns, 
ir got into thoſe of his Strong-waters. and grew ſo viglenr , that it was fear'd ir 
would have buried the Cafile in ics aſhes, Nobody would endeavour to pre- 
vent it , thoſe, who were oblig'd rherero, being got ſo drunk, that, lying along 
in the ftreers , the vapours of he fire, rhey had in their bodies, together with the 
ſmoak of that which was then in irs way ro burn down the whole City , choak'd 
them as they lay. About 11. at night, ſome Strangers, looking, with no ſmall 
iſhmenr, on rhe fire in that houſe where they kept the Strong-warer, for 
the Great Duke's Proviſion, perceiv'd ar ſome diſtance a Monk coming towards 
them with a great burthen , which by bis blowing rhey conceiv'd muſt needs be 
very heavy. Being come neer, he caJl'd for ſome, defiring them rhey would help 
him to caſt inro the fire, the body of the abominable P/eſſovn, which he dr 
after him, it being, as he ſaid, rhe only way to querch it : Burgrhe Germans x; 
fing to meddle yith ic , be fell a-ſwearing and curſing , till ſome Mſuſcovires did 
him the good office, arid holy him to caſt rhe Carcaſs into the fire, which imme- 
direly _— to abare, and ſomerime afrer went our ere they left the place. 7 
Some dayes after this accident, the Grear Duke creared rhe Srre/res with

chem, that Aforoſox ſhould ſo behave himſelf for rhe furure, as char chey ſhould 
have occaſion ro ſpeak well of him ; That if they would not have him co be 
longer of his Conncel, he would diſmiſs him ; bur char he defir'd chem col 
6»'rhir Lord, as one who had beer a Father rocheir Prince, and one that hayi 
married the Grear Ducchefs's Siſter, muſt needs beexcremely dear to bim , - 
conſequently , that it would be very hard for him ro conſent to his death, The 
reats "which concluded this diſcourſe of rhe Great Dake's , diſcover'd the affe- 
Mien he had for that Favorire, and ſo mov'd the people, that they all cry'd one, 
God gram Hrs Highneſs a long and happy life. God's and the Great Dukg's will he 
done: The Czam conceived an extraordinary joy hereat, thanked the people, 
ard highly celebrared the zeal and affeRion t y expreſs'd for his eftare and per- 
ſon. © Some few dayes after, Moroſon appeared in publick , among thoſe who at- 
rended the Great Duke, upon occaſion of a Pilgritiage , which be made tothe 
Movaſtery'of 'Troitza, He went uncovered, from rhe Caftle ro the City gate 
flaring t Fol on both ſides wich greac ſubmiſſions ; and from that time, 


he laid hold'0nall occafions to gratify, and affilt choſe, who addrefled rhemſctves 
rs bim, in ary bufineſs chey had art Coorr. 0 
' The tory we have relare confirms the trath of what we have ſaid elſewhere, 
chat rhe Muſcovites, how ſubmiſſive and Nlayiſh ſoever they may be, will ende+ 
vour the recovery of their freedom , when the Governmenc becomes inſuppor- 
cable rothem, and cafts them into deſpair. I ſhall here add another later ex- 
ample , which wilt be the leſs tedious, in that ir hath ſame dependence on the 
precedent , and relates very mach ro what we have ſeen , much about the ſame 
rime, in all che other Countries of Exrope. | 
The Great Dake of Muſcony ſent in the year 1649. a ſolemn Embaſſy rothe 
Queen of Swedex, the chief perſon whereof was, the Ocolmtz.a, Boris Tuanomts 
Parkin, He had ordet, among other things, to accommodate the difference, 
which ſeemed torbrearen thoſe two States with an inevitable War, proceeding 
hence 2” 5 Frrwogs bo aun , left hes o_ wy oma 
ito the ocher Kn ro avoid rhe payment of their debes. Andinr , 
for 32. years, tharaccompr had nor been clear'd, and char there were more Swedes, 
iv Mufcovy,chan chere were Muſcovites ip Sweden, it was mentioned ip the Treaty 
madeby Parkin ar Stockholys, that for the firſt thirty years, there ſhonld be a liqui- 
dacion of all accomprs, andfor the rwo,gther, the Great Duke ſhould Pr 
x geen 
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eenand Crown of Seedex 1 g0000, Koxbles, that is 3 90000. Crowns, part 
_ part in Rye , and that rhe p—_ ſhould be made in the Sprirg of 
the year 1650. Accordingly, John de Rodes, being come at that tire to Meoſcom, 
in che qualicy of Commiſlaty for the Queen ot eden, receiv'd, in Copecs, and 
Dxcats 300000, Crowns , and order was (ent to t ador Amilianow, a Merc hanc 


of Pleſcow, to provide as mach Rye as ſhould amunnt to go000, Ciowns, ' 


This incereſs'd man caug'd all the Rye, wherever it were, to be icrzed , and per- 


micred not private perſons, to buy ſo. much as a buſhel without his permiffion, 


which good leave ot his they were forc'd robuy ar a dear rate; The Inhabicants 

of Pleckow were (o impatient under this oppreſſion, that they nor only quar- 

rell'd at the avarice of the Szedes, bur charg'd Parkin with p evarication 1n his 

Employment, and perfidiouſneſs towards his Prince. They \ id that Aoroſon 

heldcorreſpondepce with Strangers, and preſuming that chis negoriacion was 

concluded , contrary to the Great Dukes intencion, they endeavour'd io en» 
gage the Ciry of Novogored in their quarrel , and went 10 tar on in their work , 
thac ſome of the chieteit Merchants having declared for them , rhe #eywode had 
mach ado to prevent an inſurrefion of the whole City. Boch rheſe and the 
others reſoly'd that they would flop the mony , when it was ro berranſporred 
into Sweden , and rhar x ta would no longer epdure the Treaty of rhe Rye, be- 
cauſe it would in likelyhood ſtarve the Country, With this intention they ſen 
three Deparies ro Moſcow, to wy, a Merchant , a Cof:9%e, anda Srrel ts, wich 
Order to kngw whether this Treaty was made , and put jnexecution with rhe 
Great Dake's conſent, In the mean time, wichour expeCting the recurn of their 
Depuries, they ranſack'd Amlianos's hae, and torrur'd his Wife, to make her 
confeſs , where her husband , who had-made his eſcape , had Jaid vp his mony. 
The Weywode came, in hope to prevent the diſorder, burhe was forc'd our of the 
Ciry,and the neighbouringNobilicy invited ro come iti,and join with them againft 
Monopolies ana Parenrees, Thele three venerable Depucies were no ſooner 
come to Nevegored, bur the Weywode caus'd them'to; be pur into Irons, and in 
chac poſture , ſent them ro Moſcon, whither came ar che ſame time rhe Weywode 
of Pleckow , and the Merc hant Amilianow. Incelligence was br , that rhoſe 
of Pleckow had robb'd and abus'd a Swediſh Merchant, whereupon the Great Duke 
ſenc back the #eywode; and with hima Bbjaryro keine the farther prevention 
of theſe diſorders, Thoſe of Pleſcon,who at firſt would nor receive them,ar lengrh 
opened their Gates, buv-ic was, ro put the weywodetn priſon , and roaffronc the 
Bojare, who had the imprudence, ar ſo unſeaſonable's time , rotreart them wirh 
ſo much ſeveticy, rhar c yeope fell npon him wich Cudgels, and purſn'd him 
ro a Monaſtery , where he was ſo bearen, thar' he was given over for a dead 
man. | 

However , the Great Dake purſu'd the execution of the Treaty mide with 
Sxeden, and paid mony inftead of the Rye, ſending along with the Swed:/þCome 
miflary agood Convoy of Strelirs, who were ro bring him torhePFrontiers of 
Sueden, He gave order at the (ame time to Juan Nikitowrts Gavenihy, to aſſemble 
the Nobilicy of the neighbouring Provinces, and rhe foor-Regiments of Colonel 
Kormichel, and Col. Hamilton, which made up above 4000. men, and ro beſ exe 
the City of Pleskow. The Inhabirants, ar firit, pretended ro ſtand of, bur their 
Courage and firength ſoon fail'd them fo-rhat rhey were forc'd ro make an. ac- 
commodation , at the coſt of the Aurhoars of rhe Sedition, who were pur to 
death, orſent into Siberia. NW YG LU NI 
Theſe diſorders have occafion'd a great change in'the Aﬀairs and Governmenc 

of ay © For, thongh Millavk; and Moroſon' hive mach credir, and the 
Parriarch himſelf a very great Authoriey #bour rhe Prince , yer tave the ocher 
K nez, and Bojares a great hand in publick-Afﬀairs, and execute rheir charges every 
one according to his Birth and Employment, There are commoply ſome 30. Bo- 
J-re5abour the Conrr , though in Zack/*s rime there were nut . Inthe 
year 1654. when the Warof Smolencks was reſolv'd on, there were preſenc at 
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the deliberations of that important affair , ewenty nine Bojarer, whoſe name

ly the Lain and Poliſh. They receiw'd him with great joy, cans'd him- to be 
baptis'd, apd the Great Duke gave him, with the name of Leo Alexander Slith, 
and the quality of Knez,, a Penſion of 200. Crowns a moneth. Hg made his 
Addreſſes t9 the Princefſe Irexe /Mrchaclonna, and was fo fond as torthiok , the

They have a'great number of Monaſteries , both for Men and Women, #8 
well ip Cities, as up and down the Countrey , and they all in manner follow 
che Rule of Grear SF. Be/l, Indigence , Age, Inficmiries, Domeſtick difcon- 
rents, and viglence fill their - m2 mg rather than Devotion, When any 
embrace chat kind of life of -their own accord, if they are of ability, rhey art 
ermirred to carry ſome- of their Eftates along with them into the Honalicry 
bac ate pine to leave the remainder ro their Heirs. Heretofore rhe more ſv» 
perfiitions ſort made over all-rhey had, and the extravagance had ſo far prevails 
on many, that in time, the Monks would have been Maſters of the beſt part of 
Mufcovy , if a courſe had not been rakenro-prevent it. They have ſer honrs 
for cheir ſervice,and they ſay moſt of their prayers by Beads. Their Anfterity 
of life is very. great, in as mnch as they live onely on Salr-fiſh , Honey , 
Cheeſe, Herbs, and Pulſe, eſpecially Cowcumbers, freſh and pickled, which they 
mince yery ſmall, and ear witha ſpoon in ſome of their Q#as. They have this 
common. with all the other. Maſcovites, that they can. hardly write and _ 
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one/in'ten can fay the Lord's Prayer , much fewer that ate acquainred - 
No pn Otced and i rcnnind—2x.cmd Theſe Monks hve not fo rerired _| s z'& - 
a life; dur:thar they ate ſeen ingreat numbers, both in Cities, andall over the 
Councrey, wheretheir employment is che ſame with that cf rhe Peaſants, from 
whomthey are ditiinguiſh'd onely by their hobir, Ir 15s alſo rrne, there areabun- 
dance of Anchorets, who build Chapels upop the High-wayes, and live in Woods 
like Hernores, ſablifting onely by che Alms given rhem by Travellets. 
They falt Wedpeſdayes and Frydayes, and abttain ſo firiftly from all kind &f Their {afts, 
fleſh, nay, even from Eggs and Milk, that within theſe few years, ſome of the 
more devont will nort- aſe any Sugar, becauſe they know that there are whires 
of Eges nſed in the clarifying of it. | 
Their year conſifts of more falling dayes than fleſh dayes. For, befides the - 
two dayes of every week, and the Eves ot great Feſtivals, they faft in Len fe- 
ven weeks rogether, though in the fir they car Butrer, Milk, and Eggs , and 
, this week 1s their Carnaval, during which they commir incredible exceſfes in 
dripkivg, and wirhall ſach infolences, as che Patriarch hath nor yer found any 
, way to remedy, Ihe next week, they cat onely Honey, Herbs, ard Pulſe, and

It is not many years ſince that they have had Grapes among them , the In- 
habicants of Aſfrachan being oblig'd for theſe ro rhe Merchancs of Perſia, who 
bronghe the firſt ſers rhicher , which an old Monk of « Convent that is in the 
Suburbs planced in his Garden. The Great Duke heating char ic had taken wich 
good ſacceſs, and haying taſted the Grape, ſent order to the Monk, in the year 
1613-10 improve his ſtock , which h: did, and that with ſuch increaſe, that ac 
the rime of our being there, there was no houſe almoſt, but had irs Arbours 
and Walks ſer about with Vines, tothe ſogreat advantage of the Planters, char 
the Maſter of the houſe where 11odg'd rold me, the Vines he had abour his 
houſe had yeelded him a hundred Crowns the year before. Theſe Grapes, with 
ſome other Fruits , were eicher ſent ro the Great Duke, or ſold to the neigh-

The-Monk I ſpoke of was living at our being there , and was a hundred and 
ive years of age. He was a German , born in Auſtria, and had been carried 
away priſoner very young by ſome Twrk:ſh Soldiers, who' had ſold him into 
Muſcrry, where he had chang'd his Religion , and became a Monk, He was at 
thar time Superior of the Monaltery , and ill remembred ſome German words, 
bur vety few.

The Perſians uſe no knives at Table, bur the Cooks ſend up the meat ready 
cat ivto licele bits ; ſo thar it was no trouble ro us ro acculiome our ſelves to 
their manver of caring, Rice ſerves them inſtead of bread, They take a mouth- 

lof it, with rhe cwo fore-fingers and the thumb, and ſo pur it intorheir 
mouths, Every Table had a Carver, whom they call S»ffretzz , who takes the 

up in the great Diſhes, ro pur it into leſſer ones, which he filts 

wichchree or four ſorts of meat, ſo as that every Diſh may ſerve two, or , at 

mot#, three perſons.

ns good ſport during the aboad-we were forc'd ro make there. There is alſo i 
theſe parts'a certain kind of Foxes, which they call Shaka/ , about rhe bigneffe 
of thoſe of Exrope, { of which kind there are alſo abundance , and the Inhabi- 
rancs call them 7 »/k; ) but inſtead of Furr or Hair, they are cover'd with Wool, 
2nd have white Bellies, Ears all black , and lefſe Tails than thoſe of our parcs. 
We heard them in the Night time running in Herds about the Village , and 
were not 2 little cronbled ar cheir Cries, which was a drawling and dolefull 
noiſe without any intermiſſion. 

The Iphabirants make uſe of Buffles or wild Oxen, more than they do of 
Horſes, but, inſtead of loading them upon their Backs, they make them draw 
Wogd, or any other things of great weight. Their ordinary ſuftenance is Feny- 

eek, wherewith they Sow whole fields, as we do with Vetches and Lentills, 
and they cut ir, while 1t is yer green, Herb and Seed together , and o give ic 
thoſe Creatures to ear; The Milk , 1 mean that of the Females, is ſo far, rhac 
it makes a Cream two fingers thick, of which they make excelent Butter. They 
never make any Cheeſe of Cow's-milk, but only of Sheep's, 

The Village of Niaſabath is at 41. deg. 15. min, Elevation, and hath not 7, Houſes of 
above 15. or 16. poor Houſes, which lye ſcarrer'd up and down, all built of Perſia, 

Clay, and abſolutely ſquare, having flat Roofs, and cover'd with Turfs, ſo as 
thatza man might walk upon them without either danger or inconvenience, 
And indeed it is ordinary among the Perſians , toerect Tents upon them, ro 
eat, and, in the Summer time, ro lye on them all night, thac they may the more 
participate of the coolneſſe of the Air, Here it was that I firſt underſtood 
what the Goſpel ſaies of the Paralytick , who was ler down through the Roof 
of the Honſe z and the Counſel our Saviour gave thole who were npon the 
Houſe-rop, not ro come down into the Houſe ; for rhis1s their wzy of building 
all overthe Eaſt, We were at firſt lodg'd in the Houſes, which were very hand- 
ſomewithin , and the floors of the Chambers for the moſt parr cover'd with 
Tapiſtty, and the Maſters of the Honſes receiv'd and treated ns rh> firlt day 
very well. But the Village being but ſmall, nor able ro find Lodging for all 
out ;8inue,, and our aboad being likely ro be too long there for us ro lye upon 
the charges of the Inhabicants , we got Tents pirch'd near the Lodgings of the 
Ambaſſadors, where we continu'd till the Conrr of Perſia took order for our 
departure thence; We had no Bread; our Beer was loſt with the Ship , and the 
illage had no Spring of freſh-water ; ſo thar we were forc'd to look after our 
weak ferape, and ro content our ſelves with the troubled water of a ſnall 
Torrent, which paſs*d near the Village , while our Ship furniſh'd us with firing 
forthe Kitchen and the Chambers. |

The Walls of ir are bar of earth, abd its honſes in 41 
ner all deftroy'd ; bur ic hath, io requiral, very fair Gardens, and rare a 
cellene Fruits , eſpecially Pomegranares and Almonds. Neer the Cite; 
foot of the Monneain, x bebe grows abundance of Cotton and Rice, which | 
the greateſt Commodities they have ro Trade in, We' ſtay'd there onely 
one day , and departed thence in the evening , travelling the night following 
fix es or berrer,ſo thargthe 18. by Sup-rifing, we were got to 8 Cartyaſe, 
called Schach Ferabath, The heat was ſo exceſſive that day , thar: though weygy. 
all in onr Drawers, yet could we not _— avoid the inconveniences 
We ordered onr Tents to be pirchY abroad , ſoto have the advantage 
coolnefſe,and the wind, which came from the adjoynivg Mountain; bur, 
noon, the Sun ſo heated the wind it ſelf , thar the hor blaſts which come 
an Oven conld nor be hotrer ; infomuch that we were forc'd to retire 
Caravanſera, where the heat was ſomewhat more moderate, Nay, the 
it ſelf, which, in rhoſe pares, is onely Sand and Heath, was ſo hor, that « wy 
conld nor go fiye or fix , wirhourt burning his feer. Abour chis cime/b 
che Ambaſſadors were very fick : bar their indiſpoſition giving chem alternadyy 
lictle eaſe, che weaker of the two made uſe of the Liteer , and the other rodew 
Horſ-back. 'W. 
The 19, if cravell'd five Leagnes , and got in the morning before rhe' Ci 
of Kow, The Darga receiv'd us within five or fix hundred paces of the Ci, 
accompany'd by fifry Gentlemen on Horſ-back, and certain Tumblers, 
whom there were ſome, who went upon Stiles before the Ambaſſador oe 
whoſe chance it was that day to be alone on Horſ-back , and ſhew'd at 
tricks of a&tivity , all the way to the Ambaſſadors Lodgivgs.

There are 
che rind ſpots of ſeveral colours, and chey have an admirable fenr : bar 
they re more lnfhious ip taſte than the ocher Melons, which in ſweerneſſe ex- 
ceed all choſe 1 ever car avy where elſe. 
There ate alſo ſome of theſe Melons ar 4rdebi/, where, by reaſon of their 
ſear, they commonly carry chem in their hands ; bur rhey rold us, that they 
were broughe from rhe Village of 4/ar» , where there grows abundance of them. 
The learned Golixs, Profefior of the Oriental Lavguages in che Univerſity of 
, gives a large accomprt of them in his Arack Lexicon, pag. 130g, 
There is alſo in the ſame place a kind of Cowcumbers of extraordinary large- 
nefſe, being above rwo foot long , and as thick as 4 mans Arm, which they

cadoes, work in open places, where all the World may ſee them, _ 
The Valleys are yery fruicfull in Wheat, Wine and Fruits , which grow 
ſuch abundance there, chat I find no difficulty to acknowledge, what cn 
ſaies of theſe parts, to wit, that the pooreſt, and moſt indigent of the lolb 
rants, have not only what is requiſite for their ſubfiſence, but alſo ſome 
of delicacy , and that what they moſt Rand in need of is freſhwater. 
there is not any tobe had withour digging very deep into the Earth, 
rhere was ſo got we thought very diftaliefull ro the Palar , and ſo corrupt, 
had there not been an extraordinary neceſſity , we ſhould have been mad 
troubled to ſwallow ir.

1 I 
The joy we canceiv'd at our having, at lat, arriy'd £0 4 place, where wahaw 
to put a period to our Negoriation, was ſpon diſturbed by a moſt uy | 
cident, and the Nivertiſements intended us were within a few dayes after gy 
coming chither , changed inco a bloody Gonteſazion with the 1ndiaxs, age 
fion'd by the inſolence of one of the Domeſticks belonging to the Mogu/'s hy, 
baſſador, who was Lodg'd nor far from our Qparters,,, with-a Retinue of x 
hundred perſans , molt of them 4ſbeques; One of their Domeſticks 
and looking on our people unloading and putting up the Baggage, our 
mander's ſervant, nvamed Wilkchan ſaid co him jealting, that it would (peak mae 
good nature in him, to come and help them, than ro ſiand as he did wth y 
Arms a-croſs ; wherero he other making anſwer ſomewhat roo ſnappiſhly, y 
he conceiy'd, the Perſian (track him over the pate with his Cane, The hd; 
incens'd at the affront, ran ro ſome of his Camerades, who were lying had by 
under the ſhade of a Tree, and made his complaints ro them of the injurghe 
receiv'd; upon which they all gor up,and fell upon #1 {;chan,whom rhey wand:

Our Domeſticks p2rceiving this tumule, brought our Sceward notice of i, 
who raking along with him five or fix Soldiers, and ſome others of our ſeryany, 
cbarg'd the /ndiavs (whoſe number was augmented to neer thirty ) ſo hong 
that chey mortally wounged one , and purſa'd the reſt to their Quarters : by 
what moſt troubled the 1zd:ans, was, that, in this engagement , they had lofty 
Sword and a Poniard, whereto a lictle Parſe was faiten'd , in which therewy 
ſome ſmall money, which our people brought home as a ſign of their viday 


to What concern'd the Ambaſladors themiclves, he ſhould do = 
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ſhould reſent chat affront , and thar they ſhould cake an occafion to 
their Camerade.- Nor indeed were they unmindfull of their chreats ; fore 
Ambafladors having reſolv'd to change their Lodgings, by reaſon of the greaiys

We had ſent before a Lacquey belonging to our Steward , and ſome of mat 
Sea-men with part of the Baggage, to be, by them, conda&ed to the Lodg 
we had raken up, which were withio the Cirie, a quarter of a League or 
diſtant from the former, Certain /-d;ans, who were lying under Tents roley 
their Maſter's Horſes, which were then feeding berween the Citie apd Sabathy 
knew him, as having ſeen him in the former engagement, ſer vpon him , an 
though he gallancly defended himſelf with Sword and Piſtol, ar laſt kill'd hin 
with cheir Arrows ; which'done, they cat off his head, toſs'd ir np and dow 
in the air, and bound his body ro his Horſ-rayl , which dragg'd it co a cermail 
place, where the Dogs devour'd ir. The news brought us of this Murcherms 
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that they were reſolv'd ro ſet upon us with all-their forces. Wherenpon the 
Ambaſſadors ſent our orders, that all of their Rerione ſhould Rand upon theit 
Guard, and come with all expedition to their Lodgivgs.

OarLicucenancs did all chat could be expeed from p2rſons of conrage and 
condu@, ſerring their Soldiers ip order at the Door of the Ambaſſadors Lodg- 
ings, and cauſing ſeyeral Volleys of Masker-ſhor to be diſchirg'd at rhe /ndians, 
Bot che [ndians made their advantage of a Wall, which ſerv'd them for a Para- 

& , and they had made ſeveral holes in ir, thar they might ſhoor with lefſe 

rothemſelves, and more annoyance tous. Onthe contrary, our'peo- 
ple, inſtead of following their example ( whom ſome would have accompred 
Barbarians, bur who will noc be found ſuch) and _— their advantage of 
the Chefis , and the Baggage, which were in the ſtreer , had no other Paraper , 
thavcheir own breaſts, which were expos'd ro all their Volleys. One of our 
- -"-n as he was going to level a ſmall Piece at the /ndians , was 

Sergeant Morrhoy, a Scorch-man, ſeeing the Canoneer fall at his feer, tookrup 
bis Mesker , and ſer himſelf in a poſture of revenging- his Camerade's death, 
He was ſo forrunate , as to kill five or fix /zd:azs, bur ar laſt an Arrow rakes 
kn juſt ip che breaſt, which, not ar all cronbled at, be plack'd ir our, and, ha- 
mg charg'd his Musker once more, kill'd another man, and then fell down dead 
won the place. 

The Armenians living thereabouts , who were SpeRators of this engagement, 
could help us no orherwiſe than with their rears, whereby they expreſs'd the af- 
fliftion ic was to them ro ſee the death of ſo many.poor Chriſtians Ar laſt, rhe 
number of the Indians increaſing till, che Muskers play'd ſo falt , that the Am- 
baſadors were forc'd ro command their people to come into the houſe, and, 
remaining in the Court, to keep the /ndians from getting into the houſe. Bur 
they making their advantage of our retreat fell upon the Bagg:ge, and ranſack'd 
t,and not content with char, they forc'd their way into the next houſe ro us, 
and becauſe . the Maſter of it would have kept them from coming in, they cur 
oft one of his hands , and afterwards kill'd him. By which means gerting up 
rothecop of it, they could look into our Court, and fo forc'd our people to 

it. Some of ours got up to the rop of our houſe, and making their 
advantage of the Paraper , no Indian appear*d but rhey ſhort at him, and no ſhot 
but didexecution. M. 2azdelſio, who hadan excellent faculty in the- handling 
of Fire-arms, kill'd the Leader of the /ndiax party with a Piſtol-ſhot. His death The Indian 
made them all fury , inſomuch chat rhey got out of the place where rhey Leade: kl” d; 
were, wich a deſign to force our Gates : which reſolation of theirs oblig'd the 
Ambaſzadors to think of ſome retreat, and to break down the Walls of the ad- 
Joyning honſes, where the Armenians, who lived in them, joyfully recew'd us, 
an t us Ladders to ger down into a fair Garden, We all got down 
no it, but the pleaſancneſs of the place, rook us ho more than a delicious

never ſeen any thing of chat ature, the Kipg ſent chicher a hundred 
well arm'd, in the Head of agood namber of che Inhabicancs , but as 
the Indies perceiv'd that Body navy ro chem, they diſpers'd thay, 
ſelves. We weretold, chat the King hearing of the Murther, which 
Prologue to all this Tragedy , and wirhall that the :dia» Ambaſſador had Gas. 
niv'd chetear, had Commanded his Head to be brought him ; buc that the Cy 
cellor had moderaced thar ſally of his Paflion , by repreſenting to him, 
both rhe Ambaſſadors were Strangers, and his Gueſts , and thar it bel 
their Maſters, and not to him, to puniſh them. 

This peace brought us alſo the liberty to gointo the Streers, where we founy 
our Cheſts broke open, and all che Baggage plander'd , unleſs it were cen 
Sawcidges, Neats- Tongues, and Gammons of Bacon, which the Inlay , 
being Mabumetanes, had thrown by. Our loſs upon this occaſion amounedts 
above four thouſand Crowns. The King demanded a particular of it, an 
would have defray'd us ; but thar kindneſs of his had not irs effeR , fot teafang 
buc roo well known to all che Rerinne, x 

In the fore-ſaid engagemenc, which laſted above four hours, we loſt fire, 
and had ten wounded, The /nd:ans , according co the informations we reciy'| 
from the Perſians, loſt therein about four and rwenty men, and had 
hart : but the /nd:az Ambaſſador had, ſome few daies after , orders (ene hy 
to be gone. This was the moſt unhappy accident we met wich in all ourTy, 
yells: for, after we had eſcap'dall the dangers, which we might well have fully 
into by the way , andthe injuries might have been done us by the moſt Ciel 
and Barbarous le, throngh whole Terricories we paſs'd , this ſad acc 
happen'd to us in the chief Ciry of the Kingdome , where we chonght told 
relt afcer all the hardſhips we had endured. 

As to this [:dian Ambaſſador, be was a 14rſa, or Indian Prince, and had 
ſent torhe Court of Perſia, by Choramſcha, King of the Indies, whom theyall 
the Great Mogul , and pot, as he is commonly called, ogor, He hadavy 
noble Retinuc, and was ordinarily carriedin a Litter , according to the labs 
making, more fitto lye down in, than ro fir , which was carried by ſeal 
Slaves , ir being hang'd ar agreat Iron-barr made crooked in the middle, The 
King of Perſia, who knew on what occaſion he was ſent Ambaſlador thin, 
made him Ray three whole years, before he gave him audience , orderinglim 
inthe mean time co be magnificently treated , inſomuch char ſome fewdiie 
before our arrival , rhe King had ſent him, beſides many before, a Preſeace 
three thouſand T*»:ains , which amonnt to fifry thouſand Cowns ; the Ath 
baſſador himſelf, ir ſeems, defrayivg the expence of his Houſe-keeping, + 

The Ambaſſador, on the other tide , demean'd himſelf ſaicably ro this 
nificence ; for he ſpent che three firlt dayes afcer his audience in ; 
Preſents he had bronght along with him. Thoſe he made the firſt day , weieit 
che name of che Great Mogs! ; thoſe made the ſecond, in the name of che Price 
his Son ; what he did, the third, was npon his own accompt. We werectds 
bly inform'd, thatche Preſents made by him amounted ro above a hundred 


into his hands the MMyrſa Polags , Prince of the Blood, and ro the 
» Whohad been forc'd ro rerite inco Perſia ro ſave his Life, whichbew 
in danger to loſe , as he had done his Kingdome. The King excus'd bimſd 
and generouſly made anſwer , that it were a breach of che Laws of Hoſpitdlty,' 
ro deliver up a Prince, who, ont of an aſſurance of his friendſhip, had cakes 
fuge in his Kingdome ; that he was oblig'din honour to treac him as a Friend 
and a Gueſt, and togive him entercainment as loyg as he ſhould chink fir cou

|, wherein he gives endience ro Ambaſladors ; whereas the King of Per/i 
&es it in thoſe places where he accidencally is, eicher abour other buſineſs, or 
his Divertiſemene, Near the ſaid Hall, and nnder thoſe Trees, berween the 

Walls, there were to be ſeen fifty excellent Horſes, with their covering- 
Cloaths of Brocado, or Embroider'd with Gold and Silver, and among thoſe 
ſome Arabian Horſes, ready to be back*d , with their Saddles and Harnefle, co- 
verd all over with plates of Gold , and beſet with abundance of precious 
Stones. All the Horſes ftood in the open air, faſten'd by one of the hinder 
ſetto a fake firnck in theground, and they were moſt of them of an 7ſabela 
Colour , abour the Belly and Leggs. There ſtood hard by pails of Vermillion 
Gilt, for the watering of them. Not far thence , there were rwo great Ciſterns 
foar foot. ſquare, for the cooling of Wine. 

This Hall was rais'd three fteps from the ground, and was eight fathom broad, 
and rwelve in leygth. There was at the entrance into ira Particion , like an 
Alcove, with Currains drawn before ir, of red Cortron, which were caken ap 
and let down with (ilk firings, When they were drawn up) they reſted upon 
the Chaprers of certain wooden Pillars, made Cylinder-wiſe, Embelliſh'd wich 
Branch-work, Painced, and Gilr, as were alſo the Walls. On the left hand, as 

came in, there were ſome pieces of Painting, done in Emrope , and repre- 
ing cercain Hiſtories, The floor was cover'd all over with Tapiſtry, where- 
of the ground-work was of Gold and Silver , and in the midſt of the Hall, 
therewas a Fonncain , and in the Baſin of ir abundance of Flowers, Citrons, 
Oretyas, Apples, and other Fruits , which ſwom npon the witer. About the 
hoes of the Baſin , there were a great number of Gold and Silver Flaggons, and

1 This City lies in the Province of Erak or Herrack,, which is the antient Pg 
thia, in a ſpacious Plain, having on all ſides, at abour three or four Lex 
diftance, a high Mountain , which compaſles it like an Amphithearre, «thn 
two degrees, twenty fix minutes Latitude, and eighry [ix degrees, fortymia 
res, Longityde ; and I have obſery*d , that the Needle declined there ſweeen 
degrees frm the North towards the Weſt.

above eighteen thouſand Houſes, and about five hundred thouſand Inhabiumy, 
The Walls of ir are of Earth, low and weak , being, below, two farhoms, ad 
above, bur a foot, thick, and its Bzſtians are of Brick, bur ſo poorly flukd 
that they do not any way fortifie the City, no more than does the Dirch, 
is ſo ruin'd, that both Summer and Winter, a man may paſſe over it dry-oat. 
F. Bizarro, and ſome orhers affirm, that rhe walls are of Chalk.; but 1 conld 
find no ſuch thing, nnleffe it were that in the Cafile , which hath its wilds 
flin& from thoſe of the City, there are ſome places, which look as if theywete 
Whiteved, or done over with Chalk, or Lime. y. 

The River Sexderut , which riſes out of the adjacent Monntain of Dead. 
runs by its walls on the Sonth and Sonth-weſt fide , on which fideisthe 
burbs of 7z/fa. Before it comes into the Ciry, it is divided into rwo branches 
one whereof falls into the Park, called Haſartzer:b , where the King keeps 
ſorts of Deer, and from the other, there is drawn a current of water,

\The City of 1ſpahan was twice deftroy'd by T amerlaze ; once, when he took 
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Travelld into Perſia in the year 1471. ſaies, thar, about twenty years before, 
Chatza, whom he calls Gia»ſa, King of Perfia, defirous to puniſh this Ciry for 
its Rebellion, commanded his Soldiers not to come thence , unlefſe they 
brought with them the Heads of ſome of the Inhabitants of /ſpahan ; and that 
the Soldiers, who met not every day wich Men, cut off Womens heads, ſhay'd 
:them, and ſo brought them to C hotz,a , and that by this means the Ciry was ſo 
pulated , thar there were nor people enough left to fill the fixt pare of it, 
| k gan to recover it ſelf under Sc ach-Iſmae! 11. bur indeed, it was Schach- 
464, by travſlating the ſeat of his Empire from Caſw:» to this City, bronght it 
the heighr it is now in , not only by adornipg it with many fair, both pub- 
lick and privare, Strutures , but alſo by peopling it with a great namber of 
Families , which he brought along with him our of ſeveral other Provinces of 
the Kingdome. 
> But what contribuces molt rothe greatneſſe of this City is the AZerſchids, 
ot their Moſqueies , the Marker-places, the Baſar, the publick Baths, and rhe 
Palaces of Great Lords that have ſome relation corhe Court; but eſpecially 
the faic Gardens, whereof there is ſo great a number, that there are many Houſes 
"have two or three, and hardly any, bur hath ac leaſt or®

of them-wich delighcfull Flowers, as we do in Exrope ; but theſe they (light as 
an exceſſive Liberalicy of Nature , by whom their common fields are (trew'd 
wichao infinite number of Tulips and other Flowers ; bur they are rather de- 

to have their Gardens full of all ſorts of Fraic-Trees, andeſpecially ro 
diſpoſe them irito pleaſant Walks , of a kind of Plane or Poplar, a Tree nor 
known in Emrope , which the Perſians call Tzinnar: Theſe Trees grow up to the 
height of the Pine, and have very broad Leaves , not much unlike thoſe of the 
Vine. Their fruic hath ſome reſemblance to the Chefinur , whilethe ourer 
coxtis abour ic ; but there is no Kernel within ir , ſo that it is nor to bz caren.

Whence it comes, that there is no man that hath Children, buc he teachothew 
ro write, ad yet there are an ipfinite number of men in Per/ia who liveothhy

Ic is a pleaſant fight, as a man paſſes over the Maiden, or through the Bile," 
to ſee the Tradeſmen of all Profethons in their Shops, where they ſell whatthy 
had made at their Houſes ; for it is yery ſeldome ſeen , that a Tradeſman waly 
in his Shop , which for the molt part is ar ſome diſtance from the place where 
he lives, and conhn'd to certain parts of the Market-place, where every Tak 
hath irs diſtin& quarter, oply for the ſelling of Commodities, The moltcays 
mon Profeſſions are Weavers, Dyers, and Painters, who paint Flowers upontts 
Stuffs of Silk and Cotton , and ſomerimes even you Brocadoe. The ordny 
length of their pieces of flufts is not above five or fix Ells, it being as mudig 

viar the beft peeds for a Garment according to their Faſhion, The faireft Stuffs, as wellht 
Stuffs are made, Painting, as Workmanſhip, are made at Fefchr and Kaſchan , where they reps 
ſent upon Silk and Cotton, the figures of Perſons, and ——_ Wri 
and the CharaQters of their Language, ſo exatly done, that no Painter 
things with ſuch Life and Art. Ufing only whas they ſpend themſelesin 
, Cloaths, they Trade with the reſt into other parts, with great profir, 2s theydo 
alſo wich upwrought Cotton and raw Silk, whereof there are great quanaxies 
bronght into Exrope, through the Indies. As for the Silk , ir is worthinPaje 
vor ons 25, 6d, # 25. $9. the pound. Their ordinary weight is the Bal- 
" man, Which is not the ſame in all places ; in as much as, at / abr, ic weighsbut 
fix yrunye in Klan, where they make uſe of the Schach badman, it is ele; 
Perfia vields 329 at Scamachie and K arabath, \t is ſixteen pounds. Ir is conceived that Perju 
yearly 20300, Produces every year, one with another, ten thouſand Sommer, or twenty tha 
Balls of Silk, and Balls of Silk , every Ball weighing cwo hundred and fixreen pounds.

"ſame Morivi , fince they uſe all the means they can to hinder their getting of 
Children. What they do now is map Ugo the accompr of pleaſure , that 
their evjoyments may be heightned by che yariecy.

#Proyerb, which (aies, thar, to have a perperual Spring, a man mult often change 
Wives, and nſe them as Almanacks, which ſerve bur for a year. The Alcorar 
jermics the Mahwmerans to marry as many Wives as they are able ro maintain.

and among the reſt one, concerning Silfahar, Chan of Scamachic. He was a 
Perſon of very great Authority in the Country , and well look'd upon ac the 
Corr, —_ had Married the ſiſter of Schach-Ch:dabende. who was Father to 
Schach- Abas, This Woman conceiving a jealouſie at the affe&ion her Husband 
apreſs'd rowards another young Lady whom he had Married, and imagining 
her quality would take away all Compariſon between her and her Rival , was ſo 
highly incens'd againſt him, that ſhe reſolv'd ro be reveng'd, and rothar purpoſe

& agree npon. They call this kind of Marriage 44::tehe, and ro diſſolve it, 
there is no need of Bills of Divorce , but che time of the contra being expir'd, 
tis difſoly'd of it ſelf, unleſs both parties are mutually content to prolong ir, 
The third kind of Marrying is, when a man makes uſe of a Slaye, that he hath 
boughr, and theſe Slaves are for the moſt part Chriſtian Maids, of Georgia, whom 
the Toters of Dageſthan ſteal , to be afterwards ſold in Per/ia. The Children 
which they bear, as alſo thoſe Born in the Marriage called A:t:ehe ſhare in the 
Fathers Eftare as well as the others, who have no other advantage of them there- 
in, than what was granted the Mother by her cpntra& of Marriage: bur they 
weall account: d lawfully begotten, inaſmuch as: after the example of the anti- 
ent eAgyptians, they look upon the Father as che principle of Generation, and 
tay, the Morher does only foment and feed the Child when it is once conceiv'd ; 
add upon the ſame accompr it is, that they affirm, that the Trees which bear 
frac are the Males, and that thoſe which do nor are the Females.

told me, they had nor, bar ſaid, thar rhere Was hererofore, in Perſia, a very 
fairGlobe, which they call Felek, bur that ic was lo ducing the Warrs berwecn 
them and che Twrks, They haply meant that which Sapor,. King of Perſe, bad 
cans'dto be made of Glaſs, ſo large, that he could fit io the Centre of ic, and 
obſerve the motions of the Stars, and muſt no doubt be like that of Archimedes, 
whereof Cl/audian ſpeaks in the Epigram, which begins chus,

Antiquity mighc haply admire theſe works ; but what miracle would ir be 
chonghe , if chey ſaw che Globe which his Highneſs the Duke of Holſtein hath 
atdered to be-made in his Ciry of Gorrorp. Ir is a double Globe , made of Cop- 
y ten foot and a half Diame:er, ſo that wichio it, ren perſons may fic at a 
able, which, wich che ſears about it, hangs at one of its poles. There a man 
may ſee, by means of an Horizoncal Circle within the Globe, how the Stars and 
the Sun ic (elf, coming out of irs Centre, moves of it ſelf throngh its Eclipeick

bws thar of the Heavevrs, and derives that motion from certain Wheels, driven 
by the water, which is brought ont of a Moantain hard by, and let in, as it re- 
quires more or leſs, according to the ſwifcneſs of the Sphears.

Feffivals, and Religions Ceremonies , which are appoinred on certain daies of, Pcrfia, 
the Moneth, and theſe monerhs beginning and ending with the Moon, make 
their year ſhorrer than ours by ewelve daies. Their Solar year is of 365. daies, 
ind was ſo accounted even in thetime of Alexander the Great , as Q:; Curtins 
expreſsly obſerves in the 7. Chap. of the 3. Book of bis Hiſtory, where he 
ſaies, ſpeaking of Dar:ws's Rerinne , that, afrer the Mag:, follow'd three hnn- 
dred fixty five young Men, compleat ing the number of the daies of their year, 
which conſiſted of ſo many daies, that is to ſay, twelve Moneths of thirty daies 
a piece, and five daies over and above. Ir begins, at that very minute that the 
Sun, .entring inco Ares, makes the Equinox, and brings in che firſt day of che 
Spring That day they call Naw, or New ws, that 1s, the new day. They 
count the years of their age, according to the courſe of the Sun, ſothat to ex- 
preſs how old they are, they ſay, they have liv'd ſo many Namw's, that is, ſo 
many yea's, It 1s one of = p'incipal fun&Rions of the Ainatzim, to obſerve, 
byche Aftrolabe, the happy minate , in which rhe Sun comes to the Xquaror, 
andas ſoon as he declares it is , they all begin co rejoyce. Their Epoche is the 
Hegirs, or flight of Mahomer, which falls on the 10, of July, in the 622, year 
ef. our Saviour. 
The Perſians had heretofore their Almanack, or Takbuim , which was parti»

Theyare very meanly clad ,with a kind of 
Coat, of ſeveral pieces, quilted like Martrefles, Some of them. wear ouely | 
hairy skin, having at the walte, inſtead of a Girdle, a Serpent of braſs, giventhen 
by cheir Do@ors, when they make their profeſſion, as 4 mark of their Leaning, 
It is the Swffibaſchi, or chief of the S»uffi who Conſecrates them in the 
at Ardebil, Iſpahan, and Meſchet, Theſe Abdallas tradge op and down theMg. 
kets and other pnblick places;'to aſſemble the people, and Preach to them the 
Miracles of their Saints, and to curſe Abubekgr, Omar, Oſman, and Hamfe, willh 
the Saints of the Zsbegues T artars , of whom they relate ridiculons and obſcene 
Rories, to make them abominable and deſpicable. This Contribates 
ro the eſtabliſhment of their Religion, and heightens in the Children the by 
tred they have againit the 7#rks, for thoſe are the chief Andirors of theſt Myc 
ker-LeRnresz and thence it comes, that theſe Abdallas are never ſeen ne ths 
Frontiers of T »wrkey. There are ſome of them, who take whatever their Auditor 
vive them, and thence it comes they are alſo termed Kalarnderan ; for after 
have ſpent about half an hour iv calking and telling of Rories, much after the 
manner of our Mountebanks, they have ſome ſmall money given them, where. 
upon they diſmiſs the aſſembly, ro go and Preach in ſome othereplace. They 
have in their hand a Hatcher or Scepter of wood, wherewith they make theirs. 
ſtures, and handle them, as thoſe-in our parts, who ſhew tricks of Leger 
dorheirſticks. They ſer ont their Diſcourſe with all ſorts of Fables, and ſons 
rimes bring in ſuch palpable lies, chat ſome make no difficulty ro interrupt 
them, and reproachthem with their impndence. They are a lewd ſortof pes 
ple, addifted to all manner of vices. -'Tipling-houſes and places of publick 
proſtitution are their ordinary retrears, and they are for the moſt part Buggerers 
and High-way-men. Thar they may commit their Robberies wich greaetliſe- 
ty » they go inthe nighe time into Caves, and, Counterfeiting the neighing of 
orſes , they make a diſcovery of what number paſles by. Hence it comes,that 
chere are few that will give them ſo mnch as Lodging , in ſo much chat theywe 
forc'd to take np their quarters 1n Chapels, built for that purpoſe nett the 
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Moſqueyes.

The interrments of great Lords and perſons of qualiry are performed with 
great Pomp, ,and the body is accompany'd by a great proceſſion. We tmade 
mention , in the fifr book of this Relation, of a Gentleman of Scamachewh 
had drunk ſo much Aquavirz, that he dy'd of it the next day. The Ceremonigof 
his interrment were as followerh, | 

In the firſt place, in the head of the Procefſron , there marched i men 
carrying Banners, and great and long Poles, much like thoſe we fad fern 
ar onr entrance into that place , withgthis difference onely, that thoſe nt 
this Funeral were wreath'd. Next marChed fonr Horſes , the firſt whereof 
carried the Bow and Arrows of the deceas'd, and the other chree ſome part 
of his Cloaths, Aﬀter theſe, one of his Menial ſervants, mounted on w9- 
cellent Mule , carry'd his Mendil, or Twrbant. This man was follow'd bytw 
men carrying , on their heads, certain Towers, which they call Nachd, + 
dorn'd with great Plumes of Feathers, who danc'd and leap'd ro the ſound 
of the Muſick, which came after them, and conſiſted of Tabours, and Cop- 
pet baſins, which they firuck one againſt another. Between this Mufick ad 
the Dancers, there were carried eight Diſhes of Preſerves , having each 
them a Sngar-Cake in the midit, cover'd with blue paper , which 1s the 
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' Jour of their Mourning , and about every Cake three Wax-Candles lighted.

Karib-Schach, inſtead of improving this firſt advancage, which might have gi- 
xn requration to his Arms, grew ſoinſolent thereupon , and withall ſo negli- 
; that he premirted his people to enlarge their quarters to the adjacent 
, where they fell ro merrimenr and making good cheery/while he conti- 
med with ſome few about him at K:/ma and Famer, The Chans who obſery'd 
il bis aRions, had no ſooner notice of it, but they got together again cheir three 
Jodies , which made an Army of above 40000. men, with which they ſet upon 
thefatces of Karib-Schach in their quarters, and gave them an abſolute defear. 
Asto Karib himſelf, he had the time to get into a Garden, where be hid bim- 
kf, behind one of thoſe trees which produce ſilk,and which thoſe of the Conn- 
call Tut 4 bur he was there diſcover'd by one of the Domeſicks of Emay- 
; who knew him by bis cloaths. He intreated that T hebm,or Servant, to ſave 
lis life, by ſurniſbipg him with his cloaths,and promis'd him,in requital, good 
ſom of mony, beſides the Preſent he-made him 1n hand of a great many Jewels. 
The Servant made as if he conſented , bur aſſoon as tie goron XKarib's garment 
wdſmord, be ſaid ro bim, Tt is 1 who am now King,and thou art but Trayror, 
10d thexeppon calling ro ſome-of-his Camerades, he ſeiz'd upon him, and pur. 
hiniveoche Palenk, 'Schach-Sefi would needs ſee him, and had him brought to 
where he then was, making his entrance into ir, accompany'd by five or 
hundred Curtezans, who inceſſantly jeer'd him in his Royalry,and did bim 
Ubonſand indignities and affronts. 
© They began bis execution by a very extraordinary puniſhment. For Schach- 
$f cane'd him to be ſhod, hands and feer, like a Horſe, and rold him he did irc 
his eaſe, in regard that being accuſtom'd ro go upon the far and ſofc ground 
Kiley, he would otherwiſe hardly endure the fropy and rugged waies of Per- 
ſs Having ſuffered him to languiſh ip that condition three daies,they broughe 
lim tothe Maidan, where they ſet him on the rop of a Pole, and kill'd bim with 
The King baving ſhor the firſt, oblig'd all the Lords of the Court ro 
follow bis example, bidding thoſe that lov'd him do as he had done. Upon thac

Aſſoon as this revolt was appeas'd, the X:/ck were diſ-armvd, and they wite 
forbidden ro buy Arms , upon ſo great penalties, chat ever fince that timechy 
have not dar'd cohaye any, not ſo much as a Sefir, or Ring, wherewith the 2+, 
frans bend their Bows, ſo far were they from being allow'd Fire-arms, 


a Hede-bill,which they call Das,having a handle of wood four foot long; where. 
with they cur wood, dreſs their Vines, and do ſeveral other things, T 
called Taliſch, who hve berween Kecker and Meſavderan, who expreſs drhvirhs 
delicy, and affe&ion to the King's ſervice, in the War againſt Xa7:b,hare,onthe 
contrary, the privilege of uſing all ſorts of Arms, 

The K:/ch \ wear a ſhorter Garment than the other Perſians, by reaſonofthe 
moiſture aad mooriſhneſs of rhe Country. They are not of (o yellowiſh 
complexion as the reſt of the Perſians, but of a much clearer , in regadrhexir 
thereis mach more remperate, than in other parrs ofthe Kingdom. TheWe- 
men of the Taliſch's are the handſomelt of any in Perſia, and covet notthei 
faces as much as the others do. Maids have their hair ry'd upin 24-015, 
creſſes, which havg down over their backs and ſhoulders, bur married Wonen 
have but rev or twelve. Their Garments are ſo ſhort before, that they hidenee 
their Smocks, andinſtead of ſhoes, they were Sandals of wood, which they f 
Ren with a firing to the heel, and , with a barron or larcher of wood, bermeen 
the great roe and the next to it : but in regard the gronnd iis yery fat there upon 
any rain, they commonly $0 bare-foot as well as the men. The Caps worn 
the Kileck are of a coarſe Cloath , but thoſe of the Taliſch are of black Land 
skiv. Theſe rwo people have each of chem cheir particular Langnage, wich 
differs from the Perſian, only as ro Diale&; though chere be ſo liedraghvn 
berween that of K:/an and that of the Tal:ſch, that they have much adoroun- 
derſtand one the other. For example, to ſignify a Dog, a Perſian will fy Sek,. 2 
Kilek,, Seggi,and a T aliſch, Spech, There 18 no Province in all Perſia, whereche 
Women rake more pains than they do in that of K:/ar, They ace commonly 
employ'd in ſpinnivg, and making Stuffs of Cotton, Flax, and Silk, asalſoin 
making Duſchab, and Syrrop of Wine, which they ſell by jarcs, and _—

id Nabarrss. The River of Dinatſar, which is about the mid-way, ſerves for a 
common Frontier to rhe Goverments of K ecker and A/tara, which oblig*d che 
(dlenter of Kerkgr, who had accompany'd us (© far, to take leave, and recom- 
mendus ro the conduR of the Calenter of Aſtara, who waired for us on the Ri- 
ver fide. The Canton is called Kargars. The Calenter carried us ont of the high- 
,and conduRed us through Corn-gronnds to a Village named Seyg.a-haſa- 
r4, where we _ that vighr, and found, brought chither, before us, five wild 
ad hunted, purely upon onr accompr, and for our entertain- 
ment, All che Foreſts of thoſe parcs are well ftor'd with them, in regard the

The 3. we deparred betimes in the morning, in ſnowy and rainy weather, and 
contion'd onr way along the Caſpian Sea, drawing towards Ea-nonh-eaft. 
Our way lay ſo neer the Sea, thar the Horſes many cimes went into the water 
upto the Girts, nay ſome of our people fell, horſe and man, into'the water? 
fothat chis prov'd one of the worlt daies journey we had, eſpecially for this, 
that; afrer we had travell'd ſeven large leagues, we were forc'd to lodge that 
aha a wretched Village, named Howe-/emmur , where all we could get was 


thonſe over our heads. 

4. We were upon our Way again very betimes inthe morning, having re- 
ceivdfreſh horſes. We rtravell'd four leagnes along the Sea-coalt, going ro- 
wards the North. Then we paſs'd through a Fore(t of two leagues, and, in that 
ſpace of ground, mer with rwo and twenty Rivers ; whereof the chiefeſt are 
called Lome, Konab,and Beskeſchan. The,Bridges we were to paſs over, were ſo 
bad; that many of our company fell into the warer, nay there were three Pea- 
ſants and four horſes drown'd, and fix more died by the way. 

The Chan of Aftara, with a troop of 200. horſe, met us within halfa league 
-- rm, where we were to take up our quarters, and accompany'd the 
ors to their lodgings, which he had taken up for them in houſes ſcat- 
ter'd up and down among the trees, The name of the Village, as alſo of rhe 
River, which runs through it, is Chocked-hene. The word Chorkedehene fignities, 
dry-month, and they have given it that name, for this reaſon, thar, the Sea is 
ſo ſhallow there , char che Fiſh cannot ger into the River, The Char lives at 
Aferewhich place hath irs name from the Province,and is an open place with- 
carany walls, as Reſcht is, within a quarter of a league 'of the Caſpran Sea. His 
mme was Snu-Chan, a perſon furniſh'd with all che qualities requiſite in a Go- 
Rmonr of a Province.

The Vines in theſe parts are ſo big , that they exceed 8 man's bulk, Lhave 
ſaid as much before, though I believe ſome will hardly believe it : but defides 
chat all who cravell'd with us , are ey-wicneſles of chis truth, I may —_— 
make good what I affirm, the Authority of Strabo, who ſaies the ſame 
the Vines of Margiana, Which is part of the Province of Choraſas, and ad 
thereto, that no ttock almoſt but yields an ordinary pail-full of Wine ; whi- 
is very certain, and yet I have ſome reaſon to doubt of whar he furtherafigs, 
chat the banches there are above four foot long. 

We ſaw neer A/tara,at the foot of the mountain of Schindayn, the Vil 
Schich-Sahadan, which enjoyes an abſolute exemprion, granted it, upon they. 
compt of rhe Sepulchre obSchich-Sahadan, Aly's Maſter. 

Febr. 7. we got ſeven leagues further , along the Sea-ſide , and came, by , 
very Rreight pailage, into the Province of Leygerkwnarn, The only way tocome 
into it is by a Bak, rais'd berween the mountains and the ferns, beſideswhich 
there is vo other paſſage. Ar the end of the ſaid bayk , we came to thekirer 
Serdane, and afterwards to the Town of Lexkeran, upon the River #aſaſogh, 
This Town, as alſo all the adjacent Country,derives 1ts name from theeaſy a 
chorage of ſhippivg thereabouts, though, to ſpeak rigorouſly, there is nohareg 
ip thole parts , but only a kind of Bay, between rwo C apes, or Pr 
which reach a great way into the Sea, one on Lenkeran-fide, whichiscorerd 
wich trees, on the other on K:f/agats-l1de, on which there is nothing batcanes, 
Bur the Sea thereabont is ſo ſhallow, that lictle Veſſels can bardly ger inchere; 
and when they are in, they ly expos'd to the violence of the Eaſt-wind, 

George D.ttander ſaies, in the Relation of his Travels, that, in rhe year 160z, 
there came to thar place by Sea an Ambaſlador from Rudolph I. E of 
Germany, and that he died there with molt of his retinne : but the Inhabj 
thereabouts, from whom I would have inform'd my ſelf of that particaler, 
knew nothing of it. The Kwrtzibaſchi hath the revenue of the Conntryallowd 
him as part of his pay 3 though our A{ehemandar and the Perſians, for whatres» 
ſons I know not, would have perſwaded us, that it belong'd to the Chan of 4r- 
debil, and depended op his Government, We were receiv'd there by aifr,oc 
Secretary, who had the over-ſ1ght of the Demeſn inthoſe parts, 

We continu'd there the $.9. and 10 aſwell to refreſh the Camels,whighthe 
ill and ſlippery waies had almoſt wearied off their legs, as in expeRationof the 
reſt of our retinue, who were nor yer come up with the baggage, and niththem 
freſh horſes, for the better proſecution of our Journy. 

The 11, we left Lenkerar, and travell'd five leagues on to K:/lagats, 
that day four great Rivers, to wit, thoſe of K a/ſiende, Noabine, 7 2.111, and 
the three former over Bridges , and the laſt , which was very broad , iplitle 
Boats, ſwimming over the horſes; Art our cominrg our of the River, wewere 
forc'd to travel, with much inconyenience, for half a leagne orberrer, 
the water, which the adjacent Sea had forc'd up there, and roſend the 
by Sea , in ſix great Fiſher-boats. The Sea-ſide, in thoſe pares, is cover 
over with Canes, as are alſo the Ilands alovg the coaſt, where the Coſaques ſome 
rimes ly in ambuſh, to ſurprize and ſer upon the ſhips which paſsthac way, 
alſo in expeRation of an opportunity to croſs over to the Continent.

The Perſians call that which is in Perſida, Bend-Emur, by reaſon ofugrea 
Miracle , which they believe Aly did there, and ir falls inco the Oceanneer 
the Perſian Gulf, That which we croſs'd over in che Hearhs of Mohan, fill 
keeps its name, which is deriv'd, if we may credit Exſtathis, from the Greek 
word *Agdooew, which fignifies to pluck, inas much as, when it overflons, 
ic placks np, and carries along with it whatever lies in its way.

Areb-Chan intreated the Ambaſſadors to be preſent at an aRion , which 
he knew conld not be otherwiſe than advantageous to him , in ſo much 
that he had got a large doſe of drink, ere he went ont of the City. He 
was mounted on an excellent Roan horſe , without any Arms, canling to 
be led before him ſeveral other gallant horſes with rich crappings, and 
having about his perſon fifteen of his Guard, with their Carabins. and 4 
retinune of about four hnndred men , beſides the Ambaſſadors, andrheCs 
lenter , who accompany'd him with their Domeſticks, He march'd in this

The Ambaſſadors return'd him anſwer, that chey were nor 
Mrchancs, buc Ambaſſadors, and that conſequently they might paſs all places 
ou peyiog : That they would Rand upon their privilege, and that if the 
Sbemba/ offer'd them any violencegthey ſhould ofo what were conſonanttothe 
lnof Natureand Nations to prevent ic.

the hands of thoſe —— For, hearing that we were nat above a Ulttrer of 

a league from the Sea-fide, I left the Company, raking along with me the Mz. 

' fier's mate,Cornelins Nicholaſon, to go and obſerve the fituarion thereof; bays 

were hardly gotthicher , *ere we diſcover'dat adiftance two Tartars, follow, 
within two or three hundred paces, by eight more, who,afſoon as they pereviyy 
us>made all che hafle they could cowards us; but we ſoon recover'd theRgw, 
The cwofirfi ſeeing us retreat, purſu'd vs in full ſpeed, with their Javeling in 
their hands ; till the other eighc,doubting,ic ſeems, rhar we might not he alone 
in thoſe parrs, got upto a hill, to take a view ofthe Country, and ſeeingall bur 
Company, from which we could not be above a Musket-ſhor diltant,theyall'g 
to the other two, to give them norice it wts 11 vain to purſue us, | 
. they rode on gently, and came all rogether ro the Company, ſaluted ir,admir' 
our cloaths,and would needs ſee our Piſtols, but were nor permicred tohandle 
them. 

We met that day with ſeyeral parties of T artars, ſome appearing beſore ng, 
ſome behind ns. * Some only paſs'd by, others accompany'd us a quaiitrofs 
league or better. Some cry'd whether we would ſuffer them to croſs uswonr 
march ; but we would nor permir it. 

Come to Tarku. Having travel d ſeven leagues thar day , we came at night before theCityof 
Tarks,and encamped without the Ciry, neer a Founrain, within a quarterofa 
league of the Sea, 

- Thenexr day, Apr. 17. the Lordof the place ſent his Brother, accompany 
by three perſons of quality, ro complement us,and make proflers of his friend- 
ſhip and ſervices. . ; 

The Chan himſelf, being fick,could not come in perſon,which rhe Ambaſſadors 
underRanding,they ſent their Phyſicianco him,as well co return their rhanks for 
his civilicies, as to offer his aſſiltance, for the recovery of his health, He madeafe 
of him , and found ſuch eaſe , that ſome dates afrer,he ſent to complementihe 
Ambaſſadors, and thank them for the care they had had of him. 

He was a Lord, of about 38. years of age, named Szrchou Chan, and 
himſelf deſcended fromthe Kings of Per/ia, with whom he held ſo good carte» 
ſpondence, that when the Dageſthars are ingag'd in a war amongſt chemlelves, 
he implores thie afſiftance of rhe Schach,who tails not ro back him. His authority 
is very conſiderable among them, yer not ſo abſolate, but that ſeveral Myſe, 
of his kinred, participate of the Government, Nay he had a Nephew, a youbget 
Brother's ſon, who was Lord of ſome part of the City. 

Tatku the Me» The City of Tarks,the Merropolis of all Dage/than,lies within the mountus, 

trovolis of Da- berween (ieepy rocks, which are ſo full of ſhels,thar they ſeem to conſilt of 10- 

eſtan, thing elſe,there being not the ſpace of a hands breadth, but a man meers wirhfive 
or fix of rhem,moſt,abour the bigneſs of Wall-nut-ſhell.

they were gone,the Prince of Oſmn's Brother cameto viſit us. He expreſs'd ſome. 
what of civility, and made us great proffers of his ſervices. After him, camethe D,. 
rnga of the City of T ark, We ask'd him, why we were not furniſh'd withconre, 
niences of carriadge for our Baggage. He ingennonſly rold ns, that we werenorrs 
expeR any,rill we had made a Preſent ro Swrkou Chan. The next day, there wone 
ſent him,ro wir, a pair of gold Bracelers,a pound of Tobacco, a Piſtol, a Fi 

barel of Powder, rwo pieces of Perſia-Sarin, and ſeveral ſorts of Spices, withthis 
meſſage wirhall, that a barel of Aquavice ſhould be ſenc him,as ſoon as we camery 
Terki. This Preſent took bim fo, as that he preſently promis'd we ſhould haveall 
conveniences, for mony, and invitgd the Ambaſſadors to come and dine withhin, 
It was taken into'confideration wiWher they ſhould go, or not; bur ar laſt, was 
reſoly'd they ſhould, raking alovg with them four other perſons. Fo! 

The cloath was laid npon the ground, according to the Per/iar way, wi the 
whole enrercainment confiſted in fonr diſhes, wherein there were lirtle (lice of 
Mutton, drawn upon ſticks, ſome Whirings, and Cnrds, and in four other\efle; 
diſhes, Rice, with pieces of Mntron in it, and raifins of rhe Sun. The Caryerfae 
in the middle of the diſhes, and having broke a long thin Cake, he caſt a piecedfir 
to every one of the Gueſts, He alſo rore the pieces of Mear and the Fiſh, burdl 
was done only by his hands,which were $ black as his face; ſo that the far 
berween his fingers, and mingling with the dirt from which it took anotherco- 
loar, almoſt rurn'd our fRomacks.

he was ſetat liberty. We interr'd the deceas'd, by the advice of certain 
"art ar-women, who wereChriſtians , in rhe Rc WR our horſes Rood, and 
made a Graye without the Quarcers,into which was puran empty Coffinjcheing 
certain chat the 7 artars would, after onr departure thence, dig up the Carcaly, +6 
ive it their Dogs. There died alſo a rich 24»/covian Merchant. His bodywg in 
Im'd, and brought to Terk;,where it was buried, in the Chnrch-yard, i 
to thoſe of his Religion; Amidſt all theſe afli&ions and misfortunes; the T;

May's .wediſpatch'd a man to S/than Mahmud,to deſire paſſage. Onr 
return'd rhe next day, accompany 'd by four Tartars, who told ns from rhe Schaw- 
kal, that, he wondred mnch to hear, that Swychou-Chan would perſwade them, he 
was 2 famous Robber and faithleſs perſon : that he had given him no cauſe to 
dreſs him in ſach'a character, and that he ſhould take occaſion to reſent it, For us, 
he proffer'd all his credit, and bis Subje&s,for the advancement and ſafety of our 
jonrvey ; andthar if we darſt not rruſt him, he was ready to ſend ns threeofthe 
principal Lords of the Conntry as hoſtages,whom we ſhould either rake aloog with 
ns, Or leave with Swrchou-Chan, till we were out of his Juriſdition. 

Theſe unexpected proffers pur ns to ſome difficulty what we ſhonlddo: bat 
hearing, that S»/rhaz Mahmad lived otherwiſe than his Father had done, who, hu- 
yingdishonour'd his Country by continnal robberies, had reform'd his life, end,to 
explare his fins, wenr on pilgrimage ro Meca, and ro Mahomer's Sepnlchrewe ic 
Cepred of his proffers; and that the more willivgly,in thac rhe 6, following, vets 
ceiv'd Letters from Derbent,wherein che Perſian Ambaſſador ſent us word, thatds 
ing oblig'd co continue there till he had receiv'd his diſparches and the Interpretet 
he expeRed from the Court , and thinkingit would be a monerh longer ere he 
came to Tarks, he left it to our choice, whether we wonld expe him, or proſe 
cate our journey.

May 16, wedepirted. He himſelf, accompany'd by fifry horſe, convwydu 
through a thick Wood; half aleagne from Andre, where he took leave of ns; with 
much civility.

Foreſt. This Riveris very mnddy, and neer as big, bnt nor ſo ſwift as that of 
Running Notthward, abovr- five leagues from the Caſpian Seay it is dividedinto 
two branches, whereof one, heretofore named Terk, and now Time»kiyhath derived 
ies name co the City of Terk;,by which ir paſſes, and is abour fifty foot broad.

All is of marble, ſo ſmooth and poliſh*d, that it might ſerye for a Looking-gla(s, 
2 well as char of the palace Royal ac /ſpabher. On both ſides of the doors, there 
ee ſeveral figures of men, carved, whereof ſome are icing, others ſtand, bur 
fals down over their ſhoulders, great beards, and habits falling down ro their 
heels, wich very wide leey2s, and a girdle about their garmencs. They haye all 
round caps upon their heads ; which, being much different ffom the ordinary habic 
of the Perſians at preſent, argues a great antiquity, Ar a ſimall diſtance, there ate 
wo other Chambers, builr afcer che ſame manner,and of rhe ſame bigneſs, where- 
of there is nothing left but th: doors, and the croſs-bars of che windows: 
The fruRure ſeems to have hid many doots, which the Perſians obſerve to 
tis day in their buildings, ſo to make Way for the winds they ftand in need of to 
ade themſelves. Near theſe chambers there may be ſeen, engraven upon a ſquare 
pillar, certain anknown charaRters, which haye nothing common wich either 
the Greek, Hebrew, or Arabian, not indeed wich any other language. Ther: are 
welve lines of theſe charaKers, which, as to their figure , are triangular, Pira- 
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midal, or like obe-iſques,bur ſo well graven and ſo propottionare, that thoſe whow 


did them cannot be thought Barbarians : Some believe,they are Teleſmes, and that 
they contain ſome ſecrets which Time will diſcover. Beſides theſe, there is alſo a 
oreat Court, upon the ſame ground-work, which is ninery paces fquare, having 
an each fide rwo gates, whereof ſone are fix, othets bur three paces wide, all builc 
of a very well poliſh*d marble, whereof che ſeveral pieces are eight foot in length 
and three in breadch. In another Court there are repreſenredlin cary'd-work, in 
marble, barrels, criumphs, and Olympick games, yery well done ,and with an 
exalt obſervance of proportion, Upon every gate is repreſented a man, with a 
graceful countenance, ftring, and holding in one hand 2 globe, in the other 2 
ſcepter, though the Kings of Perſia never ſate in that poſture. I had the chtioficy 
toget up on high, where I found the figure of a King at his deyotions, adoting th= 
Sun, fire and a ſerpenc. It is nor eafie to afficme wherher the ArchireFure of this 
palace be of che Jomick, Dorick,, or (orinth;an order, th: building is ſo ruin'd 
though there be yer as much letr, as would find york for a good ab'e Painter for 
fix monchs, © Tix a thouſand pities, that no body hath yer had the cutiolity ro have 
agraven, had it been onely our of rhis motive, chat the barbarous people rhere- 
aours raine ic dayly more and more, and conrey away the ſtones, to carry on 


ptivite buildings, e/£/;an ſayes, that th: Grand Cyrus was grown famous for Libt.c.5g. 


the Palace he had built in th2 City of Perſepolis, whereof he had himſelf lay'd

and got that day ten Leagues, to the city of Schiras, 

In this city I mer wich four Italian Carmelites, who have a very handſoge 
well builc Monaſtery there,and enjoy an abſolute libercy of conſcience, iunde; 
the juriſdition of the King of Perſia. There had alſo been herecofore a Monge. 


dg deſeri- ry of Auſtin-Friers ; bur they were forc'd thence, with the other Porzug 


when the Ciry of Ormm was taken from them, Schiras is the chief City of che 
province of Fars, at 29. degrees, 36 minutes, ſeatedin a y2ry pleaſant placegr the 
foot of certain mountaines upon the river Sendemer, heretofore called Araxe,, 
which deſembogues it (clfe into the Perſian gulf. We were told, the City hag 
been much bigger then it is now, though chere be in ir at preſent above tenthoy- 
ſand houſes ; which I che more eaſily credited, in that we found all about it, and 
half a Teague beyond the ruines of the gates, and walls of a great City, Whatexer 
Nature ſupplyes mankind withal,nort only for necefſity,bur alſo for pleaſure, is here 
to be had in great abundance; as Wheat, Wine, Oranges, Lemmons, Pomegranas, 
Almonds, Dates, Piſtachoes, &c, andthe lovely cypreſs trees afford a plealanc 
ſhade again(t the exceſſive heates. The beſt Wine of all Perſia growes hereabours, 
and in ſuch abundance that jc is tranſported all over the Kingdome, eſpecullyto 
the Court,where the King and great Lords drink uot any other, *Tis more ſpnehe.. 
ly,and more pleaſanc then Canary ; bur in regard no perſon of quality bur drinks 
of it, and is willing to treat his friends with Schiras Scharab, it is deat enough a 
1ſpahan, where it is ſold at half a Crown a pottle. The ſoi'e hereabourg 
is y:ry fertile, and produces abundance of Wheat and Fruit. The ſheep which are 
of an Aſh-grey colour, wich an eye of white, have their wooll curled or frizled, 
and their tails are ſo big and ſo far that they weigh 18. or 20, pound. The ad- 
Jacenc Forreſts afford abundance of Maſtick, which che Countrey people gather 
in diſhes faſined to the Trees, Ir is at firlt green bur the Air in time corrupting 
Ic gives it the brown colour it is of, when brought into Exrope, 1 fayed eight 
dayes at Schiras, as well to relt my horſes as to fortifie my ſelf againſt the bar 
ſhip I was to expe& in my fiture crayel, ic being a hurdred Leagues to Ormer, 
through a Country where I ſhould nor find what Left behind me at Schrraswhich 
1s doubtleſs the principil City of Perſia, for Wine and Women ; and affords 
ſo great enjoyments to thoſe who can uſe theſe rwo things with mod2ration, that 
the Perſians are wont to ſay, that if CAfahomer had taſted the pleaſures of Schi- 
74s, he would have deſired God to make him immortal here ; I lefc ic the fifth of 


FEBRY ART, February, and paſſed by gwo Caravanſeras, and took up my lodging ar the third, 


having travell'd that day ten Leagues, through a fair even way. 

The fixth, I got ſeaven Leagues, having a very bad way, but in ſight of many 
Villages, whereof the proſpe& was the more pleaſant, by reaſon of the Date-trees 
all abour them. 

The 7. I paſſed by one of theſe Caravarſeras, and got that day 10 Leagues. 
raking up my quartersin the lictle City of Scharims, in th2 middle of a forreit of 
date-rrees. The fiye dayes following were the moſt croubleſome of all my life 
For the 8. of February, we got bur five Leagues, through che molt horrid way 
in the 'world. I cannot imagine how people made a ſhift to travel that way, before 
Imancali Chan (of whom ſomewhat hath bzen ſaid elſewh2re,who was fo cruelly 
Pur ro death wich all his children,by Schach Sefi)cauſ'9 it to be repaired, with incre- 


dible expence, when at this day a man cannot paſs, bur in great danger of his 


life, by reaſon of th2 uneyen and narrow wayes, between feepy mountains on 
the one (ide, and dreadful percipices on the other ; where 1 very ngrnonty -

aded boch my cravel and life, in the precipices, I lodg'd at nightzin a Carevarſera, 
where 1 bad a houſe over my head ; but that was all, for there was neither proven- 
# for my horſes, nor any thing for my ſelf and my ſervants to ear. 

The 9, having tray-1l'd three Leagues, I came to a Caravasſera, Where I found 
wiſe meat. Afcer dinner, I gor five Leagues farther, to another Caravanſera ; 
but meeting there with the Armenian Caravanne,and the ( arwelrte Father, whom 
| ſpoke of before, I rode on, and cravelV'd rwo Leagues farther toa village called

Ferry and lodg*d nor far from it, in one of the beſt Caravarſeras that I mer with Berry:

The 10. I had very ill way, along the mountain: I preferred this before ano- 
ther fairer way which I might have caken by che plaines, bur more aboue by four 
Lexpues: Late at night I came to the City of Laar, 

The City is ſeared at the foot of a mountain, in a ſpacious plain, its houſes are 
wilt of brick bak®d in the Sun 3 bur the Cicadel is very advantageouſly ſeared on 
the mountain, and well fortified with a rampire of free-ftone. There 1s no wine, 
ur abundance of Dares in theſe parts, The Inhabicants drink onely water, which 
teing thick and troubled muſt needs be very unwholſome, as is alſo che Are 
thereabours ; whence ir comes, that no Inhabicane almoſt but is troubled with a 
lindof worm which breeds between the fleſh and the skin, about an ell long, 
ndwhich is with much difficulty got out after che manner we ſhall have occafi- 
aato ſpeak of hereafter; Hitherro we had been more ſenſible of cold chen heat; 
ep this place we began to think the hear of the Sun troubleſome, 

Iſtayed one whole day at Zaar ; but when I would have gone thence the 12. 
tzy would nor ſuffer me to goour of the Carevasſera, till I had paid halt a 
Taman,wvhich amounts to berween fourty and fifty ſhillings. I Rood our, and al- 
kedgd that being no Merchant, they conld nor exa& that dury from me : bur 
the receiver of it very much preſſing the payment, I ſent my Paſporr, and the 
letters of recommendation which the King had written on my behalf ro the 
fultan of Gamron, to the Governour of the Ciradel, who immediately ſent an 
_ of the Garriſon, with order for my departure, withour any further 
trouble,

They ſay the City of Laer was builc by Pulaes, the ſon of Siroes, who had co his x1 deſcribes, 


kcceflor Gorgion CMelech, firlt King of Laar, and of whom the two and thir= 
tiech Succetior was Ebrahins Chan who was exeaed by Schach Abas, King of 
Perſian the year 1602. Ir hath about four thouſand houles, but neither gates nor 
wals, but onely a Calile built there by the Perſians ſince their conqueſt, upon- 
: rock, wiuch commands the City, there being but one way co go up to 
tandthat ſo narrow, that two horſes can hardly go areal in it. The wals of 
C are cut out of the rock, and the Garriſon confilts of a hundred men, a ſufficient 
wmber co make good that place, though there be iv the Magazine armes for three 
and men, The water they have within it is brackiſh; ſothat thoſe of che 
Gartiſon are oblig'd co ſave that which fals from the sky, whereof they have abun- 
ac certain ſeaſons of the year, I travelld chat day 14. Leagues to a Cara- 
verſera neer a little village. 


Thus great dayes journey did me no (mal prejudice, though I had felc ſome alce- The Autbour: 
ton in my health at my departure from Schiyas. Bur the great journeyes, eſpe indiſpofution.

&d, and che inſupportable heats, broughe me to ſuch gripings in the belly, which

Inthe Evening came to the ſame lodging an Engliſh man, who wag 1, 
ſucceed him who was the chief of the Merchants at Iſpahan, accompanied 
another Merchant of the ſamz Nation, with whom 1 had ſome acquaintance gy. 
ring my abode at the King of Perſia's Court. They were weil provided with thir 
kind of - Spaniſh wine, wich is called Seck,, though the true name of it be Xeque, 
from the Province whence it comes; Which,togerher With two good meals 
co they had invited me, a little comforted my ftiomack, and recruited my ſpiiry 
at leaſt as far as the poſture of my hea'th would permit. They gave me Lemerg 
recommendation to an Exglifh Merchant of Bandar Gamron, whom they intey. 
ed to lodge me in ths Indian Company Houſe there, and to afliſt me all thar 
in his power, in my voyage to Swratts. They took horſe afcer ſupper, butmy ig. 
diſpolition kept me there till the 22.0f February, That day I travelled fix Lez 
to a Caravarſera, wh2re I relied my ſelf,cill che heat of the day was overand they 
got thre: Leagues further, co another ( aravarſera. I grew worle and worſe,jy.. 
ſomuch char my former indiſpoficion being heighgned inco a burning feaver, 1 ws 
reduc'd to the greateſt extremity, Bur there was no ſaying in a place where [

thicher, che 23. of February, th: Exgliſh, French and Dutch came to give mea yi. 
ft, and having had an accompr of my quality and d-ſign, as alſo of thenawre of 
my indiſpoktion, which was come to a bloody flux, with a burning feaver, 
rook me ſo much into their care, that within four dayes the feayer lefe me, and [ 
mad- a ſhift to vifit the S»/thas or Governour of the City. | 

I had before ſent him che Lerters of recommendation which Schach Sei had 
oiyen me, dire&ed ro him, ſo that he no ſ09n2r heard of my recoyery, bur he ſent 
co inyite me to dinner, whicher I went the 28. Afoon as I wis come into the 
roome, he made me fit do,vn by him, and rofurther my diyerfion and emtertain- 
ment, he had intreated the Dutch M-:rchants ro bear me company, by which , 
means I had the opportunity to be acquainted with chem. I ſhall ſay norhing of 
the patticularicies of this Entertainment, becaulc there was nothing 1n it extraot- 
diniry, or inore thenwe had ſeen at 1ſpahan and elſewhere, 

The ſame day came to Gamron a veſlel from Swratta, of 600. Tun burthen, Te 
belong'd to the Governour of Suratta, who had employ*'d an Engliſh Carpenter 
in the building of ic. There came in ic a certain Queen who was a widdow, Mo- 
ther to the King of Gelkende, with her Daughrer. The King fell in love with the 
Daughter, and wou'd hay2 married her, but che Mother would by no meanes con- 
ſent co that inceſt, upon Which he had forc*d her out of the Kingdome. The daugh» 
cer came along with her Mother,preferring the miſeries of exile before the enjoy» 
ments of that inceſtuous marriage. It was reported, the Mothers deſign was to 
matcy her Daughter co che King of Perſia, or one of the cheifet Lords of the 
Kingdome, 

March 11, The Perſians celebrated their Nawrw or firſt day of their yet 
with th2 ceremonies mentioned in the fourth book of the precedent Travels 
into Perſia, th ſame day the Snlthaz invited me again to dinner, with ſeveral 
Engliſh and Dutch.

The ſame day died my Surgeon of a burning Fever, on the ſevench day of his 
kckneſs. 1 muſt conteſs the loſs of him was a very great affliftion to 
me. For belides the great ſervices he had done me, and thoſe he migir 
fill doe me in my fickneſs which I bad nor quice ſhaken off ; 1 might 
have expeted many other good offices from him, upon the account of his 
being well skill'd in the Languages he had gorten by travelling into Spain, Italy, 
Ielard, and the Eaſt Indies, where he had bzen ewice. Toallewiate this affliction, 
I wenc op2 day abroad awalking wich one of che Exg/iſþ Merchants,along the river 
ſide, where I ſaw one of thoſe Trees which ©. Cur114 makes mention of in the 
9. Book of his Hiſtory, in theſe rerms , ** Alexander having croſſed the river with 
« Porgs, Went a good Way into the Indies, where he ſaw Forreſts of a very valt ex- 
" rent full of trees, whici! were very thick with boughs, and of an extraordinary 
« height. Moſt of the Branches being as, big as the boal of ordinary Trees 
*how'd down to the ground, and having raken earth,grew up firaight again;ſo thir 
*:man would think they were not branches that ſtarred up, but other trees grow- 
«pg upon their ovn toots, 

and indeed ſo it was, that the branches which came our of the boal of the tree, 
gttng to the earch did there take root, and made another ner tree, Which at 
che height of fifteen or twenty foor calt forth other branches, and'ſo became a 
Forceli, racher then a Tr2e, fince that which I ſaw there Was two hundred and 
fourteen paces abour, and might well afford ſhade to two thouſand perſons, The 
Portuguez Call it Arbol de Rays,and thoſe who have written the nacucal Hiltory 
of thole parts, The Indian Frg-trree, by reaſon of its fruit, which is abour che big- 
neſs of «mans thumb, and full of grains within, as the common Fig, but 1's rate 
more unpleaſantly luſhious, and its calour red,1nd the 1:ayes of the tree are much 
like thoſe of the Ouince-tree., 

Arthe foot of that tree, from which all the reſt ſprung,there is a lictle Chappe 
buile in honor of an Indzar Saint,or Benjay, that lies buried there. The Guardian of 
the Sepulchre, who fate ar the door, received us very kindly, and treated us with a 
collauon of A'monds,Nuts, Dates, and very good fair water. He ſuffered vs to 
come wo theChappel,wh-re we found the Saints Tombs all frew?'d with beans 
of ſeveral colours, and aboye it under a Canopy of Satin, ſeveral Lamps, which 
the Religious man is obliged co keep in night and day, We hall have occafion 
to ſpeak elſeryhere of the Religion of the /nar4»s, and particularly of that of the 
Bjevs ; and cherefore we ſhall her: onely ſay, that ir was nor by, chance that 
tie Tomb was covered with beans ; bur hence, that that Saint and the Guardian 
ous Sepulchre,were of the Se which is called th:Benjaxs , who trade much to 
Gamren, and be ieve wich Pythagoras,that the ſouls of departed perſons retreat 
Wo beans : an opinion which is very comman, not onely among the Heathens 
tbe /agdies, bur alſo all over China,

The $cituation the molt conſiderable ofall the Eaſt, Ir is ſeated upon the Perfran Gulf, between 

of Gamron, to good Caltles, which defend it againſt the deſcent of Pirats, and keep the en- 
rrance of the Hay2n, where there 1s a ſquare redoubr, with four pieces of Canon 
upon it The For. iacations of the Caſtle are Antiques, with ronnd vaſtions, bur 
very well furniſhed with great Guns. The Havenis ſo commodious, that ſhips 

Its Houſes, may anchor very ſafely at five or fix farhome warer. The houſes at Gamres ate 
buile of a certain fone Which they make of fiiff Clay, Sand, ſhredded-Sraw 
and Horſe-Dung mixt rogether, whereof having (er a Layer, they cowrit with 
a Layer of Straw or Fagots, and then another Layer of Clay and Stray, andſo 
alternately, rill they havz brought it fix or ſeyen foot. high: then they ſer re 
co it, and ſo bake the Stone; and to faſten and cement them rogether, they 
make a compoſition of the ſame paſte wich (alt water, and ſonie Lime, end by that 
means make a kind of Mortar, which is almoſt as hard as the Stone ir ſelf, 

The beſt Houſes are thoſe of the Su/than, or Governourt of the City, and the 
Lodgings, or,Ware-houſes of the Dutch and Exg/iſh, which lye ſo neat the 
Sea, that art High-water the Tide comes op to the walls of chem, which is a great 
convenience for the loading and unloading of their Merchandizes, The lower 
rooms ſerve for Kitchins and Ware-houſes, and che upper for lodgings, which art 
the more commodious in this reſpe&, thar they being high, they are the more fit

Perſons of quality, and Merchants, are clad after the Per/iaw mode, bur all the 
reſt go naked, and cover onely tie privie parts, The women weare about thzir 
arms andlegs a great many rings, or plates of filyer, brafſe, or iron, according to 
their conditions and abilities. They faſten to their hair a bodkin, or a long flac 
ran of (ilver gilt, or brafſe, which hangs down over the middle of their fore- 

tothe end of the noſe, and they thruſt ch:ough th: lefr noſtril a gold ring, 

having in the middleJa Turqueſe, a Granagg or haply a little gold knob or bur- 
ton enamell'd, or ſimple ; and the pendants they wear intheir ears are ſo heayy, 
that if choſe were noc well fafined to cheir head, they would goe near to force 
them thence, 

The great heats begin to abate in Oftob.and ſo from that time ill the beginning 
of May is the ſeaſon of greateſt trading. Then it is that all Nations come thicher 
with thir commodities, as Perſians, Arabians Indians, Banians, Armenians, Turks, 
Taters, Engliſh andDatch.Theſe laſt come chither by ſea,bur all che others by land, 
mth the Caravars, which they call Caſfi/as, and Which goe at a certain day from 
Aleppo, Bagdat, I[pahan, Sciras, Labor, Herat and Baſſara; coming all toge- 
ther in Troops, and having a Conyoy of certain Jenizaries, for the ſecurity of 
e their cravel, againſt the incurſions of the Arabiars. 

"The Hollanders and the Engliſh bring thither ready mony, and ſome certain The Traffick sf

The Ewgl;ſþ do ether ſell or truck their Engliſh cloaths, Tinne, Steel, Ing, 

filk Ruffes,and Cottons our of the /ndies ; for though there are excellen 000d 

ones made in Perſia, yet are thoſe of the Indies more efteemed, becauſe rhey ye 

finer andcloſer woven. They buy of the Perſians Satins purfled with == 

ſilver, filk-ſtuffes, and the Cortons of the Country, Perſian Tapiſtry, whic| thoſe 

of the Country call Kalichey, and the Portuguez, Alcarifer, raw ilk, Coregy 

Rhubarb, Saffron, and Roſe-water. This water is made at Sehbiras, and inth 

Province of Kerman, cither by infuſion, and then they call it Gul-ab, whence ng 

doubt the word Ju/1p comes, or by extraRtionin a Scill, and then they alli

' The King of The Covernour of the City hath the quality of S»/thev, and hath under hum, 
Perſa's Officers not a Calenter, but a Yifr or Secretary, and a Comteval, who is as it were the Cay- 
at Gamron- tain of his guard. 

The King of Perſia hath there alſo a Sabandar, or Receiver, who does not only 
receive the duties at the coming in, and going our of commodities, bur ſets 
ſuch an Impoſition upon them as he thinks fir, and Rri&ly ſearches the Ships, to 
ſee what Merchandiſes ate brought in. The Hollanders pay no duties, 
ro a priviledge they obtain'd of Schach-Abas, and whereof they endeavout 
they can to preſerye the enjoyment by the preſents they ever and anon maketo 

as es che Officers of the Court of Perſia : But the Ewghſh are ſo far from paying ay 

of the thing, that on the contrary they enjoy many ocher priviledges and <xemptions, 
and ſhould by right receive one half of the Cuſtomes, upon what account we 
declare anon, bur they have bardly the centh part allowed them, nay, are obli- 
ged to take that little which they have in Commodities. And this the Perſians do 
with ſo much confidence, and ſo openly, thar they (tick nor to affirm, when they 
are ſurpriz'd in their frauds,rhat it is noc ill done of them to endeayour the adyatt» 
rage of their own Prince, though ever ſo much to the prejudice of ſtrangers, eſpe 

_—__ they be Chriſtians. Among others, the Eng/iſh have this further privi- 

legde, to fend away yearly out of Perfia, twelve horſes; without payutg ay 

thing, whereas the Dutch are obliged co pay for the Licence of a 
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Crowns at lealt for every horſe, as the Engliſh ate alſo, if they ſend away 
ewelye, The Perſians who have a great advantage over the Indians in this 


reſpe&, thar rhey are beccer hors'd then the ochers, arc very unwilling that horſes pergn horſes 

ſhould be ſeat over co the /nds.avs, who are their enemies, among whom they are much eſtcem'd 

highly elteem'd , that an ordinary horſe chere will . bring four hundred m_ tbe 1n-

Te Iububickoes of Gamron are for the moſt part Perſians, Arabiavs, or Indians, 
bur all in a manner ſpeak che Portwguez, Language, which they learnt by the Com- 
merce they haye had with chac Nation, wio were a long time poſſi of the Cicy 
of Ormws. Bur now, that is the onely Nation which is not permitted to come to 
Gamres, chough all others are ſuff-red ro trade there, Chriſtians and Fews are 
welcome thicher, as alſo Mahbumetans and Pagars ; but ever lince the redution 
of Ormwe, the Portuguez, and the King of Spain's Subjects, are not admitted thi- 
ther; yet theſe laſt are ſuffered co come to a liccle Iſland within three Leagues of 
ic, aad chere Ko traffick,where the King of Per/ia hath a Sulthan, who commands 
the Caſtle, receives che Duties at corhing in and going out, and hi-ders che 
Partuguez from approaching Wich their great Veſlels : ſo that theſe Nations being 
git were in open Hoſtilicy, the Porrwguez come ſometimes With their Frigots,

wicituation ſo advancageous, that rhe Cicy became to eminent for Commerce,that 
weonely it hadirs particular Kings, bur the Arabrans ſaid of it by way of Pro- 
zerb, char if the Univerſe were bur a ring, the City of Ormas Was the Diamond 
that ſhould be ſet in ic. Te:ixera ſaies, that Scach Mahomet, the ſon of an Ara- 
ba King, who liv'd in the tenth Age, having reduc'd u:der his Jurisdiction the 
Provinces that are ſcared upon the Perſian Gulf, as Fat as Beſra, pals'd ov-r into 
the Iſland, where he laid che firſt foundations of che City of Ormm. Schabedin 
Mahomet, eleyenth King of Ormas, of the polteritie of Alahomer, dyed in the 
year 12958. And he who liv'd when the Portuguez, became Maſters of ir,was called 
Serfadin, and paid Tribure to the King of Perſia, D. Alfonſo d* Albuquerque 
made a Conqueſt of itin the year 1605, for Emanuel King of Portugal ; of which 
arempr, che manner and ſucceſs of ir,take the following account,

The Portugues began the ſaid Citradel on the 25.0f Oftober following and gave 
it the name of Owr Bleſſed Lady of Viftoyy: Ir is true, this eftabliſhmene Was nor 
ſo abſolute at the beginning, bur that the Afoores mad2 ſome atrempeg to jig 
chemſelyes of theſe new Gueſts : bur the Portuguez, made a ſhift to mui 
what they had gotten, and to make the place they were in a Magazine of Armes 
for the Indies ; raking occaſion by that means to engroſs all the commerce tg 
themſelves, and obliging all the Perfiavs and Arabiavs, to buy of them all tho 
Commodities which they Rood in need of from the Indies. Nay, this wasſor,. 
gorouſly obſerved, that the Goyernour of Ormus prohibired the Inhabitants t9 
ſell any of their Commodities, till ſuch time as he had ſold his own, ; 
mitred Seyfadin to live in the Iſlznd, but at a certain place far enovghfrom the 
Citradel, ſo not to give the Port#guez, any occaſion of jealouſie, Scach Abu, 
King of Perſia, being no longer able to endure the inſolence of the Port | 
yery much incens'd at their receiving into ProteCion the - Gentlemen of the 
Houſe of the Gabrie!;, whom we have ſpoken of elſewhere, berhoughrt himſelf of 
ſome courſe to get theſe Forreigners out of thoſe paxts. To effect this, he ad. 
dreſs'd himſelf ro the Engiiſn, who traded at Ormmw ; and by the advantageous 
profers that he made, oblig*d them to promiſe him all the affiftance they could to 
carry on the ſiege of that City, which was aflaulted and caken by the Exlifh, in 
the year 1622, They pur both the City and Citradel intothe hands of the Ki 
of Perſa, Who found in it {1x hundred great Guns, ſome Iron, ſome Braſs, whi 
Scach eAbas cauſedto be tranſported to Laar and 1ſpahan, all bur foureſcore 
pieces, Which he left in the Cittadel ; He cauſed the walls of the City to be de- 
moliſh'd, and the materials thereof co be tranſlated ro Gamron,which Ln 
at that time to raiſe it ſelf upon the ruines of its neighbours. The King of Perf 
deſirous to reward the ſervices which the Engliſh had done him upon that occafi- 
on, did not onely grant them an abſolure exemption from all Impofitions, but 
he alſo beftow'd on them one moyerie of thoſe duties winch other Merchants were 
to pay there ; but as we ſaid before, the Engliſh come very far ſhorr of receining 
whart 1s due to them. \ 

I found in the Port of Gamron an Engliſh Ship called the Swan, of 300. Tun, 
carrying 24. Guns, Maſter one, Agent for the Aﬀairs of Engle, te- 
commended me to the Caprain of ir, and commanded him to carry me oyet to 
the dies, and to defray all my charges till I came to Swratta. I had brought eight 
horſes wich me, making account to ſell them with very great ad yantage in the [1- 
dies; bur the ſhip was (o full of goods, that it was with much ado that I could get 
in onely two of chem : So that I was forc*d to pur off the other ſix, ro very great 
loſs, as being able to ger bur 30l, for thoſe which had coſt me 60l, at //pahen, and 
which I fa$1d have fold at above 1 gol. at Suratta.

The contrarie wind prevented our departure the day that we came aboard,ſo thar 
we lay at Anchor all che night following, and the next day being the 9th we ſec 
fail, caking our courſe towards the Iſl: of Ormus : bur rowards night, there roſe 
ſo great a cempeſt, rogether with a Welt-wind, thar to avoid running upon'the 
ſhore, we were forced to calt Anchor in fight of che Iſle. 

Sunday being the 8. we laveer'd it with a Weſt wind, endeavorring to paſs be- 
eweenthe Iflzs of Ormu and K:iſmiſch, which are four Leagues dittant one from 
the other. About rwo in the afrernoon, we calt over-board the body of a young 
Seaman, who died of the bloody-flux two dayes before, This Ceremony which I 
had nor ſeen before, pur me into ſo much the greater fright, in that being (ill 
troubled with che ſame diſeaſe, I imagined chey would ſhortly doe as much by 


me. 

The night following we paſs'd in ſight of the two Iſlands we ſpoke of laft,to wie, 
Ormw, and Kiſmiſch ; and the next day, being the g. we diſcovered the Conti- 
nent of Arabia, taking our courſe along the Coaſt, which is thereabouts, wich- 
out any danger. 

Tuelday 10, A calm ftaid us at the ſame place, andthe 11. we put off from 
the Coaſts of Arabia, ro make towards thoſe of Perſia, which we (till kept in ftghr 
of, till Thurſday night, April 12, Then a good Weſt-north-weſt wind rifing, we 
wok our courle towards the Eaſt-ſourh=eaſt, at 25, degrees, 50. minutes ele- 
won, | 

Friday morning, we could perceive no Land, but had fight of a Pirate, who by 
his making ever and anon more or leſs ſail, diſcover'd he had ſomwhar to fay to 
w, One while he came ſomwhart neer us ; another, he kepr at a great diftance ;bur 
xlaſt, perceiving ive made it our buſineſs to get the wind of him, he made to- 
wards the Iſle of Zgcotora.

Accordingly the Su/- 
thas himſelf, who came to rh: Cultome-houſe as ſoon as we wer? gor chicher, ha- 
vine found among my things a bracelet of yelfow Amber, an] a Diamond, would 
need buy chem boch of me : wherero wh:n I made him anſiyer, chat I was no 
Merchant, and thar I yalued thoſe things, onely for their ſakes who had bzttoy?d 
them on me, he was pleas'*d to return me the Diamond, bur derain'd the Braceler, 
telling me I ſhould haye ic again when I honour'd him with a vilic, 

While we were in this conteſtation, came to the place an /zdias Coach, drawn 
by cwo white Oxen, which che Eg/:ſh Preſident had ſent co bring me corheir 
Houſe ; {0 leaving the Sulthar with the Braceler, I went intGir, Ar the en- 
trance of che Houſe I met the Prefident, with his ſecond, that is ro ſay, he who 
:nmands under him, and in his abſence, whoſe name was Mr. Frem/ing,wyho re- 
cived me wich excraordinary kindneſs, and vry civilly anfwer'd the Comple- 
nent I mide th:m,upon che freedome I rook ro make my advantage thereof. The 
Prefidenty ho ſpoke Dutch very well, rold me I was very welcome ; that in the 
Councry wn<re we then were, all Chritiians were ob\ig'd co affiſt one another, and 
tut he vas che more particularly oblig*d thereto as to what concern'd me, in re- 
& of the atfcQtion I would have expreſis'd rowards ſome of his Nation at 
Iþabar. H:2 chzreupon brought me to his Chamber, where there was a Collation 
ready. Ic conſiited of Fruits and Preſerves according to rhe cuſtome of the Coun- 
ty. Aſſn as we were ſet, he asked me-What my deſign was, and underttanding 
that I incend<d to return for Germary within rwelyz moneths, he cold me I 1as

The Exgl;ſh have a fair garden wichour the City, whither we &bnRantly wen 
on Sundaycs after Sermon, and ſomerimes alſo on other dayes of the week,her:

Mamondis (or five pound iterling) every week. After theſe divertiſements, we 
had a Collation of Fruic and Pceterves,and batt'd our ſelves in a Tankenr Ceſtern 
which had five foot water, where ſome Datch Gentlewomen ſerv'd and enter- 
tain'd us wich much civility.

The next dy, we went ro a Village called Bodick; and i o'r way let fly at a 
wild-Duck-and a Heron ; there we ſaw abour twenty Deer® Their'skins which 
were ſomewhat gr: yi(h, were checkqugt'd all over with whe ſpors, ane they 
had fair horns, wich teveral brow-anckles. There was among them's-ſort of crea- 
cure about the bigne/s of our Ro-Bucks, the skins whereof were inclining to a 
dark brown, checquet'y alſo wich white ſpors, having very gracetul hors. Some 
are of opinion that theſe are the ſame that eA/drovandus calls Cervi-capras, and 
thatit is from this kind of beaſt that w2 hav2 Bezoar. We went thence to another 
Village, call:d Damre, where w2 ſaw abundance of wild Ducks in the Rice, 

whercof there growes great ({ore in thoſe parts, All th2 fields have'a little aſcenc 
niſed about them to keep in the water, the Rice requiring much moytivre. In this 
Village, we found ſome Terry, which is a liquour drawn out of the Paim-trees, _....-.; -. .- 
addrunk of it in Cups made of the leaves of the ſame tree. To get out the juice, T*fry,0r Fam 
they go up to the top of the tree, where they make an inciſion in the bark, and ®**. 
faſten under it an earthen por, which they [eave there all nighr, in which cime ir 
is fill'd with a cercain ſweet liquour very pleaſant to the taſte, They get our ſome 
alſo in th2 day time, bur chat corrupts immediately, and is good only for Vinegar, 
which is all the uſe they make of it, 

The City of Surat or Swratta lies at 21. degrees 42. minutes upon the river ; 
Tapta, which riſes near Barampoxr, andfalls into the Sea four Leagues below the Suratta deſcri- 
Cicy. I: lies all along the river fide, and 1s built four ſquare, It hach no wall co ©* 
the river fide, but on che land fide it hath a good Rampier of fone, and a Caſtle all 
of Free-ſtone, . 

The Circy hath three Gates, whereof one goes towards the Village of Br:ow, 
where thoſe who go to Camb-ya and Amaaabat croſſe the river, another goes to j,, Houſes, 
Baramponr, and the third ro Naſſary. All the houſes ate flar, as thoſe of Perſia, : 
and molt have very tair Gardens, The Caſtle. 

The Cattle which they {ay was buile by the Tzrks, upon an invaſion which 
they made into this Country, hath but one Gare, which looks into a ſpacious k 
plain which ſerves -for a Meidas to the City, Norfar thence,and at the entrance > 
of the City ſtands the Governou:*s Palace and the Cuftome Houſe, and near them 
the Baz.ar,1s well for Forreign Merchants, as thoſe of the Ciry. The Governour 
of the Catt e harh no dependance on him of the City, whoſe buſineſs ic is to look 
after the adminiſtration of Juſtice, andthe payment of che Cuftomes at the Ex- 
progre and Imporcation of all Merchaydiſes, which pay three and a half in the 

d ; excepr it be gold and filver, whether coyned or in wedges,or made into 
bars, which pay but two in the hundred, 

The Dytch 2nd Engliſh have their houſes there which thzy call Lodges, and are 
ſpacious and well builc, conſiſting of many far appattments, Lodgings, Chan - 
bers, fair Halls, Ga'leries and Chappels. ; 

The Haven of Swratrg is two Leagues from the Ciry, at the Village of Suhaly, = Port. 
Whence the Dutch andBngliſh call ic the Kom of Suhaly. Thete, ſhips are unla- a" of 
den of their commodicies-, which are brought thence to Swratta by land. This 4 
Roadlies at 21. degr.50.min, upon the courſe of North-2aſt and South-welt. The 
entrance into it is not very broad, (ince that at high-water there is bur 7: fathom 
water, and at low, but 5.

but we oppos'd ir, and drew up our Convoy, who 'made their paſlage by forgs 
We croſsd rhe river, and lodg'd in.a Village,fortifying our ſ-lves with our wage 
againſt the artemprs which might have been made again(t us. We found after. 
wards that this circumſpe&iog was no more then needed. For ere we had qui 
ſtpped, came the receiver with ſome thirty ſouldiers, well arm'd with half-pikes 
ſwords, bucklers and guns, d:fring a conference with us. We ſuffered hinto 
enter wich three of his ſouldiers ; but he demanding the duries of us, we told him 
that we were not to pay any, and that the CAogw/'s pals freed us ; yer toayoid 
further trouble, and out of our good will to the ſouldiers of the Garriſon, we ſhould 
"make them a preſent of five or {1x Repias. They would not hear of any ſuchprb- 
pofirion,and (till Rood upon the payment of the whole duty. And ſo they wene 
away, bur with a deſign to return the next morning, as indeed they did. Arthe 
ſame time came a Dutch Merchant, who conducted a Caravanne of 170. wagons, 
euarded by 5o. ſouldiers, all zdeſthers. He told us that the ſouldiers of the Gy- 
riſon had ftell'd down a great tree, and laid ic croſs our way, - purpoſely to hinder 
our paſſage. We immediately commanded out four of our ſouldiers to got dear 
the way ; Which oblig'd thoſe of the Caſtle ro ſend ſome of theirs to hinder them; 
but in regard they could not go by, without coming within reach of our mugkers, 
we put our ſelyes into a poſture of diſputing their paſlage, and they artempredro 
force us out of our retrenchment,which occaſion'd the comirg back of thoſe whom 
we had ſent to clear the way. There was ſome firing on both fades ; bur we ha#fo 
much the adyanrage of them, that thoſe of the Caſtle came to a compoſition, and 
repreſentedto us by the Dutch Merchants, chat having no och:r pay then «what 
they receiy'd from the Merchandiſes pafling that way, they were forc'd ro make 
paſlengers pay the duties, that chey might have wherewichal co ſub6iR, and that 
they would bz content with one half of what was ordinarily received ; nay, 
avo'd further inconvenience, wich what we had proferr'd them che day before; {0 
that they had a laſt 6x Ropias, which amount to about three Crowns, Their num- 
ber, ch1ring this conteſt, encreaydto a hundred, and the Indian ſouldiers, who 
convey*d us, refuſed to take op arms again(t them, alledging it was nor lawful for 
them co fight againſt the ſouldiers of their Soveraign,and thar ir was their bulinefs 
rodefen us againſt che.

The Exelifh Houſe or Lodge is in the middle of the Ciry, well built, and hach 
fair and convenient apatcments, with ſpacious Courts for the diſpoſal of 
Merchandiſes. Mafter Roberts brought ms firſt into his oryn Chamber, which 
bok'd into a lictle lower-garden, in which there was a Fountain. The floor was 
over*d with Tapiftry, and the pillars which ſuſtain'd the truRure were ſer out with 
flk Ruffzs of ſeveral colours, and above, a great white taſſel according to the cu- 
tome of the great onzs of rhe Country. We had a Collation ; afcer which, 
he ſhew'd me che who'e houſe, and brought me into 2 very fair chamber, with a 
lrge cloſer in it, which he had defign'd for my Lodging. We ſup'd ina great Hall, 
whither the Durch Depury came after ſupper co ſee us, with ſome of his Merch- 
ants, with whom 1 hid had occaſion to be acquainted at Smratts, After] lhe was 
gong, the whole company conducted me to my chamber, where my hoſt kept me 
company till afcer midnight. And chat there mighe nor be ought wanting in my 
encertajament ( which in anſwer co the recommendatory Letters I had brought 
from rhe Prefident, he would needs have in all things extraordinary) he ſent for 
ixwonen dancets, the handſomeſt could be found tm the C'ty, and cold me, thar

the /:deftban Language, that I was a Gentleman of Germany, whom a defire to 
ſee forre;gn Countries, and to 1mprove himſe'f by Travel, had oblig'd ro leehis 
own. That coming into Perſia, upon occafion of an 'Embaſkie ſenc thither by the 
Prince my Maſter, Itook a reſoution to ſee the Indies, as being the 
Country in the world ; and being come to that City, that I hoped he wouldnoe 


Their diſcourſe, cake it ill if 1 aſpir'd co the honour of waycing upon him. The Governolr made 


anſwer, I was very-welcome, that my reiolution was noble and generous, and 
that hepray'd God to bleſs andproſper ir. H2 thereupon asked m& whether dv» 
ring my aboad in Perſia, I had {ear nt ought of the Linguage. I reply'd, that Fad 
a greater inclination to the Tark;ſh Language, and chat I underſtond ir fo far as 
to make a fhifc to expreſs my lelf in 1t., The Governor, yrho was a Perſian born,made 
anſwer, that it was true indeed, the T»rk;ſþ Language was much more common- 
ly ſpoken in the Schach's Courr then thar of che Country, and thereupon as/ed 
me my age, and how long it was finc: I left Germany, I told him 1 wa 14, 
years of age, and that I had trayeiled three years. Hz reply'd, that he wondied 
much my friends wouid ſuffer me to traveTt ſo young, and asked me whether I 
not chang'd my habit by che way ; wherero having made anſwer that] had 
nor, he cold me, that it was an extraordinary good fortune, that I haderavell'd 
in chat equipage through ſo many Countries, without meeting with /ome unkup» 
py accident, and thar the Dazch and Engliſh, co prevent any ſuch misfortune, 
clad themſelves according to the faſhion of the Country. 

After abour an hovres diſcourſe, we would have riſen and raken our leqves of 
him, -but the Governour increated us toftay and dine with him.

have from a man, who is oblig*d ro divide his affeRions, or the jealoufie which/ 
unavoidable among Rivals of that Sex ; it hapned that the women procur'd their 
husbands deaths; and 'cwas found that in one year, there had been four men buried 
for one ſo that to oblige them co be careful of their husbands lives,it was FTI A #1 
ordered, that ſuch as were deſirous to he accompted honeſt women ſhould be in« pos . 
29d to accompany their husbands at thzir death, and to be burnc together with 
their bodies, Certain it is, that the Perfiavs, and other nzighbouring Nations, 
have ever had ſo parcicular a veneration for the fir2, thatir is not to be admir* d 
they ſhould chooſe rather to reduce their deceaſed ro aſh2s, then bury chem, I 
fay, this Obligation of dying wich cheir husbands was impoſed onely on choſe wo- 
men who food upon the reputation of honelty, yet ſo as they were engag'd there- 
to onely by a principle of honour, there being nor any puniſhmenc to be inflited 
on ſuch as refuſed to foilow them in that dreadful journey, ocher then that they 
were not admitted into the company of perſons of quality, as being looked on 
, infamous women, They whoare nor ſo ſcrupulous, and fland not ſo much up- 
en.the punRilio of Honour, and prefer chic lives before their Reputation, do or- 
ily Ariks in among the publick Dancers. 
-\\ The Ceremony being over, I wen to ſee one of the chiefeſt Merchants of che 
City, named CMrſabeg, to whom I had letters of recommendation from the Di- 
reRor of the Eng/iſh commerce at Amadabar, He was not at home, bur I found 
him on the River fide looking on ſome workmen he had abou a Ship which was 
then a building, He receiv'd the Lerters wich much civility, and having cauſed 
me to fit-do'vn by him, he enquired afrer my health, che ſucceſs of my Travels, 
andch2 Deſign I was engaged in, He was a MMahbumetan, and ſpoke to me at firſt 
'the means of my Interpreter ; bur having learnc from himg that I undezſtood

me in thac. I co!d him that I had not met Oy misforcyne by che way, _=_

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19-31» that I intended to be gon: the next morning, as having no further buſine- 
that mighc derain me at { ambaya, and that ] had nor tayed chere thardy, bag js 
not been for the honour of ſeeing him, and delivering him the Letters diQedry 

him. He made anſwer, that it yery much croubled him, chat the (mall ay 1 jg. 
The &Fvitity (ended to make at Cambaye, permirred him not ro-expreſs what he would des for 
a H_ me, not onely upon the accompr of the Letters I had broughc him from hisftizng, 

ou but alſo upon thac of my own merit. 

While we were engaged in theſe Complements, came up to us the Kings Liey. 
tenant, who alighting ſalured me with much civility. ]aving made the ſame que. 
tions co me as the Merchant had done before, and receiv'd the ſame anſwer 1 had 
made the other, he cold me, I ſhould do him a great kindneſſe, if I gave him yi 
fit at his own Lodgings, which I promiſed ro do. Myrſabeg rold me,that ewayd 
come, and know of me, wher2in he mighr ſerve me, and 10 I rook leawof them 
both, wich a deſign toſpend the remainder of the morning in walking adour the 
City.* As I roſe from dianer were broughe in the preſents of AMyrſabey, which 
were two Mutrons, exvelve Capons and Pullets, a bazkert of Egs, a patimer &f C( 
cos, a great bundle of Sugar-canes, and a very fair veſſel of Agar. I required his 
painB\who conduRted thole rhar brought in the preſent, with a imall acknowiedye. 
menc, and rold him, I would not fail coming to thank his Maſter, I rhoughtts 
have done ic the nexr n12tning, bur he preyeyted me and ſurpriz*d me, piving order 
for my depatrure. He told me, it would have troubled him much, 1 ſhould have 
departed ere he had caken leave of me, I thank'd him for the honour he did me, 
andthe preſents he hadſent me, and intreated him ro accept of a pocket-Piſtoll, 
made at London, which was a very neat 0n2, exculing my ſelf, that as tothe con- 
diction I was then in, it was impoſſible for me to acknowledge, as I would dere, 
the kindneſs he had ſhewn me. He made anſwer, that it was unhandſometo re- 
ceive. preſents from a ſtranger, bur that ir would be a greater incivility to refuſe 
whar I profer'd him ; char he was far from deſerving what I then mad: hin, 
bur beiog beſtow'd with ſo much kindn=:(s and obligation, he cou'd by no means 
forbeat accepting of it. 

I give a particular account of this anſwer, thit the Reader may judge thereby,

Bertele. I intreated AMrſabeg to fit down, and caus'd ro bs preſented to him a Box of 
Bertele, according to the cuſtome of the Conntrey, where they never entercamn 
any friend, bue there is of that Drug brought him, ir being ſo commonly uſed all 
ovet the Indies, as that bread cannot be more in Europe ; in ſo much, that it may 
be truly aid, har it is one of the moſt advantageous, and moſt confiderable things 
of any produced in the Indies, The Malabares call it Beztele, the Inhabitants of 
Guzaratta, Pam, and thoſe of Malaca,Sir. Avicaana, umn Arabian Phyſician calls 
ic T ambul. Its porn: qualities are hor and dry, and ir is a Plant, whoſe 
leaves are like choſe of the Orange-cree, ſave that they are nor quite ſo broad, wd 
when they are it their full ripeneſs, they are of a browniſh red colour, The 
ſta'k of the Plant is very weak, whence ir com-s that 1r is ſupported my Rake, of 
ſet #68 ſomeorher tres, to which it clings and ſprezds about the branches, a 
Ivy dots.

No corner of a Streer | ut it may be 
had ready prepar'd, ſo that a man need not to be troubled about che quantity he is 
to make uſe of, Great Lords have it brought after them in Boxes of Lacque or 
Sixer, and tak of it as they go2 along the Streets, nay many times when they 
xe abour buſineſs of conſequence, and that in any place. They are alſo of a be- 
lief that this Drug fortifies che naturall heat, and accordingly . account it one of 
their delicacies;upon which accompe it is that they abſtata from ic when they are in 
afflition, and particularly when the Mogulsrand Mahumeians celebrate their Faſts; 
Myrſabeg having taken a little of ic, cook leaye of me,and 1 got into my Coach, 
incending to call on the King's Lieutenant ar: his own houſe, as I paſs'd by, in 
regard 1 was to go by his doore : bur I met him in th: Streer in his Coach, there 
being carried before him thre Banners of Taffata, Red-and Green, charg'd wich 
flanes of Silyer, aſfſoon as be perceived me, he turn'd his Coach, and oblig*d me 
togoe along with him to his houſe. His houſe was ſeared in the molt delightfull

Coming to «Amadabath, 1 met with a Caffila, or Caravan, of about 200, 
Merchants, Engliſh and Benjans, Which was going to eAgra, the chief Ciy 
all che, Mogs!'s Country, The Exgliſh Prefidenc had ordered him who hadihe 
Condu ot the Caravan to rake me along with him, and the DireRor ofthe 
Commerce at eAmadabath added thereto his particular recommendations ; (0 
that thoſe M:rchants received me into their company,and I went a!ong withthem 
thence on the 28. of Offober. 

The weather and the way were very fair, but I met with ſo few Vlogs, Be 
che firſt 'T have any account to give of, was that of Paingat ; and the lixth day 
afrer our departure from eAmadabath, we came to the Cicy of Heribath, which 
is fifty Leagues diſtant from ir. This City is not vety big, and hah neicher gates 
nor walls, as having been raiſed by Tenwrleng, Ot Tamberlane, as had been allo 
che Caftle, whereot the ruines are yer co be icen upon a high Mountain, not fat 
from the Ciry.

There is no Province in the /udies,where there are not ſome Benjaws;but inGae- 
ratra; they are more numerous then in any other place, and they are diſtings 
from the Mahumeraxs by their habit, They do nocſhave their heads, yer do they gee 
wear their hair very long. They have every day « yellow mark made in their fore- 
heads,of about a fingers bredch,which is made wich water and ſandal wood,in wich 
they beat 4 or 5 grains of Rice. They are their Brawaxs who give them clue mack 
after they have done cheirDevorions before the Pagedes, The women do nor cont 
their faces, as thole of ch: Aabwmetans do; yer do they nor make any difhaity 
to adotn themſelves wich Pendants and Necklaces, eſpecially their ears, which 
they in. a manner cover with Pearls, The blacker their reeth are, the greater 
___ beauty they think ic. During my ay at Anvadabath, ſome of the women there 

told me, char it was an ugly ching to have whice ceerh,as Dogs and Monkies have; 

and thence it came harbor calied us Bendra,that is, Apes. They wear noBreeches, 
c—_ buc onely a piece of thin filk tuff, which they call Cab43, and reaches downto 
of 5h Benjaes their hams, and that they pur cheir $.nocks, and on them their upper Gate 
ment, which cbey cye with a tiring at che waſte, Some a them wear-4 kind 
of narrow Waſicoarg, the {l:eves whereof reach burto the Elbow, being naked 
down from the Breaſts co the Navil, In Summer they wear wooden ſhooes,which 
they faſten to their feet with (traps ; but in winter, their fhooes are of Velvet of 
ſeveral.colours, or of Brocadoe, coyer'd with gilc leather. The quarters of their 
ſhooes are very low, for this reaſon, that as well men as women put them oft 
when they go inco any room, the floor thereof being covered with Tapiltry- 
Chuldren go naked, cill chey come to abour four or five years of Age, the Gitkes

any whoſe converſation is more delightful then theirs + bur they come ſhort of 
that figcerity which the others haye, ſo that a mag mult be very cautious how he 
hath codo/ with them, inaſmuch as there is no Commodity which they do not 
adulcerate; and they never drive any bargain, bur they endeaveur to ſurprize and 
circutmny:nt thoſe they are to deal with. The Dutch and Engliſh kno y this by ex- 
ience ; whence it comes,that they make uſe ,of cheſe people, as their Brokers 
and Incerptecers, that they may diſcover che Impoſtures and cheats of ochers. 
There is no Trade which they apply not chemſelves co ; and chere is no commo- 
dity rut they ſell it, unleſs it be Fieſh, Fiſh , or any other thing that hath had life. 
Their children are oblig'd ro match among thoſe ofthe ſame Trade or Profeſfion 
235the Father had been of ; and they ſuffer not thoſe who do otherwiſe, to be of the 
fame ( «ſte, or Family : bur they may be the beginners of a new Ttade, and yer 
continue in che ſame Religion. |

Nor is it only in great Cities that the Benjans have their many 3ſoqueys, by 
they have them alſo up and down the Country, upon the high wayes, p.m 
Mountains and Woods, They haye no other light then what chey have from the 
Lamps, which are kept perperually burning in them ; having no other Otaamene 
then that the walls are bedaubed with che Figures of Beafts and Devils, and look 
more like Caves, and the recefles of unclean ſpirics, which they are in cited, they 
places deſign'd for the exerciſe of Religion, Yet i is certain nevercheleſs, tha 
theſe poor ignorant people expreſs as much Devotion for theſe Monſters, athe 
moſt regenerate Chriſtians can do for their God, and the moli ſacred Myſteries of 
their Religion ; though they at the ſame time acknowledge, that ic is not aDiv 
nity they adore, but a Creature which hath ſome powet derived from God, adis 
able to do good and ill ro men.

of the Univerſe, whereof, according to them, there are ſeven orher pars like 
ours, all which ſwim upon the water, like ſo many*Eggs. They believe alſo that 
the world, which is now extant andin being, is nor any effe& of the firſt Cre- 
ation, bur that there have been many before ic, and chat there- will be others af- 
ter ic. That chat wherein we now live» is to continue yet a Million of Ages longer, 
fince that in the year MDCXXXIN, there were but four thouſand ſeven hundred

They underftand 
the bulineſs of Commerce excreamly well, and their Converſation is not unplea- 
fans. whence it comes that both ( hriftians and Mahnwmetans employ them as 
Brokers and Interpreters,in their way of Trading. 


They have this particular Cuſtome in this Sect, that they permic not the wo- rheir wives 
men co burn themielves with their Husbands ; bur they oblige them to perpetual arc 


widowhood, even though the Husband died before the conſummation of the mar- 
tage. It is nor long Gnce, that among them, the younger brother was ob!ig'd 
1 matry his elder Brother's widow, to raiſe up ſeed co him ; but this cuſtome is 
aboliſh'd by an expreſs Law which condemns che women to celibare. 

In the morning chey all waſh chemſelyes in a Taxque, or ratherin a River, if 
there be any near the place where they live, and they chink ic nor enough co goe 
into it up tothe waſte, but chey cumble, wallow, and ſwim in ic, mutcering cer- 
rain words between their ceerh, while the Braman, who firs on the River fide, 
2nd looks to their Cloachs, gives them his Benedi&ion, and prayes God that they 
may be as clean from their ins, as their bodies are clear of filth.

There is nothing ſo precious among them as Fire, which they keep in 
carefully, upon this accompt, as they affirm, that there is not any ching Gord 
ſo lively a repreſentation of the Divinity, as fire does. Whence it comes, that 
they neyer pur out a candle, or a Lamp, and never make uſe of water vom 
the fire, chough the houſe were in dapger of being burnt ; bur they 
to {mother it with earch, For it is the greateſt misforuune can bappen tochen, 
to find the fire ſo far out in their houſes, as that they mult be forc'd ro gre or 
among their Neighbours to F* ſome. 
They alſo marry their children while they are very young, but they ſuffet the 
Parencs co bring chem up at their own Houles, tilt they are come to fifteen or 
fixteen years of Age, and then they conſummare the marriage. Their widows 
are permicred ro marry the ſecond time ; whence it comes that theze are not 6 
rho ſeverely amy diſorders commited among them, 2s chere are among the other Najass 
> Aduite. BY Adultery and Fornication are the greateſt fins they can commit, and wid 
. no doubt, they would puniſh with death, if they had che adminiſtration afJultce 
In their own hands. | 

Their manner When any one is ſo ſick as that there is lirtle hopes of his recovery, he istaken 

of buriak our of his bed, ta be laidon a liccle bed of green Turfs upon the ground, where 
he lies till he give up the ghoſt, and immediately after, five or fix men, whoſe 
umployment ir is to make the graves, take him from the ſaid pallat of Turf,put 
a ſhroud about him, and lay him upon an iron-grate, made afcer the format 2 
Biere, upon which they carry the body tothe place of burial, which is aboxe 4 
League from thz Ciry.. Theſe places, or if we may call them ſo, Churdv-yards, 
are divided into three parts, all incloſed with a wall of twelve or fifceen foot 
high, one whereof is far the men, another for che women, and che chird for 
children. Over the graves there are barrs laid croſs like a grate, upon Which they 
lay the body,there raremain till the Crows and other devouring Birds have con 
ſumed them, ſo as that che bones fall inco the grave, The kindred and friend 
accompany the Corps with horrid cries and lamentations, and make a halc when 
they are come within 500. paces of the grave, till ſuch time as the grave-make!s 
have laid it upon the graze, and made certain prayers for the ſoul. About 2 
moneth or ſux weeks afrer, they carry the t'irfs upon which the deceaſed paſty 
died, to the Church-yard, as acking polluted, which they would nor ſo much 
rouch ; andevery meneth they make a Feaſt for the neareſt of the kindred, 8 


memory of the departed, If it happens that they rouch a dead carkaſs, a 
ne 
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bones of a dead beaft, they are ob.ig'd to calt off their cloaths, to cleanſe their 1-6 38 


bodies, andro do penance for nine dayes rogether, 'during which, neither wc- 
men/nor children dare come near them. They ate of this parricular perſwaſion, 
thar they whoſe bones. chance to fall into th: water, ate irrecoyerably dam 


—bL_ forbids the cating of ought that hath had life”; yet are nor theſe pro- 
hibicions ſo rigorous, but chat in caſe of neceſſity,nay even in che cime of war, they 
kill Stizep, Goats, rame Fowl, and Fiſh, andear thereof » Bur chzy religiouſly 
zbRain from the Oxe and Cow, nor do'they kHl Elephants, Camels, Hories or 
Hares;; bur as tothe Oxe and Cow ; they forbear chem ſo firitly, char they com 
monly ſay, they had rather feed on their Fathers and Mothers, then eat of an Oxe 
or Cow 


- They are permitted co drink Wine and Terry, bur are forbidden the drinking Drunkenneſs, 


of Aquavitz, and above all things, being overcome with drunkenneſs: This is a 
fn among them, which cannor be expiated without undergoing a very ſeyzre pe- 
nnce, which a man mult eicher ſubmit to, or be content ro quit their com- 
munion. ! 

Their ature is none of che greareſt, bur they are of a clearer Complexion 
then any of the ocher Indeſthans, and their women are beyond compariſon whiter 
and fairer then choſe of the Contry, or thoſe of the Aahumetanes. The men 
wear great buſhy beards, cuc round or ſomwhat ſpade-wiſe, Some cut off their 
hair, others ler ic grow to the full lengch, Thoſe who cur their hair, leave growing 
on their Crogms a lock or tuft about an inch in compals. 

They are the moſt ſelf-ended and coyerous fort of people in the world, uſing all 


pollible induſtry to over-reach and circumvent thoſe they rrade withall, chough 


otherwiſe they have an averſion for thefr, They are of a better Nature then the 
Mahbumetanes, atleaſt if it may be ſaid there is any good Nature confiſtent with a 
ſelf-ſeeking mind, whzn it is once poſſzfied with che baſeſt, and moſt infamous of 
all vices, Avatice. | 


There are in the Kingdom of Guzxratts two other ſorrs of Pagans, one where- The Indous. 


of, are the Indoxs, who come our of the P:ovince of Mirhan, and the parts about 
Aſmeern, and are not Benjans, inaſmuch as they kill all ſorrs of Beafts, and car 
thereof, excepting only che Oxe and Cow, They eat their meals within a ring 
or circl:, within which they permit not the Benjens to enter. They are for the 
__ Souldiers, and the Mogu! makes uſe of them for the keeping of the molt 
conſiderable places of his Kingdom, The other ſort comes out of the Kingdome 
of Baghenal, which is commonly called the Kingdom of Go/canda, and they are 


called the Jentrves. lentives, 


Theſe are a ſort of yery ignorant people, who refer themſelves, as to matter 


of Religion, to thei: Bramans, They bzlicye, that in the beginting there was Their belief, 


bur one God, who took orhers into a patticipation of his power, according as 
men cam2 to deſerve that honour by their Heroick aRions ; and it is to this kind 
of Saints rhat they build Moſqueys. 

They believe the Immortality and Tranſmigration of ſouls, upon which per- 
ſwalion they abhor the effuſion of blood, Accordingly are th2re noc co be found 
any Robbers or Murtherers among them ; but on the other ſide, they are gene- 
rally liats and cheats, in which good qualities they exceed all rhe other /ndians. 
They ſeverely puniſh Adultery, but they ſo —_ permit Fornication, thac 
there arewhole Families among them, whom they call Bagawaro, who proititute 
themſelves publickly, | 

Behdes all theſe, they hav2 yet among them another ſort of people, whom 
they call Theers, who are nzicher Pagans nor HMebumetans, for they have no 
R:4gion at all, They are altogether imployed abou the ſcouring of Wells, 
Sinks, common- ſhor.s, and Privies, as alſo che fleaing of dead beaſts, whoſe 
-h they ear.

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They alſo condut condemn'd perions to puniſhment, and are fom:times the 
Executioners of then. Waence it comes thar they are an abomination tg yj 
the other Indiaxs, who are oblig'd co purific thmſelves from hzad to fore an 
of theſe people, whom, upon thac occafion, they call Alchores, ſhould rouch rx 
Which is the reaſon that they ſuffer them noc to live wichin Cities, bur 
chem Habications in the extremities of the Suburbs, that chey may be as far Umgy 
be conveniently from the converſation of orher men. 

We ſhall not make ir our buſineſs hereto ſp:ak of the Religion of the Mabe. 
tans, Wherewith the Kingdom Gazwratte is peopled, in regard, that ſome fewy 
points onely excepred, it is common to them with the Twrks and Perf 
of there hath been an accompr given in the precedent Travels of the Embaſſadore, 
Buc we ſhall continue a lictle further che digrefſion wherein we are ingay'd, ang 
creat of the manner of life of the Mahwmetarns of the Indies, which is much differ. 
ent from that of the Twrks and Perſians. 


We wiil begin with their Ceremonies of marriage. The friends on both ſides 


Ceremonies of ®ing agreed, and the wedding day appointed, there is brought ro the Bride, 
the indian Ma- grooms door a Horſe, whoſe Mane and Crupper are beſet with all ſorcs of Flow.

ers,as is allo the piece of Net-work, wherewith they cover the Bride-groom's fac, 
who gets on horſeback accompanied by his kindred and friends, having oneach 
fide two Pages carrying Umbrelloes of painted Paper, and before him Muſi 
certain men who caſt into the Aire Squibs, Crackers, and other Fire-works, I 
this Equipage he paſſes through the principal Streets of the Ciry, and at Jiſtcomes 
co the Brid-*s door, where he entertains her with his Muſick and Fire-works, fox 
the ſpace of half an hour. Then he goes into the houſe, where he fits down on 
pieces of Tapiſiry, purpoſely ſet there for that Ceremony; and whithet the 
Bride comes to him accompanied by her kindred, and the Aol: ard Kh, or 
Judge of the place. The Mollareads certain paſiages of the A/choran; ndaktet 
he hath caken the Bridegroom's Qath, chat in caſe of Divorce, he will provide 
for the ſubliftence of his wifeyhe blefſes the marriage, and goes his way. Thereſt 
of the company fiay in the room to eat Bettele, and ſome orher Drugs, but 
drink no Wine, inſtead whereof, they cake Pills of Amfiov or Opram, whi 
works the ſame effe&, and intoxicates them as Wine do2:s, The kindred and 
Friends continue their Aflemblies, five or (ix, ſomtimes eight or ren dayes toge» 
ther, eſpecially when the marks of the Conlummation of marciage are apparene 
upon the ſheers of the new married couple. Bur if the Bride-g room findit more 
beaten and common then he expeRed, he uſes it as a high way, and without wy 
more ado abandons it to the publick ; as on the contrary, if he be not able to 
force himſelf a paſſage, and chat in the three or four firſt dayes of his matti- 
age he gives not viſible affurances of his abilities in th: work be hath undertaken, 
one of the Brides neareſt kinſwomen ſends him a Diſtaffe, with this meſlage; 
That fince he is incapable of doing man's work, cis buc fir he ſhould be put to 
woman's, 

Their marriages are not indiffoluble, as they are among (hrift;ans, nay indeed 
among the other Mahumetans. among whom there is no Divorce made, ll the 
grievances of the parties be firſt examined, and afrer chat, not withour the autho- 
rity of the Judge. Bur here the men make it an expreſs Arcicle in their ContraRs 
of marriage, that they may be divorced, not only in caſe of Adultery or (terility, 
but alſo incaſe of ever ſo little averſion they may conceive againlt cheir wives; 
provided ſome courſe be taken by them for their iubliltenc: ducing their lives. 

Not a word of any reſtitution of Dow:y, in regard che women there do not 
bring cheir Husbands any ching beſides their cloaths and jewels : Not indeed 
is there any but have their Pendants, Rings and Bracelets, of cach good tore. 

The woinen go ſeldom abroad, and thoſe that are of any qua.iry goe in doſe 
Coaches, or are carried in Palanquins, or Litrers, according to the /ndian mode, 
There are indeed thoſe who ride on horſeback, bur they hayz their faces cover'd 

wit 
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wich a Skarf 3 ſo-that they are onely the meaner ſorr, or the common ones, chat 1 6 3 8. 
afoor, or are ſcen wich cheir faces uncovered, They are deliver'd wichour any —— 
pain almoſt,in ſo much char icis ſeldom ſeen there that women are above rwo or 
three houres in labour, USE, 2 th. SY 
Th: Mehumeraxs bring up their Children with much care and tenderneſs, ſend ” 
them to School as ſoon as they are capable of Learning any thing; and there chey _ _ 
are taught co read and write, Thoſe who are noc of abilicy ro maintain their Chil- gy 
den at School, beftow them on ſome perſon of quality, or ſend them t>.che 
Wars, aſſoon as they are able ro bear Arms. They who put themſelves into the 
ſervice of others, encer into a very unhappy condition ; inaſmuch as chey are al- 
low'dbut three or fonr Ropiar a Moneth, cowards mear, drink, and cloath. 
ltis obſerved that the children of the Mabwnerans have a particular tender- 
neſs of thoſe that broughe them into the world; nay,thar it is ſometimes ſo grear, 
that rhey would rather ſtarve chemſelyes,' then ſuffer choſe from whom they derive 
their life, fhould want any thing requiſite for the preſervation of their own. 
There is hardly any perſon of quality, bt makes him a handſom Garden ,with- 
in which he builds a fair houſe baving a great number of little windows of all fides, 
which is to ſerve for a place of Sepulture for rhemzand all their Family after them ; . 
in rheſe kinds of Scruures they lay our vatt ſums of money. 
The Ceremonies of their Incerments are cheſe, Immediately upon the Depar- xyeir ratey« 
ture; the kindred bewail the deceaſed; 8nd aske him, why he would dye > and ments. 
whether -be waned thoſe conveniences which he ſhould have tad > &c.. 
Then they dine, and there 1s a Featt made, in memory of the deceaſed. -In 
the mean time, the body is well waſhed, there is a clean perfum'd ſheer wrap- 
abour it, and iv is pur into an open Coffin, from which chree or four Afol- 
never ftirre, bur continue near the body, and praying for the ſoul of 
the deceaſed, till ic be carried to the . The n1s cover'd wich Cotton, 
Velver,or ſome ocher more precious Stuff,acerding to the abilities of the d:ceax'd, 
nd che kindred and friends accompany the res rv by ten or twelye 
men, to the place of burial, the Ado/{as ſinging wn the mean time certain Hymnes, 
oc thankſgiving ſongs, ro the glory of God. The body is laid down upon the 
right fide, with rhe face rurned rowards che Weſt, the feer towards the South, and 
the head cowardsthe North ; and the Coffin is covered with a board, to keep 
the carth from touching the body, and defiling ir.

The honſes of perſons of quality are ſpacicus enough, and conſiſt of ſereryl 
appartments, Halls, Chambers and Cloſers, The roofs of cheir Houſes are fly, 
ſo as that a man may. goe upon them, to take the freſh Aire, and/ye 
there in the night, There is no houſe almoſt, hach its Gardeg'and

We had hardly dined, ac our return toour Lodging, ere we were cit'd with wi- 


fieants. Mott of the Porraguez Lords came to ſaluce the prefident; andthere was 


no Monaſtery, bur fent its deputies ro complement him. The ten daies we ftayd 
a Goa were ſpent in reciprocal viſits and continual feafting. One of the noblelt 


entercainments we had, was chat which was made us the 15. Of lanwary, by i 
Portugugz, Lord, who had been Governour of Bacims, and was then newly come 
tothe government, of AMoxembigae, Eyery courſe confilted only of four diſhes 
of mearz bur they were often chang'd, and the mear ſo excellently well drefY'd, 
that T may truly ſay, T-never was at the like, For with che meav chere was 


broughe'ſuch varicty of excellent frairs, thar by the continual change and intermix- 
e was ſharpened and renen'd. Bur what was moſt re- 
markeable; was, that'though the Portugues Ladies are as ſeldome ſeen a5 thoſe = 
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the Meuſcevites and Perſians, yet this Lord, knowing he could not any way more 1 6 
oblige the Eng/iiſh, then by allowing them the fight of women, we were ſervidat TO 


table by four tinadſone young maids of Malacca, whil: 'b: himſelf was atrended 
by to __ and an Eunuch. Theſz maids brought in the meat, and fill'd our

| firſt ſhew?*d us all the conveniences of the houſe, theirwealch, and the or- 
det rhey obſerv'd in their axconomy, Taen, they brought us into a fair arched 
Hall, as dig as an ordinary Church, which was beſer with tables placed all along 
the walls. The cloath was layd, wich che crenchers, th: drinking cups, atd 
earthen pors,” and they h1d broughc in bread and fruir, In the midit of th: Hall, 
ther: was another lictle ſquare table cover'd and furniſhd as the refi,for choſe who 
were codo penance fo: their hrving done any thing concrary to the diſcipline of 
che order. In che midt of the entry co chis hall, there was a pillar, out of which 
iſſued a ſpour of water for the waſhing of their hands. Then they carried us up 
ro the third ſtory, co atiother hall, which was nor as large as that below, bur fa 
richly furpiſh'd as mighc b2come the appartm2nt of a very : noble. houſe, as well 
in point of capiſiry, as ocher things. The cable prepared for us, was very large, 
and plac'd in the midſt of the hall, cover'd with a noble c/oxrh, beſet with fruit 


-andbread,. and china diſhes, which perſons of quality in thoſe parts do prefer b2- 
- fore thoſe of hilver, 


The Father Provincial, having given the ptelident the popes ate down A Feaft a the 


by him, and afterward orderd all our company to be ſo 


'd as thar, between Profeſſed houſe 


two, there were two Ieſuits to entertain and diſcourſe with us ; the reſt *f%$e Jeſuits. 


behind ro wait on us. The meat was brought, in lictle diſhes of porcelain, 
to evefy man his own diſh ; and chis for ſeveral courſes, both of fleſh and fiſh, all 
excellently well dreſs'd. Thz deſert was ſuicable ro the refit of the enrertainment, 
andconfiſted in Tarcs, Florentines, egges dreft afcer the Porenwpuez way, admi- 
rably well perfum'd, marchpains, and conſerves, borh dry and liquid, 

Arour rifing from table, they conduRted us into ſeveral chambers, where they 
left us, ro take the ordinary repoſe, during the greareft heat of the day. There 
wazin every chamber chree beds, atid, in the midſt upon a table; a great veſſel of 
porcelain, fall of fair warer: Then they came and carried us into a hail, where 
we were tw hav: the diverriſement of a Bull, which was danc'd by che children of 
ettain /xd:;ans, whom they had baptiz'd and infiruted in the Romas-Catholick 

on. The Archbiſhop of G»s, who was primate of all the Indies, Was 
there alſo in perſon, as well to —__ of the divertiſemenr, as to entercain 
the Prefidenc; by order ftom the Viceroy. The Dancing-maſter made the firſt 
entrance alone; and did pretty well for'a Portuguez.z The Habits of the Dancers 
were very rich, but they had no viſards on; nor any thing upon their heads, bur 
acrown of flyers. The nobleſt entrance, and thac which diſcover*d rhe ſubjeRt 
ef the Ball, was that of 15../ Perſons who came in, btinging along with chem, 
ſme, pieces of a broken pillar, ſome, garlards of diverie flowers, wherewich 
wr the pillar afrer they had; after feveral turnings, abſolutely ſer it to- 
gether; all performed with obſeryance of the Muſick, Ar thee upper end of this 
pillar came out a flower,made like a Tulip wild opend of it ſelf, while they Gnc'd, 
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ull ac laſt there came our of ic an image of the Blefſed Virgin, with bet child in her 
armes, and che pillar it ſelf opened in ſeveral places, to calt our perfum'd wacers, 
like a fountain. After they had dane'd a while, they cook th2 pillr aſonder 
after the ſame manner as they had pur-irtogerher, and went our of che 105m in ye. 
ry good order. The Jeſuits rold us, that by thac invention they + repreſenceg 
the pains they had caken,' in planting among the Pagers and CMabmeres;

Of 
all the Moral Vertues, ther: is not any the Jeſazrr endeavour more to ptiRtiſe, 
then $2Lgicty, inſo-nuch that Drunkznnets is a Vice they can the lealt of any be 
charg:d wichal ; and yet at this cime they ofren cali" ro drink, I conceive pu:- 
poſely to engage us, to make ic appeat char it was not our of pure Conplemenc 
w2.com ncnded cheir Wine, Atrer dinner, they carried us up imo the Reeple, 
whence we could take a view of all the City, the $22, the River, and all the adjz- 
cent Champion, as far as the Mouncsin, much bzrter th: we could have done 
from che fourch Story of the Profeiled Houſe, 


s av2 che overſight. Ir is a very noble Strufture, conſiſtmg of 
lis and Galleries, able to lodge above a thouſand fick perſons, who are very 
ully Capplyed with all things. Every Bed is mark'd witlta certain Figure ; and 
which are noc taken up, ate known by their mark, which is ſtanding up- 
nght 3 whereas thoſ2 which are, have ths mark in fome other poſture. The n10- 
bleſt apparimencs of che Hoſpital were the Kirchin and rhe Aporthecaries ſhop be- 
longing to it, both well furniſhed with all things neceflary for the acconmoda- 
tion of the ſick, whereof chere were a very great number ; but moſt of the Pox, 
&Bloody-flux. Thoſe who are ro look afccr rhem have chis forefight, that they 
would no have the ſick ro be diſheartned by ſeeing others dye ; For affoon as 
they perceive the dick party ſo far ſpent as thar there is no way bur death for tim, 
he 1s cartied to a private room, whither a Prieſt is ſent to him, who irs nor thence 
it be be dead.

houſe of Dutch Veſſels, which could only hinder the Galiions and Carracks from 
getting thence, to go. for Portugal, or towards the Molnccas, Aﬀſoon as we 
were got out of the river, we made ſtrait ro the Generall's Gallion, which was 
called the Bon-/eſus, and carried 64. Braſs guns, all cannons or culvrings. There 
were aboard h:r tix hundred men, mariners and ſoldizrs ; and it was ohe of the 
noble veſlels I ever ſaw. The General receiv'd the preſident with much cruliry, 
and broughe him into his Chamber, in and about which were an anti-chamber, 7 
cloſet, and two galleries : and after a Co lation of conſery:s and S:ck, conrar 
to the cuſiome of the Portwguez,who never proffera man drink,unleſs he wk for ic, 
be ſhew'd us all the ſhip, which hid the name of a Gallion, but might very wellbe 
accounted a Carrack by reaſon of the bigneſs of it. The other Veſſels of the 
Fleet were alſo y:ry noble ones, there being not any one among them, that bat 
not fifty Guns at leaſt. The General and Prefident were in private diſcoutſe, 
about: halfan houre, after which thz Prefidenc took his leave, and the General 
conducted him co a door which was in the ern of the ſhip, at which it was 
more commadious getting Out, then it is in other ſhips by ladders of Ropes, As 
ſoon as the Preſident was got into the Boar, all the Portwgez Fleer fit'dtheir 
Guns.| [The Goyernour of the Caſtle de Guarde, having ſaluted the Prefident,who 
was his intimate friend, with all the Guns he had, preſented himſelf upon the 
Battery, put off his hat, and took leaye of us. The Preſident being come aboard, 
ordered twenty Guns to be fired, which the General ws, with ewenty 
others ; whereupon we went into the Road, and lay berween the Portaguez 1nd 
Datch Fleets, : < | 
But, ere we leave Goa, it will not be amiſs, to give yer a lictle further account 
aaa anon what we found moſt remarkable - in. that City, which no doubr is one of the 
nobleſt and greateit of choſe the Portugs:z are maſters of in any part of the /»- 
dies, Itlies in the Kingdom of Cx«cam, or Decam, fifteen Degrees on this fide 
the Line, in an Iſland, which che River divid:s from che Conninent.  eAffenſo 
Albuquerque took it by Compoſition, on the 16. of February, 1 510, from Za- 
bains Dalcam, Prince of Goa, who recovered it again from him on the zoth. of 
May following ; but on the 21. of November in the ſame year, Albuquerque, Ie- 
ceiving freſh Forces from a Fleet, which Diego Mendez, Vaſconcelos had then new- 
ly brought from Porewga!, ſet upon the Ciry and rook it by form. The City of 
Goa was, even at that tune, very conſiderable for its Trafhck, bur much leſs rhen 
it is now, as may be ſcen by the walls of the old Ciry, which ate yet (tanding, 
though rhe Gates be down, infomuch that there is nothing berween ir and the 
new Cicy, buile by the Portugaez, ſince they eſtabliſhed their main Trade there. 
It hath on the South-Gde, the Iſland of Salſertre, which is divided from the Con» 
tinentonly by a ſmall rivulzt, as is alſo the Iſland of * Bardes, which lies on the 
Nerth-ſfide, and under which ſhips may caſt Anchor wich all ſafety, wichour feat 
of any winds, The Caſtle de Guarde lies at the foot of a Rock, on whicl! _ 
ve 
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haye buile a Tower, in form of a redoubr, wherein, in the nighc cime chey make x 
a fire, for a direRion to ſhips, and it hach ſeveral braſs pieces, placed even with 
the water- From the mouth of che River co the Haven, are . abouc two Leagues, 
but igis equally broadall along, even at che place where ic runs between che 1f{land 
andche Continent, though in ſome places ic be ſoſhailow, that in Summer time 
ther: isnort above two foot water. 

The 111 ind of Goa does not produce any thing, and is ſo barren, thar ſome few 
Lambs and Goats excepted, ic is not able ro fuftain any thing ; and yer the 
Firtngwex have ſome Gardens there, andin chem ſome Friir, bur it is to be atcri- 
bated rather co cheir indufiry, then co Nature, Palm-wine is there in abundance, 
and all ocher prowifionsce broughe chicher from che rwo foremencioned Iſlands, 
oxfrom che Continenc,ſo plentifully, thac they are ſo there, that notwith- 
funding che Block-houſe of che Hollexders, a Hog might be had for a Crown, fix 
ſucking Pigs, ten Pullers, or eight wid-Ducks, for as much ; but there are very 
ſew Oxen there, then which ſheep are yer more ſcarce. They permit nor the 
ſndiavs tO go over into the Continent, without leaye obtain'd from thoſe who 
kee the paſſages, who make a mark in cheir Armes, which they are oblig'd ro 
ſhew as chey come back : for the Portuguez. would not haye the Devazines and 
Canarimes come into the City wicthour a Paſs-porr, All the freſh-varer they 
have within the Cicy comes from a Fountain, which repreſents a Lucrece, our 
ofwhoſe wound there comes water enough co ſupply thz whole Ciry : but the 
Ships cakz in freſh-warer near the Caftle, aboye which chere comes out of the 
Rock a rivuler, which chere falls inco the River,

There ar= alſo ſuch as have the quality of ores da camra, or 
Groomsof che Kings Chamber, who paſs alſo for Genelemen. All che reſt are 
bambrar' bonrados , and ſaldadss, The former are Merchants or Tradeſmen, 
and appear publickly with the ſame gravity, and almoſt with che ſame retinue as 
en ; in as much as ſome only excepted, who cur leather for ſhooes, and 
infs for cloathes, all che reſt have their buſineſs done by flaves. |

only innavigable, bur there are few havens, where ſhips can Tide in ſafety, and 
unexpos'd ro ftorins, mixe with terrible chunder and lightning, which difturb the 
air there in that ſeaſon. Which is yer ſo much the more to be wordred a, in- 
aſmuchas, at the ſame time, the coaſt of Coromandel, which is in the ſame peyia- 
{nla, and at the ſame Cegree of elevation,and, in ſome places is but twenty Lexgues 
diltanc from that of Malabar, enjoyes a pleaſant ſpring, and the moſt divertive 
ſeaſon of the year. Accordingly, thoſe who.go from ( ochim to Saint Theme, by 
lind, as they paſs over tle mountain of Balagata, ' which divides the whole Pe. 
ninſula, as the Apentine does Italy, diſcover, from the top of the mountain, on 
the one fide, a clear and temperate air?, .and on che other, a country coyer'd 
with a perpetual miſt, and drown'd with the raines chat continually fall, - The 
ſame oblervation may be alſo made in choſe ſhips,which go from Ormas tothe 

of Roſalgate. Where, as they paſs the cape, they ſuddainly paſs our of fair weather, 
into dreadful ftormes and rempeſts. Whence it comes that, in thoſe party, there 
are bur two ſeaſons, as there are alſo principally bur rwo winds chat reign there 
in the ſummer time, to wit, thoſe of the eaft, which che Portuguez call Theres- 
ror, Which come from the land fide, and blow from mid-nighc till mid-day; bee 
they are got felt above ten Leagves within che Sea ; and thoſe of che welt, which

Others are wealchy in Woods, Flax, Corron, or Silk ; of all which the 
Emperour hath a cercain knowledge, by the ſecret informations ſent him by thoſe 
Secretaries whom h2 places about chem to mannage their Aﬀairs ; For he recom- 
mends to every one of chem a Secretary,wich a Lerger to this effe&t, well-beloved, 
1 krow you have many Vaſſals and Servants," and that the occaſions wherein you are 
ro employ them are very great ; therefor el ſe end you 4 perſon, whoſe aſſiſtance may in 
ſome meaſure eaſe you 61 the burthex which lies upon you, and of whoſe fidelity you 
may be. aſſur'd, in as much as 1 commend hum to you 4s one who hath been brought up 
at my own houſe : Make uſe of him, and take in good part the care 1 have of Jour 
perſon and affairs. Theſe indeed, for the moſt parr, are ſuch as have ſetv'd the 
Emperour in their youth, in ifis three Chambers, and of whoſe abilicies, prudence, 
and judgement he is ſacisfied', afluring himſelf of cheir fidelicy, beſides rhe 
expreſſions he mighc find thereof during che time of their ſervice, by ana figned 
with their blood: inſomuch that there is not oughe done in the Provinces; where - 
of he hath nor, by this means, a perfeR accompe, For theſe Secreraries keep an 
exa& Journal of what ever they obſerve in the life and aRions of the Princes 
whom 7.08 ſenc to, who undertakes nothing without their advice, nor do any 
buſineſs wherein chey are not conſulted, which gives chem greac ;authoriry in the 
Provinces, and makes the Princes themſelyes look on them, as ſuch, whoſe favour 
they ſtand in need of to keep a fir correſpondence with the Court, On the other 
fide, theſe Princes are glad co have able and underſtanding perſons about them, 
ſuch as may obſerve the miſcarriages of rheir Government,and have the confidence 
to be their remembrancers thereof ; as chooſing rather chat 2 faichful ſeryane ſhould 
acquainc them cherewich, that ſo chey may be ſeaſonably reform'd, then thac chey 
ſhould become the diſcourſe of the people, or any ſhould take occaſion thence ro 
do them ill Offices about the Emperour.

&c. It a mans wife be guilty of any crime; her husband is convicted of, ſhe dies 
with him ; but if ſhe be innocent, ſhe is made a flive; Their puniſhments bear 
no proportion co the crimes commitged, bur are ſo cruel, that it were nor cafie to 
expre(s the barbariſm chereof. To conſume with a gencle fire, or only with x 
candle, to crucifie with the head downwards, to boyle men in ſeerhing Oyle or 
water, to quatcer and dra with four horſes, ate vety ordinary pupiſhmert among 


their. 

One who had undertaken to find timber and ſtones for the building of a Palace

Ten of th2 ſecond kinde weigh a Rya/ and half a quatter, 
and are worth one 7 ay/, and a fafth part each of them : and ten of che third ſore 
weigh a Rya/ and a balf, and half a quarter, and are worch, each of them, the fixth 
parc of a Taj!. The Silver Coin, which is madein the form of Linger, is of no 
certain Weight ; bur it is ſo ordered, that as much of ix a5 amounts to tifty 7: ls 
is co be of a juſt weight, which chey diſpoſe inco Rolls of Paper, in each as as 
comes to tyenty Crowns, and ſo they diſpatch their Paymencs wich little erouble, 
They have beſides this a lefler Coin of Silver, made much like French Beans, 
which alſo is not of any certain Weight, ſave onely in groſs, or when ic amounts 
to ſuch a ſum, from the value of ſeven pence to fix ſhillings, or berrer. There is 
alſo a great diffe rence in the value of the Caxi#s ; for of ſome of chem,a thouſand 
are worth bur a Crown, whereas of others the ſame number amounc to three 
Crowns and a half.

There is in this Countrey, in a ſpacious Plain, . at the fooc of « Mountain, not 
far from the Sea-(ide, ms ſource, Which gives Watet but twice in four and 
twenty hors, and chac during the ſpace of an hour ar each time, unleſs i be when 
the Eaſt-winde blows, for then it gives water four times a dey. This water comes 
out of a hole, which Nature hath made in che ground, and which they have co= 
ver'dwith ſeveral great ones 3 bur when che rime of irs loud, as I may call ic, 
is come, the water is forced out wich ſuch violence amidſt the Rones, that i ſhakes 
them all; and makes a caſt 20. or 24. foot high, with ſuch aoiſe as would drown 
. that of a great Gun, It. is ſo hot, that 1c is1mpoſſible, fire ſhould caiſe 
water to ſo high a degree of hear, as the carch gives chis ; for ic immediacely burns 
the fiufts on which ic falſs, and keeps ics hear much longer, chan che water that 
bath bem bail'd oy:r the fire.

;-' with very good ſucceſs, They are alio very fortunate in the curing of ordinary 


Diſeaſes ; but Chirurgery 1s not as yet known among them, | 
The Mineral Waters we ſpoke of before, are a ſufficient demonſtration, thar 
there are in Japan Mines of all ſorts of Meralls, Accordingly , there is 
found there Gold, Silyer, Copper, Tin, Iron, and Lead, The Countrey brines 
forth alſo Cotton, Flax, and Hemp, wherewith they make very fine Cloxthy, 7; 
produces alſo Silk, and affords abundance of Goar and Deer skins, the riche 
Works of Wood and Lacgue of any in the World, all ſorts of Provifions and 
and medicinal Drugs. They have among others, a particular Invention for the 
melcing of Iron, withour the uſing of any fire, caſting ic inco a Tun done aboue 
on the 1n-fide with about half a foor of earth, where they keep it with continual 
blowing, and take ir out by Ladles full, ro give ic what form they pleaſe, much 
berter, and more artificially chan the Inhabirants of Liege are able ro do. So that 
ic may be ſaid, Japan may live witiout irs Neighbours, as being well furniſh'd wich 
all chings requihre to life. 
The Rp came to the knowledge of /apav, by means of the Trade they 
drov- in the Kingdom of Siam and Cambodia. They found ic-no hard matter to 
ſertle themſelves chere, in as much as the /aporneſes had nor, ar firſt, any averſion 
for their Eccleſialtical Ceremonies; ſo that in a ſhort time the RomanCatholick 
Religion got ſuch footirg there,. that they were permitted to build Churches ig 
ſeveral places of the Kingdom, and particularly at Nangaſacky. Bur the Sy4- 
x1ard; roo ſoon dilſcover'd the Defign they had co eſtabliſh chemſelves there, and' 
had not the reſervedneſs to ſmother chat haughty humour, which would reign all 
oyer the World : which occafion'd the Jeponneſes firlt ro ſet upon, and after- 
wards, to burn their Ships, inſomuch thar, in the year x 6 3 64 they baniſh'd 
them.cthe Countrey, with Prohibicions, upon Þain of Death, nor to return in-

The Dutch have traded thither eyer fince the year 1611. and ill continueir, 
ſo much ro their adyantage, that thzir Commerce to /apas is worth what they 
carry on all over the rett of the Indies, They affirm in the R:lation of the

We fourid neer Captain 29/{/z's Tent about 30.men, and ſome womeny Who had 
brought milk co ſell, They tad brought alſo about rwenty Oxe and Goats : 
bur hearing there was a grearer number coming afcer them,we provyided-our ſelves 
only for three dayess | | Eco, 
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The 6. . The Preadeac inviced cherwo Captains and ail the Officers of both 
the orier ſhips ro dinner; and 1ome dayes afcer Captain Wit treated the whole 
Company. In che afternoon he incertain'd us wich a Comedy, which latied atoye 
chree houres. 

The 14. Captain Hall went on his Voyage cowards the Indies, and the 16, 
Captain Willis went away alſo, having ſupplied us wich all chings neceflary for the 
proſecution of ours, He intended to touch at the Maldives, and Ray there tijl 
the 20. of Auguſt, that be might arrive at Surat in the Winter. We accompanied 
him co the 1fland, at the entrance of the Bay, and hamng taken leave of him, wenr 
inco te Iland, where we found abundance of odd ſhells, of divers forms, ſeveral 
ſores of fiſh, caſt up there by the Sea, and rotced Cocos, which the wind bad for- 
ced thither from che Eaſtern Coaſt of Madagaſcar, where ſome growes, bu noc 
from che Coaſt of the Saint Awgwſtines Bay, which is oppolue ro the Weſt, 

v The 31, The Prefidens cook up his lodging in the Tent picched for him on the 
Se: «ide, intending to continue there, till he imbark*d in order co our return, 
They made there alfo certain hurs, for the Souldiers rhat were about bim, as alſo 
for luch as were repairing ſome things belonging co the ſhip, and for the Butch. 
ers, Who kill'd and ſalted the Bzef for che provition of che ſhip : but. on Sundaies 
all came aboard, where there was a Sermon. 

About four Leagues from che Haven, there lives a Lord, who had three Sons, 
the eldeſt of whom was named fafſar. They came all three to ſee us, with a re- 
cinue of abouc a hundred men, arm*d with a kind of Pikes. _ brought along 
wich chem about three hundred Oxen, ſome Sheep, Goats, Poulcry, Citrons 
and Oranges, to truck for our Commodities, Being come neer the Prelident, 
they made a lictle halt, ro obſerve-whas poſture we were in, and at lafiche eldeſt 
of che three brothers came up, and beftowed on the Preſident ewelve Goars,and 
his ewo wives gave him, each of them, a fat Capon. The Prefident preſenced him 
with three trings of glaſs Coral, each of his brothers wich two, and each of the 
Wives with a braceler. This fignifzed bur very liccle ro us ; bur chey highly wlued 
chem. - They planced a-great polein the ground, as a mark of the Alliance they 
made with us, promifing ſeverely to unit ſuch as ſhould injute us, and defiring 
us.£0 Lake ſuch a courſe, as no diſorder qght happen 'on our ſide. They deſired 
co hear out muſick, and ſeem'd ro be much pleaſed with ic. They ſold us cen far 
Oxen, ſome Sheep, Goats and Poultry. They ſold us a fat Sheep, the tail whereof 
weighed 20. or 24. pound, fot 7. 0r 8. grains of Coral or Agar, and « Capon for 
3. Or 4- grains of counterfeit Coral. They would not meddle with our mony, as 
being ſo happy as not i0.know the valoe of a thing which occafions the miſery of 
other parrs of the world. , 

Duting the fix weeks we.ſtaid in the Iſland, moſt of our diverſion was ſhooting 
at Buts, os fiſhing with che Angle-rod. We took good fore of fiſb, and ſome 
Oyſers, which che Inhebicancs call Oring, Theſe ſick to the trees 'and buſbes 
that are upon the Sca ſide, being at high-water coyer'd with the Tide, They are 
___ xd as delicate as any England affords, 

rom the. 5.10 the-$; of eAnguft, there were ſuch abundance of Graſhoppers, 


. that they deprived us of the fighc of the Suh, The Inbabicants ear chem, bur they 


look on them as forerunners of famine and morralicy of catcle. One ſmall ſhower 

of rain diſperſed chem all, | | 
As for the Iſland of Madagaſcar, which the French call the Iſland of $t, Las- 
rence, (cicher from its being diſcovered by Lawrence ſon of Franciſce Aimeyas, 
General of the-King.of Portmg at's Army in the Indzery or from its being done up- 
on St. Lawrevce bis day, in-the year 1306.) Ic lies in the corrid Zone, reaching 
from Nor:h1to South, from the 10th. cothe 26th, Degree. Tis cerrainly one 
of the preareſt INlinds it the world, fince it is above 150, Leagues in lengeh, and 
180, un bacdth, and hath many good harbours, whereof the chietelt are, Sc. A8- 
guſtine's Bay, where we put in, Kt, Jago, Anton Gil, Amipera, vi, a” £ 
, lo, 
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St, Marie's, St, Sebaſtians, St. Roman, and Manitenga: Its mountains 1 6 3 9.. 
ate for th: moſt parr covered with Citron-trees and Orange-trees;and if any are ol 
bare and rocky, that rock is an excellent white Marble, our of which iffues forth 

the beft water in the world. Some of them ar2 coyered wirh a kind of trees, rhe 

wood whereof is of all forts of colours, { bur eſpecially; ſuch as afford Ebony, 

and a certain wood, which in colour comes neer thar of Btafil,(pheteof they nuke 

their Lyaces or Pikes ) and Dare-rrees,' which gives ſhelcer co at infinite num- 

der of Apes amd Birds, 2nd amonry orhers, 2 kind of Hens, as big 4s Turkies, ſave 

that they were black all over the body, bur nuarked wirh litcle whice ſpots. Their 

heads are berween a red and blue colour, and in their foreheads they haye a yel- 

low hotn. They feed in che woods whole hundreds of chem cogether. 

There is alſo greac Rore of that Guckme, which the Druggifts call Dragons Progens blood: 
blood, which is drawn out of che floer of @' Tree, about the bigneſs of a Pear- 
tr-e, but much more branchy, and not fo full of leaves, Irs l:ayzs are longer, 
but narrower then rhoſe of Lawrel, and the flower is raken off in otder co the ex. 
rra&ing of the juice, and put imo hollow Canes, wherein ic is reduced to that 
form, in which ir jfis brought into Exrope. 

Tnis Iflznd affords alſo ſome Ales, a Cortrmodity we have before given an ac- Aloes.! 
count of, in rhe deſcription of the Ind of Zocoteys, That whi grows in 
Madayaſcar, isnot ſo good as the orher, in regard it is wild ;/ yer ic i$ afed in me- 
dicine, nay many times inftead of rhe othier- have alfo Corron and Indico, 
but chzy make irnvc into a paſte, as they dv in apes wy elſewhere. 

Their greateſt wealch conſiſts in Catrel, For where chey docill the ground, ic rhe 1/end 
is only co get a lictle Rice,which is excellent good there, av alſo for Beans, Pom. rich in cartle; 
prons, and that kind of Mellons, which the Perſians call Harpms, There ate alſo 
ſereral ſorts of Cicron-trees, and Oratige-trees, which forth twice a year, 
Dxte-trees, Coros-trees, and Banara. No houſe bur hath ſore hives of 
abour it 3 bur rhey have not yer the invention of making Wax, nor uſing theic 
Honey, otherwiſe chen in making a certain drink of it with Rice, which ſerves 
them m ſtead of Wine, The ground yields Salr, and Salt-Perer, and upon the 
Sea-Coafts there is found abundance of Ambet.greeſe, Ir is reported alſo, that 
rhere are Mines of gold ard filver 3 but che Inhabitatits making no uſe of theſe 
Mecals, wo valuing cinne mou eee, Fore unt yet RC _ _ - 

Madayaſcar is very populous, and t abirants afe fot part Ne+ nt; rnhabitanes 
groes, Lhvod fteture, and well ſhap'd. All che clothing they wear is onely a _ 
piece of Cotron cloth, ofſeyeral cotours, which they ſo faſten abour rheic waſte, 
that one of the ends hangs down to the knee before, and the other to the hatnme 
behind, and in the night they take ir off, and make ir ſetye for a* Coverler, They 
lie apon mats, and in regard rheir huts are made only of the branches of Trees 
(choſe little wooden houſes onely excepted which chey make for their Princes 
they make a fire of all ſides of them, againſt the Mill-dew, which it ſeems is there 
very dangerous, Some war aboye their Nayels a tow of Glaſs-beads of ſeyeral 
colours, and ſeyeral bracelets 'of th:m aboue cheir necks, their atms, or above 
che elbow, and abouc their legs, under the gattering place. Boch niet and wo- 
men have their eares boted chrough, and put into them copper rings, ſomewhat 
like, bur not ſo large as thoſe they wear 'abour cheir wriſts, and the ſmall of che 
leg. Their iris black, but not equally curled all over the Country, and they 
diſpoſe ir into ſeveral trefſes, bur ic grows not much, they greaſe it petpe- 
rwally, anddo all chey can co ger long Hair; There is licele difference berween the 
clorhing of che men, atid rhat vfche women, ſave thar che women wear alſo a kind 
of {1:eviefs fone Coar, 2nd hit the cloth wherewith chey cover themſelves, is ſo 
large, thar ir tides all their thighs almoſt down to the . In this cloch they 

carry their childrenupon theft backs, ſo as thar purting their legs under the Mo- 
ther*s arttieg, they ſeem co be in a manner faltnied r, and yet 48 ſhe carries 
them, a ma Weald chink,they ſhould fall backwards, and break cheit no 
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Their Chief. 


Their Religion 


Toe fidelity of Wiyes towards their husbands is here exemplary, and the men 
think ic no diſparagement to cake cheir adyice,No mad but hach at leaſt two wives, 
but diſpos'd into ſeveral huts. For the more aged of the two he hath moſt com. 
corn though he undertakes no buſineſs, nor concludes any bargain, tilt be 

ath con both. Theſe chey buy of their Parencs, or rather relations, for a 
certain number of Oxen, Pikes or other arms. Adulcery and Fornication is pu- 
niſhed wich death ; bur they do not eaſily ſuſpe& one another: They are yery 
free in their converſation, and there is no familiaricy {0 great as to raiſe any jea- 
louhe in them. 7 

Some young women made no difficulty co come into our Tent; nay, one of 
them made not any to take one of my ſhirts from the Preſident, who intreated 
her to ear it for my ſake. She accotdingly wore it two dayes, but afterwards tore 
it to pieces, tobe uſed about other things. 

The men are courageous, and well skilld in the uſe of cheir Lances, Darts, 
and Pikes, which they carry along wich chem where ever they go. When they are 
at work, their Arms lie not far from them, and they are accuſtomed ca them from 
the eighth or ninth year of their age. 

Some perſons of quality have a bundle of 25. or 30. of theſe lictle Pikes car- 
ried after them, They uſe alſo Bowes and Arrowes, and theit Bowes are at leaſt 
five or fix foot long, the firing being very looſe, yer haye they a fleight of ſhoot- 
ing with a miraculous ſwiftneſs and ſtrength. When they caſt their Pikes or  aye« 
lings, chey make ſeveral poſtures, gnd are ſo expert ar this exerciſe, that ac the 
diſtance of forty paces they will not miſsa bicd, 

The Inhabicants of Madagaſcar are dividedinto ſeveral Tribes, which confit 
of Cancons of a 100. 200, and 300,perſons, and live like 7arters, under a chief, 
whom they call Tſehich, that is, yy or Lord. Thete were two of theſe Prin 
ces lived in a wood neer our Tent, where they bad builc them huts under Dace- 
crees. When their cattle mulciplies ſe as that the graſsfalls ſhort, they engage 
in a kind of wat among themſelves, and indeayour to ger, what they can from their 


_neigihonrn, King cMaſſar, whom we named before, rold us,that hz had joyn'd 


with ewo other Kings, named Machicore, Schich Tango, and eAndiam palela, 


with whom he made account to gt rogue a body of 500. men, andto ſet upon 


ſome of their neighbours, who had better paſtures then theirs. Theſe Princes 
have an abſolute power over their SubjeRs, and ſeverely puniſh the crimes com- 
mitred within their jurisditions, eſpecially ſuch as tend to the difturbance of the 
publick peace : bur. this [dignity is not ſo continued in the ſame family, but that 
upon the Prince's death, the Rrongeſt is adyanced to this pretended Crown. 

It were a hard matter to ſay wiat Religion they are of, ſave that as I baye been 
informed, they belizye chere is one God, who bath made THeaven and Earth ; and 
will one-day puniſh bad ations, and reward the good. 1 ſaw one among them, 
who was certainly their Prieſt, getting upa tree, and ſpeaking to the people, for 
above half an houre : bur not one of, us underſtanding their Language , I know 
not What diſcourſe he. made to them, nor yer what difference there is berween 
cheir Prieſts and the others ; ſave that I obſeryd,they carried at the end of a cane 
a piece of a Cowes-tail,, and that one among them. ſuffered the nails of the rwo 
fore-fingers of his right hand to graw.co the length of Eagles claws.” Every 
Canton. hath ics Priett,, who would alſo. be accounted Sorcerers, rand have it 
thought: chey can binde the Devill, andforce him co do what they pleaſe. 

The Portuguez. cf the Ifland of CMozambigue, which is bur balf a League from 
che Continenc, of «Africk, drive ,2 conſiderable trada here in Aloes, Dragonss 
blood, Ebony and other Drugs. For the Captain,; who under the King of Por- 
tugal hach. rhe command of this licele Iſland, which is bur half a League in com- 
pals, and who, in the,chree years of bis Governmenc, gets 2 bundred and fifty 
chouſand pounds Rerling, is not a little obliged co the Neighbour-hood of MMada- 
£4ſcar, though the greateſt part of his wealth comes from Soffola, Foun -
